A Special Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia was 
held in St. Paul’s Church, Suffolk, Virginia, Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 17, 1947 with the Rt. Rev. William A. Brown, D.D., LL.D., 


presiding. 


Council opened at 9:30 A. M. with the Administration of the 
Holy Communion, the Bishop being the Celebrant and assisted 
by the Secretary of Council and by the Rev. John A. Winslow, 
rector of St. Paul’s, Suffolk. 


At 10:30 A. M. the Bishop called Council to order, stating the 
purpose of this special Council to be the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


_ On motion of the Secretary, the President appointed the Rev. 
Robert H. Thomas, III to serve as Assistant Secretary for this 
Council. 


The Secretary of the Standing Committee, Mr. James Mann, 
Jr., presented the following statement:

Dear Bishop Brown: 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Southern Virginia respectfully 
reports that it has notified all of the Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
having Jurisdiction in the United States, and the Standing Committees of the 
several Dioceses, of the decision of this Diocese to elect a Bishop Coadjutor, and 
has obtained the written consent of a majority of the Bishops and of the several 
Standing Committees.

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The roll was called and 51 of the Clergy and 142 of the Laity, 
representing 74 parishes, separate congregations and organized 
missions answered present. ‘This being in excess of two thirds 
from each Order, the President declared Council open and ready 
for business. 


The Bishop addressed the Council as follows: 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of Southern Virginia my Beloved in the Lord: 

I wish to call the attention of the Council to the fact that there are approxi- 
mately 95 congregations within the bounds of this Diocese that come under the 
Missionary Work of the Diocese. Many of these receive aid from the Diocesan 
Board of Missions; others are served by clergymen who are in charge of two or 
more congregations and do not receive aid. There are 84 congregations in places 
of 1,500 and less and of these 84, 25 are in places that report no population; that 
is to say, they are not in villages but really in the open country. Thus I think 
you will see that the Missionary Work of this Diocese composes a very large sec- 
tion of the work to be carried on and is exceedingly difficult and in many respects 
needs to be revised in its clergy personnel. In other words there ought to be a 
number of re-arrangements of the Cures within the Diocese. This is not an easy 
thing to do but I believe with the new Committee on Missions of the Executive 
Board, together with the Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor this can be worked out 
approximately in a satisfactory way. 

I wish to repeat what was said at the Council held in Hampton on May last 
“T assign to the Bishop Coadjutor if and when a Coadjutor is elected the Mission 
Work of the Diocese and will hope for a mutual agreement whereby we can both 
perform the necessary work for the development of the Church in the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia.” | 


The Rev. Paul C. Martin, Chairman of the Committee on 
Dispatch of Business, presented certain Rules of Order, as pre- 
pared by the Standing Committee of the Diocese for the conduct 
of this special Council. On motion of Mr. Martin the Rules of 
Order were adopted and are as follows: 


RULES OF ORDER FOR SPECIAL COUNCIL OF THE 
DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


St: Paul's Church, Suffolk) Viremm 
September 17, 1947 


ArtTIcLe I—OrRGANIZATION 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at the hour which 
may be designated. Upon the call to order, members shall take their seats and 
preserve proper silence and decorum, standing only when addressing the Chair. 


Section 2, When the President shall have taken the Chair on the first day of 
Council, he shall appoint, on nomination of the Secretary, an Assistant Secretary. 


Section 3. After the roll call and the organization of the Council, the President 
shall appoint the following Council Committees: 


(1) A committee of six, three of each order, on Credentials. 

(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Dispatch of Business. 

(3) A committee on Election, three or more of each order, who shall make all 
necessary arrangements for the balloting and shall also act as tellers. 

(4) A committee of two on Journal of Council with power to act during recess 
and report, of which the Secretary of the Diocese shall be Chairman. 
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ArticLe II—Speciat RuLes 


Section 1. The special order of business shall be the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese of Southern Virginia. Other matters shall be taken up 
in such order or at such time as Council may determine after considering recom- 
mendations made by the Committee on Dispatch of Business. 


Section 2. No motion to close nominations shall be in order. 


Section 3. In the election for Bishop, in the lay order, each Parish, Separate 
Congregation and Organized Mission shall constitute one unit and shall have one 
vote. (Whenever two or more than two persons are being voted for, the vote of 
any such unit, having two delegates present who are entitled to vote, and who 
favor different candidates, may be cast one-half for the candidate favored by each 
of its delegates. If any such unit shall have more than two delegates present who 
are entitled to vote, and all do not favor the same candidate, its vote may be 
divided proportionately among the candidates favored by its respective delegates 
who are present and entitled to vote. No candidate shall be deemed to have re- 
ceived a majority in the lay order unless the sum of all units and parts of units 
voting for him shall exceed the sum of all other units and parts of units represented 
by a delegate or delegates present when the vote is taken by at least one whole 
unit. The vote of each unit shall be cast on one ballot. 


Section 4. Nominating speeches shall be limited to three minutes and second- 
ing speeches to two minutes. 


ArticLte IJ I—Orpber or BUSINESS 


Section 1. When no other order of business has been adopted, the order shall 
be as follows: 
(1) Reading of the minutes of the preceding day, but this may be omitted by 
a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without debate. 


(2) The report of committees in the following order: 
a. Dispatch of Business; 4. Credentials; c. Elections. 


(3) Unfinished business. 
(4) Motions and Resolutions. 


This order of business shall be subject to the adopted report of Committee on 
Dispatch of Business. 


ArticLte [V—Oruer RuLES or ORDER 


Section 1. The Council may go into executive session at any time upon the 
vote of a majority of the members present. When an executive session is declared, 
no one shall remain in the place of meeting other than members of the Council, 
and clergy who are canonically connected with the Diocese but who have not been 
so connected long enough to be members of the Special Council. 


Section 2. Article III. “Order of Debate and Legislation,” and Article IV, 
“General Regulations” of the Rules of Order of the last Council, so far as per- 
tinent, shall constitute a part of the Rules of Order of this Special Council.

the Bishop Coadjutor fo the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


The Rev. Mr. Gunn addressed the Council. 


Mr. Fred. E. Martin moved a vote of thanks to the Rector, 
Vestry and Congregation of St. Paul’s Church, Suffolk, for their 
kind and excellent hospitality to this Council. The motion was 
adopted by a rising vote. 


After the singing of the hymn, Blest Be the Tie That Binds, 
and after the Benediction by the Bishop, Council on motion 
adjourned, sine die.

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RULES OF ORDER FOR THE COUNCIL 


|l.—Organization. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members 
shall take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, stand- 
ing only when addressing the chair. 


Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the 
first day of the Council, the roll of the Clergy shall be called, and also 
the roll of the Lay Delegates, whose certificates have been received 
by the Secretary, and if it be found that a constitutional quorum of 
fifteen of each order be present, the President shall declare that the 
Council is duly organized, and is ready for business. 


Section 8. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
appoint the following Council Committees: 


(1) A committee of two on Journal of Council with power to act 
during recess and report, of which the Secretary of the Diocese shall 
be chairman. 


(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
of New Parishes. 


(3) A committee of four, two of each order, on Credentials. 


(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
Canons, with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
tween the sessions of the Council. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of Coun- 
cil and the appointment of the Council Committees, and shall have 
precedence over all other business. 


1l1.—Order of Business. 


Section 1. When no order of business has been adopted, the order 
shall be as follows: 


(1) Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, but this may 
be omitted by a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without 
debate. 

(2) Petitions. 

(3) Election of officers. 

(4) Report of officers. 

(5) The report of Council committees. 
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(6) The report of special committees. 
(7) Unfinished business. 
(8) Motions and resolutions. 


(This Order of Business subject to the adopted report of Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business.) 


l!i.—Order of Debate and Legislation. 


Section 1. All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the table, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under consid- 
eration. 


Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to amend it,or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amend- 
ment on the table be adopted, the matter before the Council shall 
be considered as if no such amendment had been offered. 


Section 7. Motions to lay on the table and adjourn shall be de- 
cided without debate; and such motions shall always be in order, 
except while a member has the floor, or a vote on any question is 
being taken. 


Section 8. The previous question shall only be put when de- 
manded by a majority of those present. It shall be in this form: 
“Shall the main question now be put?” and, until decided, all debate, 
-amendments, and other motions shall be out of order. 


Section 9. When a question has been decided by the Council or 
postponed indefinitely, a motion to reconsider can only be made by 
one member and seconded by another who voted with the majority. 


A motion to reconsider must be made the same day the vote is 
taken, or on the succeeding day. 
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Section 10. When a member desires to speak or present any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to the President, and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, avoiding all personalities. 


Section 11. If any member trespasses the rule of the Council, 
the President shall, or any members may, call him to order, in which 
ease the member so called to order shall immediately take his seat, 
unless permitted to explain, until the question of the order is decided 
by the President, when he may proceed in order as ruled by the 
President. 


Section 12. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision, and 
on such appeal no member shall speak more than once without the 
permission of the Council. 


Section 13. The names of the movers of all resolutions shall ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of the Council. 


Section 14. When two or more members rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall say who is entitled to the floor, and from his decision 
there shall be no appeal. 


Section 15. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes whenever seven members require it, or by orders whenever such 
vote is demanded by five members, as required by the Constitution. 


Section 16. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him. 


Section 17. No member shall vote upon a question in the decision 
of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


Section 18. Upon a division and count no member shall be counted 
who is not within the limits assigned as seats of members. 


Section 19. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and 
all reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of 
opinion by the Council, shall be accompanied by the proper resolu- 
tions expressing the same for the consideration of the Council. 


1V.—General Regulations. 


Section 1. No member shall absent himself from the meetings of 
the Council without leave, unless he be sick or unable to attend. 


Section 2. The Presicent shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of members, 
which shall be appropriated to the accommodation of visiting clergy- 
men and candidates for orders who may be invited by the Rector or 
Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held, under the direc- 
ticn of the President and Council. 


Section 3. No spectator shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted within the pews allotted to the Council; and the 
Rector and Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held are 
requested to see that this rule is enforced. 


Section 4. No rule of order shall be repealed, amended or sus- 
pended, except by a two-thirds vote.

The Fifty-Sixth Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia met in Epiphany Church, Danville, Virginia, Tuesday, 
May 11, 1948, with the Rt. Rev. William A. Brown, D.D., LL.D., 
presiding, assisted by the Bishop Coadjutor, the Rt. Rev. George 
Purnell Gunn. 


Council opened at 9:30 A. M. with the administration of the 
Holy Communion. At this service Mr. Edward P. Bush, Jr., was 
ordained by the Bishop to the Diaconate. The Candidate was 
presented by the Rev. George R. MacClintock, rector of Epiphany 
Church. The sermon was preached by the Very Rev. Norvell E. 
Wicker, dean of Christ Church Cathedral, Louisville, Kentucky. 
The Epistle was read by the Ven. Norman E. Taylor. The Com- 


munion was administered by the Bishop Coadjutor. 


At 11:25, the Bishop took the Chair and called Council to 
order. The roll was called and 48 of the Clerical Order, and 107 
of the Laity, representing 55 parishes, separate congregations, 
and organized missions answered present.

The Rev. E. Ruffin Jones, D.D., reported for the Committee 
on Constitution and Canons and moved the adoption of the 
following Section 2, Canon XVI,. On the Qualification of Electors, 
this having been referred to the Committee by the Fifty-Fifth 
Annual Council of the Diocese: 

That all confirmed persons, eighteen years of age or over who have been en- 
rolled as members of the Congregation for the six months last past, and have been 


regular participants in its religious exercises, unless hindered by sickness or other 
sufficient cause, shall be entitled to vote. 


The motion was laid on the table and adopted on the follow- 
ing day on a vote by Orders. 


An oral report was made by Mr. George Carrington Mason, 
Historiographer of the Diocese. On motion of the Rev. Carter 
H. Harrison, the thanks and congratulations of Council were 
extended to the Historiographer. 


At the request of the Rev. J. M. Brownlee, Mr. W. H. Hollo- 


way was seated as a delegate from Grace Church, Purdy. 


At the request of the Rev. Geo. E. Harper, Mr. OEY Wood- 


house was seated as a delegate from St. Cyprian’s, Hampton. 


On motion of Bishop Gunn, the Rev. Frederick A. McDonald, 
Associate Director of the Presiding Bishop’s Committee on 
Laymen’s Work, and Lt. Gen. John C. H. Lee, were each given a 
seat and voice in Council.

On motion of Bishop Gunn, an addition to Section 4, Canon 
XIV, under which change the Bishop shall have power to appoint 
Archdeacons, was referred to the Committee on Constitution and

The Rev. Taylor Willis, D. D., offered the following Resolution 
which was adopted: 
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That the Executive Board at its first meeting after this Council be directed to 
prepare and publish a preferred list of Special Gifts Account objectives for 1949 
with tentative goals.

The Rev. Moultrie Guerry, D.D., offered the following Reso- 
lution, which was adopted: 

Whereas, The Virginia Seminary faces an emergency in erecting and repairing 
buildings to meet an increased student body and in adding needed endowments, and 


Whereas, This emergency is a part of a larger and permanent emergency in 
the Episcopal Church generally where there is the same number of Clergy in 1948 
as there was in 1900 when the number of communicants was less than one-half of 
the present number of communicants, therefore 


Be It Resolved: That this Council endorse the minimum goal of $100,000.00 
for a Southern Virginia Building at the Virginia Seminary, and that our parishes 
seek to raise this amount in gifts and pledges by June 3rd, when the Seminary 
celebrates its one hundred twenty-fifth anniversary at its commencement exercises. 


The report of Chatham Hall was referred to the Committee 
on Printing the Journal. 


Bishop Brown took the Chair. 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons presented the 
Resolution calling for a Constitutional change of the name of the 
Diocese to ““The Diocese of Jamestown.” On motion, a vote by 
Orders, the Proposed Change of name failed to pass its first 
reading.

3 the addition of the following words to Section 4 of Article XIV.,

ADDRESS AND REPORT OF THE BISHOP TO COUNCIL 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Fifty-sixth Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 
In the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


It is with great joy that I report to the Council the finishing of just 10 years 
as Bishop of the Diocese of Southern Virginia. During this time I have been 
blessed in health and it may be interesting to know that I have not missed a single 
appointment to visit a Church because of sickness. For this I give thanks to 
Almighty God. 

Bishop Gunn, since his consecration on January 6, of this year has entered 
upon his work with zeal and cooperation. Both of us are visiting churches with 
regularity, and within a short time there will, we believe, be evidence of the wisdom 
of the Council’s action in electing a Coadjutor, in the growth and development of 
the Church in Southern Virginia. Bishop Gunn and I are working most har- 
moniously and dividing the work with care and discretion. 

During this Counciliar year the Church has lost by death the following: 


The Rt. Rev. David Lincoln Ferris, DD., retired Bishop of Rochester, died 
June 9, 1947. 

The Rt. Rev. Vincent Shayler, D.D., retired Bishop of Nebraska, died June 
25, 1947. 

The Rt. Rev. Frank Du Moulin, D.D., retired Bishop Coadjutor of Ohio, 
died July 10, 1947. 

The Rt. Rev. William Bertrand Stevens, D.D., Bishop of Los Angeles, died 
August 22, 1947. 

The Rt. Rev. Edward Trail Helfenstein, D.D., retired Bishop of Maryland, 
died December 22, 1947. 

The Rt. Rev. Robert LeRoy Harris, D.D., retired Bishop of Marquette, died 
February 6, 1948. 

The Rt. Rev. Richard Tuttle Loring, D.D., Bishop of Springfield, died April 
16, 1948. 


It is with heartfelt gratitude we report that there has not been a death amongst 
the Clergy of this Diocese during the past 12 months. 

It does not seem amiss to me, and I am sure you will pardon my referring to the 
conditions of the Church during the past ten years. Our Church has materially 
grown in this Diocese. In 1938 we had 13,980 communicants of whom 1,816 
were members of the Colored Churches. For this past year the reports show 
16,497 communicants of whom 2,311 are Colored. There seems to be an increase 
in the number of baptisms, which will assure development and growth in the Church 
for the future. In the financial statements we find that there has been a steady 
development for the better. In 19388 the churches of the Diocese raised for all 
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purposes $267,369.00; for 1947 the churches raised $737,923.00. There has been 
a development in the current expenses from $157,000.00 to $293,000.00, and 
more than 100% increase in the gifts to diocesan and general purposes; in 1938, 
$49,656.00 and in 1947, $103,539.00. Also it is exceedingly interesting to know 
that the indebtedness of the churches has materially decreased from $178,000.00 
in 1938 to $62,000.00 in 1948. 

During these past 10 years I have made 1,023 visitations and confirmed 
7,823 people. 

It is rather disheartening to realize that our Sunday Schools, in common with 
the Sunday Schools of all churches, are on the decrease in numbers. In 1938 
there were in our Sunday Schools 8,167 and in 1948 there are reported 7,642. 
The reason for this sharp decline is not apparent. When it is noted that there 
are several Sunday Schools in the diocese that have materially increased in quite 
large numbers, it is rather surprising that there has been a falling off throughout 
the entire diocese. We hope that this condition will not continue to prevail and 
that our Sunday Schools can again be a great missionary activity of the local 
churches by bringing in, through the Church Schools, the children who are not 
affliated with any Church communion. The Church Schools now shows an ins 
crease over 1946. 


It is again true that one of the most distressing conditions that face the Church 
is the lack of clergymen to fill our vacant churches. This we hope will be remedied 
in time, but the adjustment period is very serious and many of our smaller churches 
are in danger of disintegrating if something is not done to recruit more men for 
the Ministry. We have very strong hopes that within the next few years a number 
of men will come out of our seminaries and most of these churches will be supplied. 
One of the serious troubles, however, is that men are so reluctant to stay any length 
of time in small parishes, regardless of the good work that they may be doing. 
The appeal of the city and numbers is so strong that these young clergymen are 
easily persuaded to take another church. It offers, as they think, a larger work; 
when, as a matter of fact, longer rectorships in our Counties would put them in 
positions to reach a larger number of people and to attain a position in the affec- 
tions of all the people of these smaller communities. 


We welcome heartily into our diocese—The Rev. Paul Chaplin, Assistant 
Rector of Christ and St. Luke’s Church, Norfolk; the Rev. Lauton W. Pettit, 
Rector of St. John’s, Halifax, St. Thomas, Clarkton, and Emmanuel, Mountain 
Road; the Rev. Stephen C. Walke, Rector of Trinity Church, Portsmouth; the 
Rev. Beverley Tucker White, Rector of St. Andrew’s, Norfolk; the Rev. John A. 
Winslow, Rector of St. Paul’s, Suffolk, St. John’s, Chuckatuck, Glebe, Driver; 
and the Rev. James Marshall in charge of St. John’s, Petersburg. 


We have lost by transfer to other dioceses, the following—The Rev. Stiles B. 
Lines, the Rev. Frederick A. Sapp, the Rev. Turner W. Morris, the Rev. Morton 
Townsend, and the Rev. A. Campbell Tucker. The consecration of Bishop Gunn 
has left the Church of the Good Shepherd, Norfolk, vacant, and the Rev. Chas. 
W. Sydnor, Jr., has recently resigned as rector of St. Paul’s, Petersburg. Our 
aes and best wishes go with these brethren who have taken work in other 

1oceses. 

One of the strong appeals to me is that practically all Church work is done in 
the parish. There may be administrative guidance and direction from the Na- 
tional Church and the Diocese, and also some policies and strategy put forth from 
the centers, but briaging people into the Church by baptism and confirmation, 
ministering to them in their many needs and instructing them in the teachings of 
the Church is done in the local Church by the Clergy and faithful lay workers. 

This idea brings to mind the significance and need of the Church through its 
ministry to manifest more zeal in proclaiming the Gospel. The Church is unique 
in-its mission. It really has no competitor in the presentation of the Gospel of 
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Jesus Christ, and yet in many instances the Church is competing with the world 
in devices to attract and entertain people, and unfortunately is being thereby 
dragged down to the world’s level, and thus instead of holding aloft the single 
banner of the Christ in order that all men everywhere may enlist under His name, 
there is the competition with the attractions of the many and varied appeals that 
the world affords. Whether we preach Christianity in its personal or social re- 
lation, there is only one standard, that of the Christ saying—“Come unto Me.”’ 


When anything or any condition comes in conflict with this one appeal and 
we relinquish our hold upon the basic principles of Christianity, we weaken the 
power of the Church and in some instances stultify ourselves as Christian men and 
women. The Church must be in the world but not of the world. 


There is one thing to which I have a number of times called the attention of 
our clergy and laity, and that is—the use of questionable means in raising funds 
for our Church. If the Church has reached such a low ebb that it has to depend 
upon the giving of card parties, bingo games and raffles, and such things, it seems 
to me it would be well for the Church to close up, because this does not seem to be 
consistent with the teaching of generosity and sacrifice that we find in the Scrip- 
tures. I most emphatically condemn such methods of raising money for work 
of the Church and for the missionary effort to spread the Kindgom of God. 


There are two financial items to which I wish to call your attention: The 
first is the campaign for the Virginia Seminary, which, in my opinion, is the most 
important campaign that is before us at this time because it means the develop- 
ment of leadership for the continuance and the progress of our Church, and it is 
with a great deal of emphasis that I commend most heartily to your attention the 
needs of the Virginia Seminary. The other is the calling of the attention of our 
people to the desirability of providing in their wills for the continuance and in- 
creasing of Church funds, especially does it seem desirable that we call upon our 
people to make bequests to the endowment fund of the diocese, which aids every 
church in the diocese, and, if the amount can be built up to a reasonable sum, it 
will insure the expenses of the diocese for many years to come. This is not an 
easy or particularly pleasing thing to commend to people, but it can be done with 
effect if we will prayerfully take it into consideration. 


I am sure that every member of the Council and every member of this Diocese 
feels very much pleased over the contributions that we have made this year to the 
Presiding Bishop’s Fund. We have given well over 200% of the quota that was 
suggested to us. It is with great pleasure and satisfaction that I extend to the 
people of this Diocese my sincre thanks for their generosity.

ADDRESS AND REPORT OF THE BisHOP COADJUTOR 


To the Fifty-sixth Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Grace be unto you, and peace from God our Father, and from the the Lord 


Jesus Christ. 


It is with a sense of privilege, and genuine humility, that I address you, my 
brethren of the Clergy and Laity, in this my first Council Address and Report. 

To stand before you in the capacity of Bishop Coadjutor of this grand and 
illustrious Diocese, being fully aware of my shortcomings, and also being aware 
of the privilege of serving you, is a bit disquieting, and at the same time most 
challenging. 

I fear that I would not have been able to face the responsibilities of being your 
Coadjutor had it not been for the fact that I had already found in our beloved 
Bishop Brown a second father; one who is wise in leadership, and filled with un- 
derstanding of the ways of men which gives him patience and abundant kindliness. 
Great is my privilege of serving under him, and attempting to assist him in every 
way possible. 

Since my consecration on the Feast of the Epiphany, I have found many 
interesting developments here and there about the Diocese. 

It was my pleasure to visit with Archdeacon Taylor the community of Ap- 
pomattox. (Here our indefatigable and resourceful week-end missionary had 
already begun work on organizing an unorganized Mission.) With the loan of a 
Presbyterian Church, he and I conducted a Prayer Book service, and met with an 
interested group afterwards to view a proposed Church site, draw up a budget, 
and form a committee to function until a Vestery can be had. We have great 
hopes for this newest Mission in our Diocese, and, remembering the words of a 
former Bishop of Southern Virginia, we have surrendered enough at Appomattox. 
We plan to win the victory, this time. 

It has been my privilege to be present at Vestry elections, and to hold Vestry 
conferences here and there over the Diocese. Where we have vacancies, many 
congregations and parishes are anxious to fill their pulpits and restore a regular 
schedule of Church services. The need for more men is distressingly apparent, 
and we urge you to keep this need in mind, and pray with us that more laborers 
will be sent into the field of Southern Virginia which is white unto the harvest. 
Praying people can and will do much. We have throughout the Diocese, especially 
so in Southside Virginia, great Missionary opportunities confronting us on every 
hand. Here is being felt a change in the social and economic life of the people. 
The large undertaking at Buggs Island Dam is bringing many more people to the 
neighborhood of Clarksville, and other nearby places, and our Church should keep 
pace with this rapid and important growth in population. South Hill and Boydton 
are also feeling this quickened tempo of life with new industries in the offing. 

Centers of Missionary effort should be established throughout Southside Vir- 
ginia that our centuries old Church may bring to strategic points its meaningful 
and acceptable ministry in which the forefathers of these very people were raised 
and nurtured. 

With a priest of the Church, perhaps having the assistance of a deacon, sta- 
tioned here and there at promising locations, the sphere of influence of our Church 
will surely be felt, bringing an interpretation of religion congenial to many souls. 

This can only be accomplished by having more men available, and by grasping 
Our opportunities in contributing liberally to the Church’s Program that this 
advance work may be financed. 

Our people are traditionally generous, and we take pride in the response made 
to the recent appeal of our Presiding Bishop for World Relief. We are encouraged 
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by the effort being headed by Mr. S. J. Flournoy to raise a goodly sum for the 
Virginia Seminary, and other worthy causes are receiving generous support. 


All‘of these drives are worthy, but we must not lose sight of our Missionary 
opportunities which are so apparent and obvious to those who visit the twelve 
thousand square miles of the thirty counties which comprise Southern Virginia. 


The Church’s Program, with its capable champion in the person of the new 
Chairman of the Department of Promotion, the Rev. C. W. Carnan, Jr., merits 
our enthusiastic and generous cooperation and support. Let us have, this fall, in 
every congregation, parish, cure and mission a thorough Every Member Canvass 
that our people may be fully acquainted with our opportunity for Missionary work, 
and being aware of it, support it gladly. 

Wherever your Coadjutor has visited over the Diocese; he has met with cordia! 
hospitality and assurances of interest in the work of the Diocese as a whole. No 
other Diocese can boast a more responsive or loyal membership of devoted Church 
people. This is heartening and encouraging as your Coadjutor takes up his re- 
sponsibilities to minister to Southern Virginia for twenty-eight years, God willing, 
and He granting your Coadjutor health and strength to visit our many Churches. 
Visiting many Churches in the out-lying sections of the Diocese has been the sche- 
dule of your Coadjutor that he might the sooner become acquainted with the 
needs and opportunities of each community and have the people and Churches take 
on personalities, and not be but names on a list. 

Three appointments on Sunday, often miles apart, with confirmations, preach- 
ing, and often celebrations of the Holy Communion has ge the rule, rather than 
the exception. A busy and full, though very happy life, has been your Coadjutor’s 
lot so far, with many conferences , committee meetings, ’ board meetings, and letter 
writing, and all the other duties and privileges pertaining to the office. 

Not the least of his privileges has been his recent trip of a week’s duration 
through the Diocese with the officials and speakers of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
How very fortunate we are to have these fine ladies so much interested in setting 
forward God’s Kindgom, and so capable in their various capacities. Large gather- 
ings have been had at each district visited which have shown beyond doubt the 
interest and loyalty of our Church women of Southern Virginia.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


To the Fifty-sixth Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Executive Board met in the Diocesan office June 6th, and October 31st, 
in 1947, and January 27th and April 22nd, 1948. Bishop Brown presided over all 
meetings. Each meeting was opened with prayer. The attendance record for 
all meetings was 94%. ‘ 


June 6, 1947 


The Board organized under the new canon VII, “On the Executive Board,” 
as adopted by the 55th Annual Diocesan Council. By Laws covering the opera- 
tions of the Board were adopted. Elected the following persons to membership: 


The Rev. George P. Gunn to be chairman of Promotion. 
The Rev. J. F. W. Feild to be chairman of Christian Education. 
The Rev. J. F. Ward to be chairman of Christian Social Relations. 


Requested the Trustees of the Diocesan Funds to make a full report to each 
Annual Council of the cash and securities under the principal and income accounts 
of the Disabled Clergy, Widows and Orphans Fund. Note: This account 1s 
now carried by the Trustees under the name of the Church Pension Fund Account. 

Voted to apply the rates of fifty cents per communicant plus seven per cent 
on current expenses to all churches in the Diocese for determining the 1948 as- 
sessments for diocesan expenses. 

Accepted with regret the resignation of the Rev. Taylor Willis, D.D., from 
membership on the Trustees of the Boys’ Home, Inc. As there was a question 
as to the power of the Board to elect a successor to Dr. Willis, no further action 
was taken. 


OcrosBer 31, 1947 


Received through the Rev. O. Worth May, a request from the vestry of 
Johns Memorial Church, Farmville, for financial assistance in renovating the 
rectory and for the construction of a parish house. A grant in the amount of 
$3,000.00 from the Diocesan Forward Fund was made under certain conditions, 
and provided that work be started by July Ist, 1948. 

Directed the treasurer of the Diocese to pay the expenses of the delegates 
to the Provincial Synod meeting at Roanoke, Va., if and when expense accounts 
are submitted. 

Transferred $3,500.00 from the 1946 cash balance of the Church’s Program 
Account to the Diocesan Forward Fund Account. 

Directed the treasurer to send $500.00 from the Diocesan Forward Fund Ac- 
count to the Presiding Bishop’s Episcopal Center, known as, The Seabury House. 

Considered a possible location for a Diocesan Camp and Conference Center 


on the Chickahominy River near Williamsburg. Adopted a series of Resolutions: 


bearing on the relationship between Camp Robert Hunt, Inc., and the Executive 
Board in the matter of financing, ownership, management and operation of a 
Diocesan Camp and Conference Center. 

Requested the Department of Christian Education to bring to the Executive 
Board nominations for filling the office of the diocesan director of Christian Edu- 
cation. 

The Bishop reported the sale of 13.32 acres of the Phoebe Anne Community 
House property, stating that the proceeds of this sale, in the amount of $3,500.00, 
were held by the Trustees of the Phoebe Anne Community House. It was also 


stated that the Standing Committee in giving its consent to the sale had requested | 
that the proceeds be turned over to the Executive Board. In the absence of any | 
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authority given to the Executive Board to hold the proceeds from this sale, the 
Board requested the Trustees of the Phoebe Anne Community House to place the 
said $3,500.00 in the hands of the Trustees of the Diocesan Funds, to be held by 
them subject to the disposition of the Annual Council of the Diocese. 

At this meeting the principle was established of setting a time limit to all 
appropriations made by the Board. 

The items, For Ministerial Students, and, For Retired Clergy Account, were 
made first charges under the Diocesan Forward Fund. 

Recommended to Council that $120.00 for Miss Mae Bonner, and $600.00 for 
Miss Nell Drawbaugh be set aside annually to be used towards a retirement 
allowance when each of these ladies reaches the age of 68, and that these appro- 
priations be made retroactive to June 1, 1947, and in case either beneficiary is 
compelled to retire on account of disability before reaching the age of 68, a retiring 
allowance at the rate of $50.00 a month be made to the person so retiring. 


January 27, 1948 


Authorized the treasurer of the Diocese to pay $175.00 for the purpose of 
improving and equiping a room in the Guild House of Christ and St. Luke’s Church, 
for the use of the Bishop Coadjutor. Directed the treasurer of the Diocese to pay 
$470.75 for printing material used in connection with the Consecration of the 
Bishop Coadjutor. Requested the Annual Council to make the 1948 Contingent 
Account of the Diocese up to $1,000.00. 

The Department of Promotion reported an expectancy in the amount of 
$60,700.00 from the churches of the Diocese for the work of the Church’s Program 
in 1948, whereupon the Board made the following allocations:

a. $1,000 to be taken from the 1947 balance and matched dollar for dollar 
with amounts raised by the Colored Convocation.

c. The difference between this total and the Expectancy may be made up 
from the 1947 balance. 


Adopted a budget for the work of the Diocesan Board of Missions for 1947 
in the total amount of $24,610.00. In making this budget, the salary of the 
Deaconess working at Dabney House, formerly paid by the United Thank Offering 
Fund, was included, thereby removing Southern Virginia from the list of Aided 
Dioceses. The treasurer was directed to set aside an additional sum each year 
so eee produce a retiring allowance for the Deaconess at the rate of $50.00 a 
month. 

Transferred $1,000.00 from the 1947 balance of The Church’s Program and 
$2,000.00 from the 1947 balance of the Diocesan Board of Missions into the Dio- 
cesan Forward Fund. 

Elected the Rev. Chas. W. Sydnor to membership on the Board and chairman 
4 Ba gmocon to fill the vacancy caused by the Consecration of the Rt. Rev. George 

. Gunn. 
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Appointed a committee to formulate an Asking Budget and quotas for the 
Church’s Program for 1949. 
Apri 21, 1948 


The rector and a representative from Johns Memorial Church, Farmville, 
presented plans for building a parish house at an estimated cost of $40,000.00, 
and requested the approval of the Bishop and the Board and as much financial 
assistance as the Board can give. These plans were approved in principle. The 
existing grant of $3,000.00 was extended till July, 1949 with permission to use 
this for parish house construction, if so desired. 

Recommended to Council that the $3,500.00 derived from the sale of 13.32 
acres of Phoebe Anne Community house property be placed at the disposal of the 
Executive Board to be used for work at the Dabney Community House. 

The treasurer of the Diocesan Board of Missions reported the re-issue of the 
stock of the American Hardware Co., Inc., of Petersburg under the name of the 
Seward Manufacturing Co. The Board approved the transfer of this stock—both 
preferred and common—to the Trustees of the Funds of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Southern Virginia, and held by them in the principal 
account of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 

A committee was appointed to study into the question of retirement and 
disability pensions for the three women workers in the Diocese. 

Recommended to Council that the diocesan canon XV., On The Colored Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction, be deleted and that the succeeding canons be renumbered to 
conform. 

The committee on By Laws was requested to look into question of adding a 
Department of Colored Work to the organization of the Executive Board, and to 
report at the next meeting. 

Recommended to Council that the following words be added to Section 4 of 
canon XIV., “‘and the Bishop shall have the right to appoint Archdeacons.”’ 

Referred to Council for adoption, the report of the Committee on Finance, 
which will be presented as a separate item in the Council Program. 

In view of the fact that a vacancy exists in the chairmanship of the Depart- 
ment of Promotion and in the membership of this Board, the Rev. Chas. W. 
Carnan was elected to both positions. 

An Asking Budget and a list of individual quotas for the Church’s Program 
for 1949 was adopted and referred to Council for approval. This will be presented 
as a separate item in the program of this Council. 

The Rev. F. H. Craighill, chairman of the committee on a diocesan camp and 
conference center, suggested a site in Gloucester County on the York River, which 
may be purchased for $24,000.00. In order to hold the property until the meet- 
ing of the Board an option to April 22nd had already been given. The following 
motion was adopted: 

That the Rev. Mr. Craighill be authorized by the Executive Board to secure 
an extension of the option on the site recommended by the committee, to May 
15th, 1948, paying if necessary an amount not to exceed $500.00; the same to apply 
on the purchase price, together with the $100.00 already paid for the option to 
April 22nd, but in the event Mr. Craighill is not able to secure the extended option, 
he is authorized to purchase the property in the name of the Diocese. 

The following motion was adopted: 


Be it Resolved, That the Executive Board approves requesting the next Annual 
Council to instruct the Trustees of the Diocese to make available the funds desig- 
nated for the Episcopal Residence and appoint a committee to secure an Episcopal 
Residence, subject to the approval of the Executive Board. 


A Memorial from the vestry of Christ and St. Luke’s Church, Norfolk, re- 
questing that the name of the Diocese of Southern Virginia be changed to the 
Diocese of Jamestown, was referred to this meeting of Council.

REPORT OF THE WoOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


Bishop Brown, Bishop Gunn, members of the Diocesan Counctl, ladies and gentlemen: 


Since I am not traveling with the “Flying Squadron”’ today, but must return 
to Norfolk on the 3:30 bus, I appreciate the courtesy given me at this time to 
present my report of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 


I am proud to report the work of your wives, mothers, and sisters, the mem- 
bers of the Woman’s Auxiliary. The charge given us at the Triennial in Philadel- 
phia has been constantly before us: “Rise Up and Build.” To accomplish any 
building education is necessary. Here again the women have continued to pur- 
sue the plans outlined for them and throughout the Diocese emphasis has been 
placed on “‘Be Ye Witnesses.” 


We recognize that to witness we must study the commissions “‘Committed 
Unto Us.”’ Thus stress has been laid on the Christian Faith, Christian Home, The 
Christian World, and The World Mission of the Christian Church. Therefore, 
through prayer, through study of these four great areas, and service in the five 
fields—parish, community, diocese, nation, world, our women are witnessing and 
accepting the challenge of Philadephia to “Rise Up and Build the City that has 
stood too long a dream.” 


We are growing. New Auxiliary groups were formed last year; new life was 
injected into dormant branches. Great interest was shown in our spring meet- 
ings last year, held at Eastville, Norfolk, Hopewell, and South Boston when it 
was our privilege to hear Mr. Brinkley Snowden report on work in India. 


As a result of his stirring message from the land of Bishop Azariah of Dornakal 
we are helping to educate a young Indian girl in the high school being erected in 
that area. 


Our fall meeting, held in this beloved church in October, had “Evangelism” 
as its theme and we had as guests Miss Edna Beardsley, one of the secretaries at 
“281,” and Dr. Robert A. McGill of Lynchburg, and from these two visitors we 
heard of the courageous work being accomplished by Christians in the Philippines, 
and in the Orient. From the offering that day we were able to supply Miss Nellie 
McKim, daughter of Bishop McKim, with a projector, much needed by her in 
carrying on her work. 


Five members of our Auxiliary family were present at the Synod held in 
Roanoke in October, at which time the Presidents of the thirteen Diocesan Auxili- 
aries appeared on the program. All phases of our work were presented, Southern 
Virginia’s subject being “‘Inter-racial Set-Up in our Diocesan Auxiliary.” 


Affiliation with the Virginia Council of Church Women gives to our women a 
broader vision of brotherhood. This is, of course, inter-denominational, and its 
program looks to a better understanding among church women throughout the 
world. Three days are observed annually; namely, World Community Day (first 
Friday in November) World Day of Prayer (first Friday in Lent) and May Fellow- 
ship Day (the first Friday in May). 


I served on the nominating committee of this organization and I am happy to 
report the election of Mrs. Lewis D. Pilcher as First Vice-President of the Virginia 
Council of Church Women. We are urging the formation of local councils in 
every community. 

Our women were given the opportunity for studying the pertinent issues and 
problems of the day at the three conferences held last summer; Shrine Mont and 
Sweet Briar (both Provincial) and Chatham. Mrs. Henry Pinner, Auxiliary 
President of the Province of Washington, contributed much toward the success of 
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the Provincial meetings. She and I attended both, and Miss Emily Hall, Diocesan 
Devotional Chairman, conducted a splendid hour on devotions at Sweet Briar. 


Though we have few colleges within our Diocese the work of Miss Hazel King, 
our Provincial College Worker, is of great interest to us. Last year at Roslyn a 
vocational conference was held to which we sent four students, one of whom has 
entered church work as her vocation. 


Recognizing the importance of our youth we offered scholarships to summer 
conferences and due to our financial support many were able to attend these 
leadership training courses. 


We are most fortunate in having Mrs. Pilcher on our Woman’s Auxiliary 
National Executive Board. She is the link between ‘‘281” and the women of 
Southern Virginia, and from her we learned of an opportunity to help educate a 
fine Chinese girl, Ruth Sung, whose father is a surgeon working with Dr. Harry 
Taylor. It is most gratifying to us to be able to send this girl to Ginling College 
through the offerings of the Study Mission Classes and the Elise Holladay Scholar- 
ship Fund. 


In the field of Christian education we made great progress. The September 
issue of ““More”’ explained the Woman’s Auxiliary budget in detail. Our women 
have no excuse to be un-informed for we are offering them every opportunity to 
know and accept the work to be done in this part of the vineyard. Programs, re- 
ports, literature, etc., I have sent to Church Mission House as evidence of our 
concrete witnessing. I am pleased to report that Church Ways commended 
Southern Virginia for its fine work in Christian Education and excerpts of my 
annual report to National were used in “Design for Action.” 


At our annual meeting here last October, we announced a project for Boys’ 
Home which is to raise funds equivalent to $1.00 per communicant. This work is 
now underway. 


Last year $12,279.86 were given by our women to projects in the five fields of 
service. It may interest you to know that Jackson-Feild received $2,592.97, plus 
$118.50 for pantry supplies; Dabney House and Hospital $910.47, Boys’ Home 
$1,170.46, pantry $118.50; Bishop Payne Divinity School $373.00; Alaska-Bishop 
Bentley $215.00 and Hudson Stuck Hospital $464.00; Bishop Kinsolving for the 
Arizona Indians $50.00, the Philippines $125.00; India $504.94; the Lepers in 
Japan $50.00; China $491.00, and Africa $226.00. 


We continued also throughout the year to give for the needy of Europe and 
Asia. The magnificent report of our Supply Department is evidence of our 
sharing. Over 500 boxes, valued at $26,400.00 were sent over-seas. These did 
much to foster the good neighbor policy and to give to hundreds a better concep- 
tion of the American way of life and Christian principles. 


The “Little Blue Box” found a place in many more homes last year. From 
grateful women the 1947 offering was $11,306.01. 


The Department of Christian Social Relations urged our study of and interest 
in Child Labor laws, Minority Groups, Displaced Persons, United Nations, Mar- 
shall Plan, Better Films, and Juvenile Delinquency. Our Chairman was sent as 
a delegate to a conference held in Alexandria relative to this work. 


A Committee from the Woman’s Auxiliary Executive Board met with leaders 
of the Negro Auxiliary branches to set up a broader and more efficient program of 
service. This resulted in a better understanding of each others’ problems. 


Thus through the many phases of our work, time prohibits my giving a fuller 
report, you see that we are progressing. 


Since this is my last report as President of the Woman’s Auxiliary, I wish to 
express my sincere appreciation to Bishop Brown for his great help to me. To 
him I owe much. I shall never forget his sympathy and understanding of my pro- 
blems; his wise counsel and friendly response to the many calls on him to help 
in the promotion of the Woman’s Auxiliary program. I shall ever be grateful to 
him for having given me the opportunity to serve my church in this capacity and 
wish that I] might have proven more worthy of his trust in me. 
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To be President of the Woman’s Auxiliary is a humbling experience but one 
rich in blessings for it draws one closer to the membership of our Diocesan family, 
extends opportunity for enlarging one’s vision, and challenges one’s talents. 


To Bishop Gunn, my former rector and friend, to Archdeacon Taylor, members 


of the clergy, and laymen: I appreciate your support and the courtesies you have 
extended to me and I say, thank you. 


Before retiring as President at the end of this year, I hope to have an Auxi- 
liary branch in every parish in the Diocese. This, my friends, depends on you, 


the members of the clergy, for without your cooperation such a dream cannot 
come true. 


Together we women have advanced. This progress, I believe, is the result of 
our realization of the good news of the Gospel, and our acceptance of the challenge 
of our Christian faith. We are today more aware of the power of prayer. We 
feel that in this new area it is essential that we grow morally and spiritually in 
ratio with the intellectual and scientific advances being made. 


In short: The great drama being enacted today makes us conscious of the 
role we must play, namely, Christian women living Christian lives, recognizing our 
responsibilities and accepting them. The time is NOW for us to be cognizant of 
the challenge of the atomic age; to set free the power within us, the power made 
possible by His Holy Spirit. Then in truth can we say, Christianity Takes a Stand.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The department is organized with the following committees: Adult, Young 
People, Children, Finance and Publicity. 


Avutt: The Rev. F. H. Craighill, Chairman. Plans have been made for an 
adult conference to be held at Farmville, Virginia, Sunday, July 25 through Satur- 
day, July 31 with the Rev. J. A. Vache, director. The beginning of a real effort 
in parent education and family life has been begun. The deartment in close con- 
tact with provincial and national efforts has been making a study and accumulat- 
ing material on this subject. Information on available material has been furnished 
the diocese through the Jamestown Churchman. The department considers this 
field the number one need today. Chairmen have been appointed in the various 
college communities. 


Preliminary steps have been begun for a seminar of Christian Education for 
the clergy in preparation for which plans have been made for a discussion of the 
objectives of Christian Education of the Diocese at the meetings of the three con- 
vocations. 


The department has joined with the Diocese of Virginia, Southwestern Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and Washington in arranging for a conference for superin- 
tendents and heads of departments of the Church School to be held at Roslyn 
April 23, 24 and 25. 


Younc Peopite: The Rev. Charles W. Carnan, Jr., Chairman. The Division 
of Youth, Department of Christian Education of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
has been organized. Officers were elected and the year’s program outlined at the 
Diocesan Youth Convention held at St. Paul’s Church, Newport News. . Youth 
leadership seminars have been held for both white and colored youth. A Youth 
Summer Conference has been planned to be held at Farmville State Teachers Col- 
lege, July 18 through 24, the Rev. Robert H. Thomas, III, director. The Colored 
Youth have been organized and plans made for a Diocesan Colored Youth Con- 
ference to be held at St. Paul’s, Lawrenceville, with the Rev. Richard B. Martin, 
director. The Youth Council has been meeting regularly and delegates sent to 
the several district and provincial youth meetings. 


CHILDREN: The Rev. O. Worth May, Chairman. Steps have been taken 
to set up a diocesan library of film strips. Work is being done to make very con- 
crete plans with regard to curriculum changes. Specific plans for following up the 
summer conference with local teacher training institutes to be held in September 
and October, next fall. A committee is working on publicity and concrete sug- 
gestions for the development of the Birthday Thank Offering, the Lenten Mite 
Box Offering and the Christmas Box Assignment. The committee recommends at 
least one hour a week training in corporate worship centered around the Prayer 
Book and Church Year, with attendance at regular church services with parents. 
It emphasizes the value of at least one afternoon a week instruction for the children 


of the church. 


Finance: Mr. Henry McR. Pinner, Chairman. No progress has been made 
in securing professional help in Christian Education in the diocese. The depart- 
ment has decided to use the funds now available for carrying Christian Education 
to all sections of the diocese through conferences and discussion groups and bring- 
ing experts in the several fields for these meetings. 


Pusuiciry: ‘Mrs. V. R. Baum, Chairman. News and information on Chris- 
tian Education has been given in each issue of the Jamestown Churchman. 
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Cotorep Convocation: The Rev. Richard B. Martin, Chairman. There 
is an active church school in each mission and separate congregation of the colored 
churches of the diocese, ministering with a marked ‘degree of effectiveness with 
emphasis on the Catechism and the Office of Instruction. A beginning is being 
made on Daily Vacation Bible Schools. 


The department feels that a diocesan center of some sort will be of inestimable 
value in the work of Christian Education and that professional help of some kind 
is essential if a real job is to be done in Christian Education in the diocese.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 
DIOcESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Fifty-sixth Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Audit of the 1947 accounts of the treasurer of the Diocese and The 
Church’s Program and all subsidiary accounts was made by Mr. Monroe Nash, 
certified public accountant. The audit of the treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Diocesan Funds was made by Mr. Frederick B. Hill, certified public accountant, 
and covered the fiscal year 1947. 

We recommend that the treasurer of the Diocese be authorized to pay in 1948: 


1. The salary of the Bishop at the rate of $8,000.00 per annum, and the traveling 
and other official expenses of the Bishop, and an amount at the rate of 
$75.00 a month to the Bishop in lieu of an Episcopal Residence. A reserve 
of $200.00 for the replacement of the Bishop’s automobile. 


2. The salary of the Bishop Coadjutor at the rate of $6,000.00 per annum, and 
the travelling and other official expenses of the the Bishop Coadjutor, and 
an amount at the rate of $75.00 per month to the Bishop Coadjutor in lieu 
of an Episcopal Residence. A reserve of $200.00 for the replacement of the 
Bishop Coadjutor’s automobile. | 


3. The expenses of the Diocese Office, $1,400.00. 

4, The salary of the Executive Secretary at the rate of $1,600.00 per annum. 
5. Premium on the bond of $10,000.00 given by the treasurer. 

6. The expense of the audit of the accounts of the treasurer. 

7. The official expenses of the secretary of the Diocese. 

The expenses of the committees and commissions of the Diocese. 

The expenses of the Examining Chaplains. 

10. Premiums due to the Church Pension Fund. 


11. The expenses of printing the Journal of the Council, not to exceed $800.00, 
and other necessary expenses of printing, authorized by the Executive 
Board. 


12 A gratuity of $10.00 to the sexton of Epiphany Church, Danville. 

13. Payment of the assessment for General Convention. 

14. Payment of the assessment for the Provincial Synod. 

15. A reserve for the expenses of the deputies to the next General Convention, 
meeting at San Francisco, Calif., not to exceed $750.00. 

16. Expenses of delegates to Provincial Synod, not to exceed $60.00 for each 
delegate. 

17. An amount, not to exceed $1,000.00, which may be used at the discretion of 
the Executive Board. 


18. The payment of $650.00 to the Virginia Council of Churches. 

___ By action of the Fifity-fifth Annual Council, the Executive Board was autho- 
rized to increase the rates of assessment, if necessary, to meet this budget. The 
rates adopted by the Executive Board for 1948 assessments are, fifty cents per 
communicant, plus seven per cent on current expenses. The average current 
expenses for the years 1944, 1945 and 1946, were used as a basis of computation.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION 


To the Members of the Fifty-fifth Council: 


Upon my return from the Diocese of California, where I was conducting a 
preaching mission, I found that I had been elected by your Diocesan Executive 
Board as Chairman of the Diocesan Department of Promotion. The time was 
too short to appoint members to this recently reorganized department, however, 
I have already sent letters to eight gentlemen asking them to serve with me as 
District Chairmen of the six districts of the Diocese and the Negro Convocation, 
and as Chairman of the Committee on Publicity for the Department of Promotion. 
I now await their acceptance, and as soon as I receive word from them a meeting 
will be called. 

In the interim, the Department’s procedure will continue on somewhat the 
same plan as that of last year. As I have indicated above, the Diocese will be 
divided into districts, mailing pieces will be sent to all parishes and missions cover- 
ing publicity for the Every Member Canvass. There will be a special Canvass 
issue of The Jamestown Churchman, free of charge. There will be Every Member 
Canvass pledge cards for each parish church and mission, free of charge. Each 
parish church and mission will be notified of its assessment and quota by the Dio- 
cesan Office. Letters relating to Canvass materials will be sent to each rector 
and-or priest-in-charge. Vestires of each parish and mission will be asked to 
report their pledges for the Church’s Program directly to the Diocesan Office. 

It is your Chairman’s wish to have each district chairman schedule a district 
supper meeting where clergy and lay canvassers will be present to discuss pertinent 
matters concerning their parish churches or missions as they are related to the 
Diocesan project as a whole. It is your Chairman’s desire to have Mr. Robert 
D. Jordan, Chairman of the National Council’s Department of Promotion, present 
at each of these district meetings, hence I should like to have these meetings run- 
ning on consecutive nights during one particular week so that Mr. Jordan can be 
with us for a period of seven days, covering the six Diocesan districts and the 
Negro Convocation. 

InpivipuaL AssEssMENTS. The Diocesan assessment for each parish church 
and mission for the 1949 budget was arrived at by assessing each parish church 
and mission 50c per communicant, plus 7% of current expenses (current expenses 
equal average for last three years). 

InpivipuaL Quotas. The total of this asking budget (exclusive of the 
$4,700 for the Advance Work program) is $66,000. By dividing the total 1948 
assessment for Diocesan expense ($25,525.25) into $66,000.00, a factor of 2.58 is 
obtained. The 1948 assessment for Diocesan expense for each parish church and 
mission was multiplied by this factor of 2.58 to determine its mathematical quota. 
No church, however, was given a quota lower than the amount that church sub- 
scribed to the Church’s Program for 1948. 

May I say to each of you that it is the wish of your Department of Promotion 
to serve you in every way possible, and I urge each of you, whenever you wish 
assistance in any matter coming under the program of the Department of Promo- 
tion, please not to hesitate to call for such aid. We can only succeed by coopera@ 
tion and intra-Diocesan aid. 

Your consideration of the asking budget relative to the Church’s Program and | 
the individual parish church and mission quotas for the year 1949 is requested. 
Adoption of these individual recommended quotas is requested after serious 
consideration. |

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REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF THE COLORED WORK OF THE 
DI0cESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Fifty-sixth Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 

I am happy to report that the Colored Churches have, during the past year, 
kept up the good record of progress which they have steadily made for the past 
several years. 

PROGRAM AND ASSESSMENT 


Church’s Program. The churches pledged $3,513.00 for the year 1937, and 
actually paid $3,405.36. This is an increase of $1,320.72 over the previous year. 


ASKING FoR 1948 


The churches subscribed the sum of $4,824.50 for the year 1948, an increase 
of $1,419.14 over what they paid in 1947. 

Assessment. Also, these churches paid $1,481.26 to the Diocesan Assessment. 
This is an increase of $392.88 over the previous year. 


Tue FIEeLbD 


During the year we lost from the field two clergymen: one by removal, the 
Rev. Turner Morris who served in Halifax, Danville and Chatham; and one by re- 
tirement, the Rev. H. T. Butler who served South Hill, Union Level, and Forks- 
ville. The churches left vacant by these men have been supplied by the Arch- 
deacon, the Rev. James H. Murray, and other students of the Bishop Payne 
Divinity School. On June 1 the Rev. Edward L. Braithwaite from Evanston, Ill., 
took charge of St. James’, Emporia, and St. Thomas, Freeman. The Rev. Vernon 
A. Jones, a recently ordained student of the Bishop Payne Divinity School, will be 
placed in charge of one of the vacant cures on June 1. Also, efforts are being made 
to fill the other cures at the earliest possible date. 


Bui_pING PROGRAM 


St. Paul’s, Union Level, is now completing a very nice brick structure, and 
the congregation is expecting to move in shortly. Grace Church, Norfolk, and 
St. Cyprian’s, Hampton, have made much progress toward their building program. 
Also, St. James’, Emporia, has raised over $5,000.00 toward the erection of a parish 
house and rectory, and hopes to begin building in the very near future. And 
finally, St. Thomas, Freeman, has purchased a new site on the highway for a new 
church building, and has secured some material for the building. 


BaAPrisMS AND CONFIRMATIONS 


Baptisms. During the past year there were 145 baptisms. Small though 

this number may be, it is practically twice the number baptized the previous year. 

Confirmations. There were 157 confirmations—an increase of sixteen over 

the year before. 
Diocesan YoutH CONFERENCE 


Plans are being made for a Youth Conference for the Youth of our Diocese. 
It is hoped that this conference will prove a real success. 

Last year we adopted a Handbook of Objectives, Methods, and Plans for our 
Work. Very gratifying results are already obvious as a result of its use. 

We are grateful to Bishop Brown, Bishop Gunn, Archdeacon Taylor, and 
particularly to our own clergymen and their loyal congregations for their con- 
tribution toward the progress of our work. It is our hope and prayers that this 
progress will continue.

REporRT OF THE BisHop PAYNE DIvINITY SCHOOL 


To the Council of Southern Virginia: 


On May 21 Bishop Payne Divinity School will close its 70th session. The 
faculty this session has consisted of three Negro professors, three white professors 
(part time) and Miss Pray, Consultant of Christian Education in the Diocese of 
Virginia.z 

There are 12 men students and 3 women students (sent to us by the Woman’s 
Auxiliary for training in Christian Education); total 15. 


* Five men are in the graduating class—two from South Florida, one from 
Panama, one from West Virginia, one from Southern Virginia. 


In spite of the battle of words which continues in the Church press and in the 
National Council over the question “Should there be a Bishop Payne Divinity 
School?” the work of the school goes on, and I think this has been a very successful 
year, of good faithful work on the part of the faculty and students. 


The constant agitation about the school creates uncertainty in people’s minds, 
and makes it more difficult to secure new students, and to secure sufficient funds 
to operate the institution. 


We are grateful for the action of Southern Virginia in promising us $500.00 
a year, and for similar action by some other Southern Dioceses. 

Our Board of Trustees and the Church in the South believe that Bishop Payne 
Divinity School is still needed; but if it is to continue its work of training clergy 
and women Church workers, it must have (in addition to the contributions by the 
Dioceses) many gifts from Church organizations and individuals.

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REPORT OF THE CHURCH PENSION FUND 


Mr. President and Members of Council: 


The Church Pension Fund has furnished our Diocese with a very satisfactory 
report, which I shall pass on to you, briefly summarizing in two parts. 


First dealing with the Church at large: since the Fund started in 1917, it 
has paid out a total of approximately $30,000,000 in pension benefits throughout 
the Church. This figure is increasing steadily year by year, and will ultimately 
reach $4,000,000 a year. Current pensions are running at approximately $1,450,- 
000 a year, classified as follows: ’ 


802 Age Pensions 

137 Disability Pensions 
1416 Widows’ Pensions 
209 Orphans’ Pensions. 


The second part of the report deals with the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 
Last year we received back into the Diocese from the Fund $19,881.36 in grants 
now in effect. These grants consists of 7 Age Pensions, 3 Disability Pensions, 
30 Widows’ Pensions and 3 Orphans’ Pensions. I shall not read the attached, 
detailed list of these grants, but they will be published in the Journal. It is well 
for us all to remember these very tangible blessings that are flowing steadily to 
the families of our former clegymen, bringing to them some measure of security 
even though inadequate under present circumstances. 

In expressing to the Vestries our appreciation of the general promptness in 
making your remittances, I do appeal to some who could improve on this score. 
Will you please make it your responsibility that your treasurer send in pension 
premiums promptly? 

The Fund continues to receive the wholehearted support of the Church at 
large, and there is no congregation which is not currently meeting the obligation 
of the pension assessment of 10% of salaries. 


The organizations affliated with the Fund, namely, The Church Hymnal 
Corporation, Church Life Insurance Corporation and The Church Fire Insurance 
Corporation continue to fill their respective functions. Their services are offered 
to the Church and those individuals upon which the Church depends for its work 
at a generally lower cost than that at which such services are ordinarily available. 


In conclusion, may I quote from a letter written to Bishop Brown by Robert 
Worthington, Executive Vice-President of the Fund? 


“The Trustees of the Fund wish to express through you their deep appre- 
ciation of the cooperation of your Diocese and its congregations in this en- 
deavor to make provision for the retired clergy and the widows and minor 
orphan children of clergy.”

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
Community Houser anp HospPITra. 


To the Bishop and Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
Fifty-sixth Annual Council: 


The Dabney House and Hospital is the only Community Project conducted 
and supported by the Diocese. This Community Center is located in Pittsylvania 
County, the largest county in the State, and it serves one of the largest, if not 
the largest, rural populations in the State. 

The year 1947 marked the completion of twenty-five years in Christian ser- 
vice, the work having started October 22, 1922. 

"The hospital was opened in May, 1934. Both have been in continuous opera- 
tion since their inception. 

Deaconess Madeline Dunlap assumed charge of the Community Work October 
22, 1940. Miss Mae Bonner, R.N., assumed charge of the hospital work October 
22. 1934. 

It is not the intent of your Board of Managers in this report to evaluate the 
work that has been done and is being done at this Center. This report will deal 
with a summary of what has been done the past year. The condition of the prop- 
erty and its needs for the future. 

The Deaconess makes regular visitations in the homes of the people ipoceene 
the county. She helps in the work of the Church Schools at Trinity, Gretna, 
Dame Memorial, Danville, St. John’s, Mt. Airy, and St. Paul’s, Peytonsburg. 
Week day religious classes are held at the Community House. Also supervised 
play. The Deaconess assists in the Auxiliary work in all these Churches. During 
the summer time Daily Vacation Bible classes were conducted at St. John’s, 
Mt. Airy, and St. Paul’s, Peytonsburg. 

In the absence of a ‘regular clergyman for this field, which is quite often, the 
work of the Church is kept functioning. 

At the hospital, the nurse, Miss Bonner, is on twenty-four hour duty. The 
past year 65 patients were admitted. Adults 35, infants 28 births, transferred 2. 
Total 65. Hospital days: adult 300, infants 277. Total 580. Regular Clinics are 
held for white and negro. The number of clinical patients, 1,052. 

During the past year hospital rates were increased to $3.00 per day. This 
does not include medicine and supplies. A charge of $10.00 is made for the use 
of the delivery room in obstetric Hoe 

Drugs and the filling of prescriptions are made available for the people. In 
addition to this work the nurse assists in the house keeping and supervises the 
vegetable garden and the canning. 


PROPERTY 


A new automobile had to be purchased during the year. The payment for 
same was made possible with the help of the Bishop to the extent of $300.00. 
The remainder was secured from the sale of the old car for $625.00 and the using 
of $500.00 which had been set aside for building repairs. 

For the past six years no attention has been given to the upkeep of the build- 
ings and machinery. This can no longer be delayed. The water pump, tank, 
and motor had to be replaced at a cost of $450.00. The porch of the hospital and 
the steps of the Community Hall are in the process of being replaced. The roof 
of the buildings are in need of paint. At present we have no funds with which 
to meet the cost of all this work. We are moving on with Faith. 

With the approval of the Diocesan authorities your Board sold 13 and 32-100 
acres of land at the Phoebe Anne Mission House in Halifax County for the sum o 
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$3,000.00. How this money shall be used is for the Council to decide. Your 
Community House Board of Managers recommends that this money be used for 
Community House work, subject to the approval of the Executive Board. 

Some years ago it was felt that the hospital should be enlarged by the addition 
of two rooms. One to provide a private room for the nurse, who is now compelled 
to sleep in the living room, with no opportunity for privacy or real rest. The 
other to provide better hospital facilities. This year plans were obtained and 
bids called for. The cost of same would be $4,500.00. For this purpose $2,000.00 
is in hand, given by the Young People’s organization of the Diocese and individual 
gifts. 

FINANCES 

For the year 1947 $2,500.00 was appropriated for this work from the Church’s 
Program. This was an increase of $200.00 over 1946. This enabled your Board 
to increase Miss Bonner’s monthly salary from $75.00 to $100.00. Also to increase 
by $15.00 the monthly allowance for operating expenses at the House. It is now 
$240.00 per month. 

The Executive Board of the Diocese has made arrangements whereby Miss 
Bonner and the Deaconess shall receive a pension upon their reaching the age of 
retirement. 

The Diocese of Southern Virginia has been listed as a Missionary Diocese by 
the General Church because the salary of the Deaconess was paid out of the U.T.O. 
Her salary now will be paid by the Diocese and henceforth will be a self-supporting 
Diocese.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PAROCHIAL REPORTS 


To the Fifty-sixth Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The tabulation of information taken from the parochial reports was closed 
on April 23. At the time of closing reports from 20 Churches were still outstand- 
ing. All but two of these Churches were small Missions. By transferring data 
reported in previous years, and by using actual figures of amounts paid into the 
diocesan office by these Churches in 1947, we were able to prepare a summary of 
diocesan statistics. This summary we present to you as it appears on the Council 
Folder. We believe it to be fairly accurate. 

Bishop Brown has commented upon these statistics and interpreted them in 
terms of diocesan growth. There has been a decided increase in the number of 
baptized persons and confirmed persons, and especially in the number of persons 
baptized in 1947. The number of communicants has reached a new high mark. 
It is gratifying to note an increase in Church School enrollment, and we hope that 
a turning point in Church School strength has been passed. 


In round numbers, total receipts increased by $53,000.00. Our Churches 
spent $67,000.00 more for parish expenses and $15,000.00 less for objectives out- 
side the parish than they spent in 1946. Property values have increased. The 
increase in indebtedness has been provided for by those Churches which have 
secured loans to enable them to carry out building programs to take care of their 
expanding work. 

May we bring to your attention certain difficulties which appear on many of 
the reports which come into the office. 

The first is that of the balancing items at the bottom of both financial pages. 
These, quite naturally, are confusing to persons without bookkeeping experience. 
We suggest that those who fill out these financial pages consult some bookkeeper 
and ask him to assist in the matter of reporting balances or deficits which may 
occur at the beginning or the end of each fiscal year. 


The second is the item on the second page of the financial report which reads, 
“Total payments for Diocesan and General Church Program.’”’ Many treasurers 
include the amount paid for the diocesan assessment as a part of this item. It 
refers only to the amount paid for The Church’s Program. A place for reporting 
the payment for the Diocesan Assessment is provided near the top of this page. 

The third is the information requested on the last page of the report. Many 
reports are received with this page completely blank. It is obvious that the 
diocesan office can not give property valuations, or the amounts of fire insurance 
as accurately as those on the spot. Nor is it strictly accurate to refer to last 
year’s figures which may have changed in the meantime. 

It is also important that all the information be given under Parish Organiza- 
tions, as the amounts raised by these organizations are recorded in our diocesan 
statistics. 

These statistics are gathered up by the General Convention of our Church, 
as well as by such standard publications as The Living Church Annual. Every 
effort should therefore be made to have our reports both complete and accurate in 
order that published statements concerning the strength or weakness of our Church 
should tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth.

REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON 


To the Fifty-sixth Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Accomac County 


The Rev. Edwin T. Williams is rector of the three parishes in Accomac. Prior 
to the time of his taking charge of these three parishes, two clergymen served the 
County. The welding of these parishes into one Cure naturally involves some 
difficulties, therefore, at the request of the Bishop, the Archdeacon has given one 
service in each month in one of the Accomac Churches. Efforts are being made 
towards releasing him from this duty at an early date. 


EMMANUEL, CAPE CHARLES 


With the assistance of the Rev. Dr. E. Ruffin Jones, and the Rev. Chas. H 
Holmead, and an occasional Lay Reader, a Service 1s held in this Church on each 
Sunday morning. The Archdeacon has the second Sunday morning in each 
month. The Rev. Mr. Holmead is attending to some of the parish work on the 
Sundays he visits Cape Charles. The congregation numbers about 50 communi- 
cants, and the buildings and equipment are very attractive. A new furnace was 
installed during the year, with modern heating equipment. The clergy who are 
helping at this point all agree that there are possibilities for growth. 


Brunswick County 


The Holy Communion was administered by the Archdeacon to the congrega- 
tion of St. Andrew’s, Lawrenceville, once in each month, until the Minister in 
Charge, the Rev. Mr. Cordes was advanced to the priesthood i in January of this 
year. Since the Rev. Mr. Cordes took charge, a great change has taken place in 
the appearance of both Church and rectory. The congregation has responded 
splendidly to his leadership. It is greatly to be regretted that this new enthusiasm 
should be checked by his leaving the parish, and we hope that a clergyman will 
soon be found who will carry on the good work which has been started. There 
are possibilities both in Lawrenceville and in the two other Mission churches in 
Brunswick. 


MECKLENBURG CouNTY 
Services were held in All Saints Church one Sunday in each month. In Apri 


of this year, Bishop Gunn and the Archdeacon held a Service in this church and 
talked over the prospects with the vestry. On the same day we visited Grace 


Church, Palmer Springs. We recommend that South Hill be made a center of 


Church activities for eastern Mecklenburg. This calls for a resident Minister, a 


parish house and a rectory at some future date, with diocesan support until the 
work develops to full self support. 


Changes are rapidly taking place in all of Mecklenburg County. With the 
construction of the Bugg’s Island dam, with new factories starting up in the County,. 
with the building of new homes, and with people moving in, the Church should be 
on the alert for opportunities for service. 


Once in each month, the Archdeacon has held Services at St. James’ Church 
and Christ Chapel, Boydton, and at St. Timothy’s, Clarksville. Arrangements. 
are being made for Bishop Gunn to confer with the combined vestries of Boydton,, 
Clarksville and St. John’s, Chase City, looking towards the establishment of a 
Church center in Eastern Mecklenburg. 
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APPOMATTOX CouNTY 


The new congregation of St. Andrew’s at Appomattox Court House is now 
well under way. Services are held by the Archdeacon, by the Rev. O. Worth 
May, with the help of Lay Readers from Johns Memorial Church, Farmville. 
The members of the congregation are securing their transfers, an administrative 
committee has been chosen, a lot has been donated, plans for a Church building 
are under way, and various equipment is being accumulated. The congregation 
is already making an annual contribution to The Church’s Program. 

Several candidates for confirmation were prepared in the various Churches 
visited by the Archdeacon. He has also had the great pleasure of introducing 
the Bishop Coadjutor to several of the Mission Churches in the Diocese, and of 


conferring with him and with the vestries concerned as to their prospects for the 
future. It has been a happy year.

Miss Edith M. Gage is Superintendent. Together with her assistants, she 
has through the years maintained a true Christian Home for a group of girls whose 
environment and background would otherwise have prevented their enjoyment of 
the sort of training and education necessary for good citizenship. 

To assure a maximum of personal relationship, it is the hope of the Board that 
more of the parishes of this diocese ‘adopt’ specific girls and so provide something 
in lieu of the lacking parental care and affection. The Home provides all neces- 
sities and much besides, but the manifestation of the personal interest of others 
in each individual girl would be a great builder of morale. 

In an intensified fashion the Home is experiencing the difficulties faced by 
every housekeeper in meeting the rising costs of living. Partial support provides 
less than one-third the costs. We greatly appreciate the growing interest of our 
many friends (both individuals and parishes), of the Woman’s Auxiliary and of 
the Executive Board of the Diocese for their loyal support.

Direcror’s Report, Boys’ Home, Inc. 
2 5 


To the Bishop and Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 


The year 1947 was one of planning for the future while trying to keep our 
head above water. ‘The rising cost of living made it extremely difficult for us to 
meet our everyday needs, leaving very little money which could be used for pur- 
poses of plant improvement and development of our program. 


Definite steps were planned to meet the increased optrating expenses, but 
the fruit from these thoughts were not realized during the current year of 1947. 
The Board of Trustees found it necessary at their annual meeting, to raise the 
tuition fee to $25.00 per month, which of course brought some additional assistance 
during the latter part of the year. However, the amount realized was small since 
many of the sources of this contractual support were unable to meet the increase. 
The cost of fuel amounted to over a thousand dollars above 1946 and to feed our 
boys a bare minimum of the requirements necessary for growing children, it cost 
over three thousand dollars more in 1947, than it did in 1946. Your director is 
still amazed at the fact that except for the above two items mentioned, fuel and 
food, we were able to keep within the estimated budget for the year. 


I hope by now that all of you have heard of and contributed to the special 
“Dollar Appeal” sponsored by the Woman’s Auxiliaries. This additional support 
will enable us to make some much needed repairs and renovations to our boys’ 
cottages. It is further hoped that many individuals, groups, and other organiza- 
tions will be interested in our scholarship plan which will also give us funds for im- 
provements and the realization of our dreams for these worthy boys. 


In addition to the already mentioned need for doing something about our 
boys’ living quarters, the Board is studying and hopes to accomplish the follow- 
ing projects: improvement of staff living quarters, modernization of equipment 
in kitchen, paint and repair the water tank, repair boilers and boiler house, build 
a new silo, install equipment for the proper handling of the dairy, repair the farm 
house. Also, all exterior wood work needs painting very badly, and many gutters 
and pipes are rusted out. We would also like to consider the eventual erection of 
an administration building, and infirmary, additional cottages, music house, and 
a locker room for the gymnasium. 

In conclusion, may I remind you that each and every member of the Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Southern and Southwestern Virginia is an owner of 
Boys’ Home and as an owner, you have certain responsibilities to fulfill, namely, 
seeing that your property and investment is properly handled and supported so 
that it will be a credit to its owners, and continue to hold the high standing in our 
State which it does at present and has in the past.

THE VIRGINIA [THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


To the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 

I beg to report that since my report to you last May the Virginia Seminary 
has carried on successfully. 

Since my last report we have had two graduations, one in May, 1947, at which 
four men were graduated, and another in September, 1947, at which six men com- 
pleted their course. Our next Finals Exercises will be in June, 1948. 

Last fall we had the largest enrollment in our history, a total of 115 students. 
Of these 93 were veterans. This large proportion of older men, most of whom had 
been in combat and many of whom had borne large responsibilities, gave a ma- 
turity to our student body that I have never known before. These men are con- 
cerned with the fundamental questions of the Christian faith and ethics and not at 
all with peripheral matters. 

Also in our total student body were 62 married men, most of them being 
veterans. We never had anything like this before. Luckily, most of them were 
able to find accommodations near us and have become thoroughly integrated into 
our life. It is only because we had so many married men that we could have such 
a large student body, since our dormitory space would only accommodate 55 men. 
We have been fortunate in having with us a number of foreign students, one from 
Greece, two from Mexico, one from Cuba. 

I am happy to report that the morale of the students is excellent and that the 
quality of academic work is very good. 

One unit of our new building program is under construction. It is a small 
dormitory and will hold 15 men, just replacing the rooms lost when St. George’s 
Hall was taken down during the late war.

STuART HALL 


(Abridged) 


To the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


I am glad to report to you that 1947-48 has in every respect been a good year 
at Stuart Hall. With 148 resident and 14 day students, we have been almost 
more than filled to capacity. The Senior Class of 55 has not been as entirely 
college material as was the previous class, but nothing has been lacking in their 
fine spirit, general enthusiasm, and love for the school. We have, I feel, the most 
able faculty and staff we have had during my five years—from the standpoint of 
training, skill as teachers, and willingness to give generously of their time and 
talents to all phases of our school life. I am happy to say that we shall have only 
eg mente to make for 1948-49, on this faculty and staff, numbering 24 
in all. 


I am endeavoring now to make these replacements, and also to add to our 
staff a teacher of Religious Education, an addition made possible through a pro- 
vision of our Board at its last meeting. I feel that this teacher of Religious Educa- 
tion, who will of course live in the school and assist with our daily vesper services 
and other branches of our school life, will give an emphasis to our study of the Bible, 
and add much to the spiritual life of the school. 


Our health record has been excellent, the infirmary unoccupied during the 
greater part of the year, our nurse and doctor handling so efficiently the various 
minor ailments which develop that they seldom become anything more than minor. 


We shall always be glad to have any member of the Council visit us, and we 
shall appreciate your bearing Stuart Hall in mind as a possible school for the girls 
of your respective parishes whose parents may be considering a preparatory school 
away from home.

EpiscopaL H1iGcH ScHOOL 


Report to the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


1. School has been operating successfully with the full capacity of 230 students. 


2. Nineteen (19) masters were employed during the 1947-48 session. Twelve 
of the men are married and all but one are living on the premises with their families. 


3. There are 56 candidates for graduation in June, 1948. 


4, Of the 230 students, 162 are Episcopalians. (10 not confirmed). Almost 
all the others are Protestants, and among these the Presbyterians are by far the 
most numerous. 


5. It has been necessary to raise the board and tuition to $1,200 for 1948-49 
in order to meet the Operating Expense Budget for the coming session. 

Sons of the clergy are accepted at one-half the regular rate of board and tuition. 

Financial assistance is given to a few worthy sons of laymen. 


6. Greek is still offered and this year there is a beginner’s class of four. Courses 
in Analytical Geometry, College Algebra and Calculus are offered in addition to the 
usual high school courses in Mathematics. An advanced course in Latin 1s also 
offered for those who have completed Vergil. 


7. We have been singular fortunate in the small number of communicable 
diseases. (3 of measles and 2 of chicken pox). 


8. The campaign for funds for the proposed building program has advanced 
to the point where building operations will probably begin early this summer. 


A pension fund has been set up to take care of the Master’s retirement. 
An active alumni office has been established at the school and is meeting a 


long felt need.

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RULES OF ORDER FOR THE COUNCIL 


|.—Organization. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members 
shall take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, stand- 
ing only when addressing the chair. 


Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the 
first day of the Council, the roll of the Clergy shall be called, and also 
the roll of the Lay Delegates, whose certificates have been received 
by the Secretary, and if it be found that a constitutional quorum of 
fifteen of each order be present, the President shall declare that the 
Council is duly organized, and is ready for business. 


Section 3. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
appoint the following Council Committees: 


(1) A committee of two on Journal of Council with power to act 
during recess and report, of which the Secretary of the Diocese shall 
be chairman. 


(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
of New Parishes. 


(3) A committee of four, two of each order, on Credentials. 


(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
‘ Canons, with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
| tween the sessions of the Council. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of Coun- 
_ cil and the appointment of the Council Committees, and shall have 
precedence over all other business. 


I1.—Order of Business. 


Section 1. When no order of business has been adopted, the order 
shall be as follows: 


(1) Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, but this may 


erated by a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without 
ebate. 


(2) Petitions. 

(3) Election of officers. 

(4) Report of officers. 

(5) The report of Council committees. 
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(6) The report of special committees. 
(7) Unfinished business. 
(8) Motions and resolutions. 


(This Order of Business subject to the adopted report of Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business.) 


l11.—Order of Debate and Legislation. 


Section 1. All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the table, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under consid- 
eration. 


Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to amend it or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amend- 
ment on the table be adopted, the matter before the Council shall 
be considered as if no such amendment had been offered. 


Section 7. Motions to lay on the table and adjourn shall be de 
cided without debate; and such motions shall always be in order, 
except while a member has the floor, or a vote,.on any question is 
being taken. 


Section 8. The previous question shall only be put when de- | 


manded by a majority of those present. It shall be in this form: 
“Shall the main question now be put?” and, until decided, all debate, 
amendments, and other motions shall be out of order. 


Section 9. When a question has been decided by the Council or 
postponed indefinitely, a motion to reconsider can only be made by 
one member and seconded by another who voted with the majority. 


A motion to reconsider must be made the same day the vote is 
taken, or on the succeeding day. 


| 
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Section 10. When a member desires to speak or present any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to the President, and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, avoiding all personalities. 


Section 11. If any member trespasses the rule of the Council, 
the President shall, or any members may, call him to order, in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately take his seat, 
unless permitted to explain, until the question of the order is decided 
by the President, when he may proceed in order as ruled by the 
President. 


Section 12. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision, and 
on such appeal no member shall speak more than once without the 
permission of the Council. 


Section 18. The names of the movers of all resolutions shall ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of the Council. 


Section 14. When two or more members rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall say who is entitled to the floor, and from his decision 
there shall be no appeal. 


Section 15. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes whenever seven members require it, or by orders whenever such 
vote is demanded by five members, as required by the Constitution. 


Section 16. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him. 


Section 17. No member shall vote upon a question in the decision 
of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


Section 18. Upon a division and count no member shall be counted 
who is not within the limits assigned as seats of members. 


Section 19. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and 
all reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of 
opinion by the Council, shall be accompanied by the proper resolu- 
tions expressing the same for the consideration of the Council. 


1V.—General Regulations. 


Section 1. No member shall absent himself from the meetings of 
the Council without leave, unless he be sick or unable to attend. 


Section 2. The Presicent shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of members, 
which shall be appropriated to the accommodation of visiting clergy- 
men and candidates for orders who may be invited by the Rector or 
Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held, under the direc- 
ticn of the President and Council. 


Section 3. No spectator shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted within the pews allotted to the Council; and the 
Rector and Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held are 
requested to see that this rule is enforced. 


Section 4. No rule of order shall be repealed, amended or sus- 
pended, except by a two-thirds vote.

WITNESSETH 


WHEREAS, by Agreement dated June 20, 1928, as amended by an Agree- 
ment dated May 12, 1947, the Trustees agreed that there should be paid to The 
Church Pension Fund the entire income from the money and property owned by 
them and The Church Pension Fund agreed to assume the responsibility for the 
payment of pensions to the persons specified by the Trustees with the understand- 
ing that the aforesaid income would first be applied toward the payment of assess- 
ments on the parishes, missions or other ecclesiastical organizations of the Diocese 
of Southern Virginia as the annual contribution of the Trustees to the purposes of 
The Church Pension Fund and thereafter the excess would be applied to reimburse 
The Church Pension Fund for the payment of said pensions, and 

WHEREAS, The Church Pension Fund has applied said income to the reduc- 
tion of said assessments and has paid to the clergy and widows and minor orphans 
of clergy in the Diocese of Southern Virginia a total of $70,176.32 and continues 


.to pay $400 per annum from its own funds, and 


WHEREAS, the parties now jointly desire that said Agreement as amended 
be further amended to provide that the Trustees will reassume control of said 
income upon the understanding that they may apply said income either for pension 
assessments or for the relief of aged clergy, their widows and orphans, at the dis- 
cretion of the Trustees without reference to or control by The Church Pension 
Fund, subject to certain conditions, 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the sum of One Dollar ($1.00) to 
The Church Pension Fund paid by the Trustees, receipt of which is hereby ac- 
knowledged, and the mutual covenants herein contained, it is agreed that said 
Agreement, dated June 20, 1923, as amended by an Agreement dated May 12, 
1947, be and hereby is amended to provide that the Trustees shall reassume full 
control of the income of the Funds of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Southern Virginia and that such income shall be used, in the discretion 
of the Trustees of such Funds, without reference to or control by The Church 
Pension Fund, either for the payment of pension assessments on the parishes, 
missions and other ecclesiastical organizations of the Diocese of Southern Virginia 
or in payment of pension grants to retired and aged clergy and widows and minor 
orphan children of clergy, provided, however, 


(a) That no pension grants in any year shall be paid until all pension 
assessments due from the parishes, missions and other ecclesiastical organiza- 
tions of the Diocese of Southern Virginia have been paid for the previous 
calendar year, and 


(4) That no pension grant shall be made to any individual who is not 
receiving a pension from The Church Pension Fund, and 

(c) That no pension grant shall be made to any individual who is receiv- 
ing a pension from The Church Pension Fund which is reduced on account of 
an incomplete assessment schedule. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the parties have caused their corporate seals to 
be hereunto affixed and these presents to be subscribed by their respective presi- 
dents or vice-presidents and attested by their respective secretaries as of the day 
and year first above mentioned. 


On motion of Mr. L. Jerome Taylor, the following Resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: | 


1. That the plan outlined be approved. 


2. That the Trustees be requested to take such steps and execute such 
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necessary agreement or agreements as may be necessary to secure a release by the 
Church Pension Fund of the income mentioned, but with the understanding that 
its obligation to continue the payments of the pensions or annuities to the bene- 
ficiaries described in the agreement of June 20, 1923, shall continue in full force 
and effect. 

3. That from and after the release of certain income by the Pension Fund, 
the net income from said funds and securities shall be paid by the Trustees to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese for the benefit of disabled and retired clergymen of this 
Diocese and the widows and orphans of the clergymen of this Diocese. 

4, That the Bishop, Bishop Coadjutor, Suffragan Bishop, if any, and the 
Chairman of the Diocesan Church Pension Fund Commission shall constitute a 
Committee which shall have the following authority and duty: 

It shall from time to time determine the individuals of the classes above who 
shall receive any of the income mentioned, the amount each shall receive, and the 
period during which each shall receive such benefits. It may change the same 


from time to time. 
It shall promptly advise the Treasurer of the Diocese of its allocations of the

The Chairman of the Committee on Abandoned Property, Mr. 
George R. Humrickhouse, reported as follows: 


To the Fifty-seventh Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Committee on Abandoned Property reports that, since the last Council 
it has been in consultation with the Bishops, the Executive Secretary, and the 
Executive Board regarding the moving of St. Ann’s Church, St. Patrick’s Parish, 
Prince Edward County, Virginia, to Appomattox, and certain proceedings in Court 
to effect this have been undertaken. Due to the fact that it was determined that 
Council action was necessary, the actual moving of the building has not been 
completed, and the Committee should continue to work toward this end. 

The Venerable O. G. Harris has referred certain abandoned properties to this 
Committee for consideration, they being, the church building at All Saints’, Mc- 
Kenney, and the church building known as Christ Church, Red Lawn, as well as 
two buildings in Lunenburg County, one being an old school building, and the 


‘other an old rectory, which he indicates should be handled by this Committee. 


Archdeacon Harris desires to utilize certain of the buildings in connection with 
the building of a rectory for St. Matthew’s, South Hill, and for adding two rooms 
in the rectory at St. Mark’s, Bracey. This matter likewise requires Council 
action and the Committee should go forward with plans as outlined by Archdeacon 
Harris. 

There is certain church property located in Museville, Pittsylvania County, 
which was conveyed for the joint use of the Protestant Episcopal Church and the 
Congregation of the Disciples Church, and there is no longer an Episcopal Congre- 
gation in the community and it is the desire of the Disciples Church that entire 
ownership be vested in them. The Bishop, the Standing Committee, and the 
Executive Board approve of the transfer, but your Committee believes that action 
in Council is necessary before proper court proceedings be instituted. 

Your Committee reports that the proposed amendment to Canon XXV will 
permit the Executive Board to pass on such matters as have been set forth above 
as requiring action by the Council, and it recommends that favorable action be 
taken on the proposed Canon. 

There is now in the Abandoned Church Property Fund Account $1,981.61 
principal, and $401.79 interest.

Council resumed business at 10:00 A. M. with Bishop Brown 
in the Chair. 


The Bishop opened with prayer. 
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The Rev. Winfield Shiers, Chairman, reported for the Board 
of Managers of the Diocesan Community House. The report 
was received and referred to the Committee on Printing the 


Journal. (Appendix O.) 


The Minutes of Council, up to this point, were read and ap- 
proved. 


Mr. J. S. Alfriend, President, reported for the Trustees of the 
Funds of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia, and presented the report of the Treasurer for 
the fiscal year 1948, with audit by Frederick B. Hill & Co., certi- 
fied public accountants. The report was received and referred 
to the Committee on Printing the Jounal. (Appendix P.) 


Mr. Alfriend presented the following Resolution, which, on 
motion of Mr. James Mann, Jr., was adopted: 


Whereas, the establishment of a composite fund providing for the group in- 
vesting of the various funds held by THE TRUSTEES OF THE FUNDS OF THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN 
VIRGINIA has been recommended by the TRUSTEES and: 

Whereas, the establishment of such a Fund is deemed desirable for the welfare 
of the Diocese: 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved: That THE TRUSTEES OF THE FUNDS 
OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF 
SOUTHERN VIRGINIA be authorized to_conclude a fiscal agency agreement 
with a Bank or Trust Company within the Diocese establishing a composite fund 
for the purpose of group investment of the various funds of the TRUSTEES and, 
that the maximum proportion of the assets of said composite fund to be invested 
in real estate loans shall not exceed 40% and that the maximum proportion of the 
assets of said fund to be invested in common stocks shall not exceed 83144%. The 
assets of the composite fund, other than those invested in the two categories men- 
tioned above, shall be invested in United States bonds, direct or guaranteed, high 
grade bonds and preferred stocks cf domestic corporations and shares of insured 
building and loan associations. 

Be It Further Resolved: ‘That notes secured by deed of trust on real estate 
shall be a first lien on improved real estate, shall not exceed 60% of the appraised 
value of such real estate, and that said notes shall constitute the entire loan. 


On motion of the Bishop Coadjutor, the Council expressed its 
appreciation to Mr. Alfriend and the Trustees for the manner in 
which the Funds of the Diocese are handled. 


The Rev. Beverley T. White reported for the Committee on 
the Support of the Virginia Theological Seminary and offered the 
following Resolutions, which were adopted: 


1. The Diocese of Southern Virginia shall set a goal of $10,000 for the sup- 
port of the Virginia Seminary. 

2. A special Sunday shall be set aside for every Parish in the Diocese to re- 
ceive an offering for this purpose and that special-envelopes be printed by the 
Diocese for the offering. 

3. Each Parish can know what its share in this offering should be by dividing | 
its quota to the missionary work of the Diocese by 8. If the offering taken on the | 


} 


} 
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Sunday set aside for that purpose does not reach this goal, we would earnestly 
request the Vestry of that Parish to do its best to make up the difference. 


The Rev. E. Ruffin Jones, D.D., Chairman, reported for the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons, made the following 
Recommendations: 


1. That Canon VII On the Executive Board, be amended by inserting in 
Section 1, the words, “‘the Dean of the Colored Convocation,” after the words, 
“the President of the Diocesan Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary.” 


On motion, Canon VII, Section 1, was so amended. 


2. That the proposed change in Canon XV, Section 7, paragraph C On Vestry 
Meetings be not adopted. 


On motion, Council approved the recommendation of the 
Committee. 


3. That Canon XXV On Church and Diocesan Property be amended to read 
as follows: 


Canon XXV 
ON CHURCH AND DIOCESAN PROPERTY 


Section 1. No church shall be built in this Diocese on property, the title to 
which has not been approved by the Bishop and Standing Committee. 


Section 2. There shall be vested in the Executive Board of the Diocese the 


‘ power to sell, or otherwise alienate, any real property owned by the Diocese, which 


power shall include the power to mortgage or otherwise encumber the property, 
as well as the power to donate such property for Diocesan, parochial, or other 
religious work. 


Section 3. There shall further be vested in the Executive Board of the Diocese 
of Southern Virginia the authority to recommend the appointment of Trustees to 
hold title to any Diocesan property in accordance with the laws of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia. 


On motion, the Canon, as amended, was adopted. 
4. That Canon XXIV., On Abandoned Property, and Section 4 thereof, be 


amended to substitute the words “Executive Board” for the word “Council” in 
the next to the last line thereof, so that the line will read: 


* * * “as the Executive Board of the Diocese of Southern Virginia may, 
from time to time, prescribe.” 


On motion, this recommendation was adopted. 


5. That the proposed change in Canon XV., On the Election and Meetings of 
Vestries, Section 7 (c), be not adopted. 


The recommendation of the Committee was approved. 


A proposed change to omit the word, “‘male” from Section 1, 
Canon XV., On the Election of Vestries, was laid on the table. 


Noon Day Prayers were said by the Rt. Rev. Cameron J. 
Davis, D.D., retired Bishop of Northern Michigan. 


Bishop Brown introduced Bishop Davis, President, and Mr. 
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Robert Worthington, Executive Vice-President, of The Church 
Pension Fund. Bishop Davis and Mr. Worthington led a dis- 


cussion and answered questions concerning the policies of the Fund. 
At 1:00 P. M., Council recessed for lunch. 
2:00 P. M. Council reassembled for business. 


. James Mann, Jr., presented the following Resolution 
which was adopted: 


Resolved: That the 1949 General Convention be memorialized, or that the 
Deputies to General Convention be instructed to present to General Convention, 
the following preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, in the Diocese of Southern Virginia there are 84 churches in town 
of less than 1,500 population and it is difficult if not impossible under presen 
economic conditions and with the existing shortage of clergy to provide for sert 
vices in these churches; and 

Whereas, it is believed that this same condition exists to a greater or less degree 
throughout the Church; and 

Whereas, there are many retired Ministers who could and would be able to 
take over these Churches if their pensions would not be cut off if they did so; 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved: That the Church Pension Fund trust agree- 
ment be amended so as to allow retired clergy to take over and serve vacant mission 
churches without forfeiting their pensions, provided the amount any retired clergy- 
man receives for such active work does not exceed in any one year the amount of 
such clergyman’s pension, or such sum as the Trustees of the Pension Fund may 
determine to be proper in the light of existing conditions.

That Council authorize and empower the Executive Board to acquire a site 
for, and to proceed with the building of a Conference Center, with the understand- 
ing that no debt be incurred. 


Mr. Robert F. Burrowes, Director, reported as to conditions 
at Boys’ Home, Inc. His report was received with an expression 
of appreciation by the Council.

Resolved: That for future meetings of the Council, the Executive Board of 
the Diocese prepare and send to each Church of the Diocese a copy of the tentative 
diocesan budget, and of the agenda for the Council meeting, at least two weeks 
prior to the Gate of such meeting. 


The Ven. O. G. Harris, Warden, reported for the Bishop Payne 
Divinity School, and the report was referred to the Committee on 
Printing the Journal. (Appendix S.) 


Mr. Geo. R. Humrickhouse moved that the greetings of Council 
be sent to the Rev. E. R. Carter, D.D., and tothe Rev; Ey Bolling 


Robertson. The motion was unanimously adopted. 


On motion of Mr. J. S. Darling, an expression of appreciation 
was sent to the Rev. Edmund J. Lee, D.D., for his notable work 
as rector of Chatham Hall. 


The Rev. Moultrie Guerry, D.D., moved that the thanks of 
Council be given to the rector, vestry and congregation of St. 
Andrew’s Church, Norfolk, for their cordial hospitality and ex- 
cellent entertainment. The motion was adopted by a rising vote. 


An invitation was received from Trinity Church, Portsmouth, 
Virginia, asking that the 58th Annual Council, meeting in May, 
1950, be held in Trinity Church. The invitation was accepted 
with appreciation. 


On motion, Council dispensed with the reading of the Minutes 
and directed the Secretary to submit them to the Bishop for his 
approval. 


With the singing of the hymn, “Blest Be the Tie That Binds,” 
and with closing prayers and the Benediction by the Bishop, the 
57th Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia adjourned 
sine die.

ADDRESS AND REPORT OF THE BISHOP TO THE COUNCIL 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Fifty-seventh Council of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia: 


In the Name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost. 


Just eleven years ago I was consecrated Bishop in the Church of God for the 
Diocese of Southern Virginia. The time has passed seemingly very rapidly. But 
these have been years full of activity and I humbly trust of value to the Church. 
As a culmination of my first ten years as your servant in the Episocopate, you were 
kind and generous in giving me an opportunity to attend the Lambeth Conference. 
Mrs. Brown and I spent two months in England and Scotland, mostly in London 
attending this Conference and the many functions which were given to the visiting 
Bishops. It was not only a pleasure, but a great privilege to meet the leaders of 
. the great Anglican Communion from all parts of the world. To know and mingle 
with many of the scholars of our Church and to learn the different points of view 
of men from almost every country and clime, is a real inspiration. Also to meet and 
converse with many notables of Great Britain, including their majesties the King 
and Queen, the Prime Minister, the Lord Mayor of London and many others, too 
numerous to mention, is an experience too rare, and too pleasant ever to forget. This | 
is not the place, as it would take too much time to give any details of my visit to—as 
Bishop Randolph would always say—‘‘dear Old England.” It seems to me, how- 
ever, to be the climax of my closing active ministry. Many and affectionate ex- 
pressions of gratitude to the people of Southern Virginia. 

The reports which will accompany the Bishops’ addresses, will show that Bishop 
Gunn and I have been very busy and active in the work of the Diocese. There 
has been little diminishing of our travel and the visits to the several churches. 
The Bishops have worked most harmoniously in the affairs of the Diocese and, we 
believe many advances have been made. 

During the Counciliar year the Church has lost by death the following: 


The Rt. Rev. Harry Robert Carson, D.D., Retired Bishop of Haiti, died 
July 13, 1948. 

The Rt. Rev. Louis Childs Sanford, D.D., Retired Bishop of San Joaquin, died

The Rt. Rev. Thomas Campbell Darst, D.D., Retired Bishop of East Carolina, 
died September 1, 1948. 

The Rt. Rev. John Long Jackson, D.D., Bishop of Louisiana, died September 
2, 1948. 

The Rt. Rev. James Matthew Maxon, D.D., LL.D., Retired Bishop of Ten- 
nessee, died November 8, 1948. 

The Rt. Rev. Alexander Mann, D.D., LL.D., Retired Bishop of Pittsburgh, 
died November 15, 1948. 

The Rt. Rev. Frank Whittington Creighton, D.D., S.T.D., Retired Bishop of 
Michigan, died December 23, 1948. 

The Rt. Rev. John Chamberlain Ward, D.D., Retired Bishop of Erie, died 
February 15, 1949.

He died 
in Eastville, Va., where he had served since 1946, on March 25, 1949.

We have three men coming from the Seminaries this year. These will be a 
great help in caring for some of the churches now vacant. There appears a brighter 
prospect, within the next few years, for having ministers for all the churches, as 
we have now seven postulants and five candidates for Holy Orders. The scarcity 
of clergy however will be a drawback to the work of the Church. This shortage is 
country-wide and is not alone in our Communion. Bishops in all the dioceses are 
looking for clergymen, and when there are many more churches than the number 
of clergymen to man them, it causes a restlessness which results in rapid changes 
and short rectorates. This is very trying on the permanent element of the cong- 
regations and has a decidedly disintergating effect. This is true especially in the 
smaller churches, where the people become discouraged and naturally lose some 
interest in the work. In fact, some of our smaller congregations show a wonderful 
tenacity and faith in holding together under the conditions which prevail. And 
one can only believe in the divine indwelling in the Church when we see the per- 
sistent life under such appalling circumstances. 

May I quote from my address of last year and try to emphasize this: 


“There is one thing to which I have a number of times called the attention 
of our clergy and laity, and that is—the use of questionable means in raising 
funds for our Church. If the Church has reached such a low ebb that it has 
to depend upon the giving of card parties, bingo games and raffles, and such 
things, it seems to me it would be well for the Church to close up, because this 
does not seem to be consistent with the teaching of generosity and sacrifice 
that we find in the Scriptures. I most emphatically condemn such methods of 
raising money for work of the Church and for the missionary effort to spread the 
Kingdom of God.” 


Oftimes there are persons who, if informed, would no doubt leave to the 
Church sums which would help for all time. May I call to your attention the 
Rubric in the Prayer Book, page 320, which reads: 


“The Minister is ordered, from time to time, to advise the People, whilst 
they are in health, to make Wills arranging for the disposal of their temporal 
goods, and, when of ability, to leave Bequests for religious and charitable 
uses.” 


Our people should be informed of the need—for instance, the support of the 
Diocese, our educational institutions, especially for theological students, our 
orphanages and missionary work and many others. We give, but we could give 
more and do it with more discrimination. | 
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This is a very notable year in the annals of the Church. Just 400 years ago, 
there was given to the Church of England its first Prayer Book in English. The 
Litany had been completed and published in English in 1544; the Epistle and 
Gospel were ordered to be read in English in 1547, and in 1548 there was a royal 
proclamation imposing for use at the coming Easter, “The Order of the Communion.” 


The first complete version of the Prayer Book was issued in January, 1549. 
It became compulsory on and after the following Whit-Sunday. 


The two great objects of this Prayer Book were: 


(az) Substitution of the English language for the Latin. 
(4) Unification and simplification. 


The preface concerning the Service of the Church says: “And whereas here- 
tofore there hath been great diversity in saying and singing in Churches within the 
Realm; some following Salisbury use, some Herford use, and some of the use of 
Bangor, some of York, some of Lincoln; now from henceforth all the whole Realm 
shall have but one use.” 


From that time, the Prayer Book of the Church of England and our own and 
the Prayer Book of the Anglican Communion has remained essentially the same. 
Many minor changes have been made and some additions to meet the changing 
conditions of progress, but the Prayer Book of 1549 marks the great advance in 
_ adapting the form of worship to the needs of the people and the time. 


Incidentally, the Prayer Book in use when the English Colonists landed at 
Cape Henry and permanently settled at Jamestown, was the one ordered by 
| James | in 1603 and authorized for use in the following year 1604. 


Whit-Sunday falls this year on June 5th, and may I appeal to the people of 
this Diocese especially the clergy to make plans for commemorating the 400th 
/anniversary of the English Prayer Book and particularly to have instructions in 
| the history and use of this wonderful instrument for worship. 


There are many phases of the work of the Church in the Diocese and in the 
| National Church which are of great import and interest. Many of these will be 
brought out in the reports of the several departments and by Bishop Gunn. We 
will not confuse you with too many references, but close with a prayer that we 
may conduct all our business in a Christian spirit, that the will of God may be 
»done and His Kingdom grow in numbers and spirituality. 4men.

ADDRESS AND REporRT OF THE BisHop COADJUTOR 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Fifty-seventh Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginias 
“Grace, mercy, peace, from God the Father and Christ Jesus our Lord.” 


One year ago, tomorrow, there was given the first Council address and report 
of the present bishop coadjutor of Southern Virginia. 

Many things have happened during the course of that year just gone; many 
things for which we have cause to thank Almighty God. 

We have striven to set His Holy Name ever in the forefront of all our thoughts 
ee desires, remembering that it is only by His Grace that any of our efforts bear 
rult. 

One of the things for which we give thanks is a quickened sense of missionary 
obligation and privilege on the part of the people of our beloved diocese. We 
believe that we are making headway in our missionary work, and grateful are we 
that we are becoming better and more inclusively manned in the missionary field. 
With our young men coming out of the seminaries, and others seeking to dedicate 
their lives to the sacred ministry, we are slowly, it is true, yet actually making a 
gain in cutting down on the distressing shortage of men in the field. To meet this 
need in its entirety will take time, more time than we like, yet we remind ourselves 
that with patience and keeping the faith, the Lord Himself will raise up labourers 
for His field which is white unto the harvest. 

We have made an advance by the increase in the salaries of our men partially 
supported by the Diocesan Board of Missions. Every vestry approached to co- 
operate with us in this regard responded willingly and fully. 

We have set for ourselves the minimum goal of $2,800 and rectory for a married 
clergyman, and $2,400 without rectory for a single clergyman, in a cure or parish 
aided by the Board of Missions. With two exceptions, with what we consider 
justifiable reasons for their being exceptions, this minimum goal has been reached 
throughout the diocese. 

We realize two things in this connection. The first thing we realize is that 
ours is still a very inadequate stipend. If the money becomes available to make 
further increases in salaries, by your contributions to the Church’s Program, you 
may be sure that the Board of Missions will increase salaries. 

The second thing we realize concerning a raise in clergy salaries is that vestries 
have taken on more expense by cooperating with us and taking their share of the 
increases already attained. This, of necessity, makes a few more dollars to be 
taken over by the cure or parish when that cure or parish attains full self-support, 
and goes off the list of those aided by the Board of Missions. Yet, we believe that 


vestries generally will continue to be willing to give their rectors as adequate stipends - 


as possible. 

One topic discussed among the clergy who gathered’ at a conference of our 
missionaries held in February of this year was that of self-support by their charges. 
It is the earnest hope and prayer of us all that vestries will take seriously the 
helpful and commendable ambition to become self-supporting as soon as possible. 
This will not be able to be done at once, we realize, yet with a plan of gradually 


taking over more and more of the amount paid by the diocese on the salaries of 


clergymen, many, and eventually all, of these appropriations can be directed to 
other very pressing needs. 

It is suggested that a plan be considered for reducing diocesan assistance a little 
each year until the whole appropriation is taken over by the vestry. A thorough 


every member canvass is helpful, rather, it is necessary for this goal to be attained, _ 


however small may be the church membership. 


If vestries realize that this is the wish and hope of every clergyman, their 
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own rector included, and that such a plan and effort on the part of vestrymen 
would greatly encourage a clergyman to stay in his cure or parish a reasonable 
length of time, surely such a plan will seem reasonable and essential. 

All glory and credit is given to the men now located in rural areas. These 
are they who are serving in that part of God’s vineyard where spheres of influence 
open wide, and deepen and enrichen as the years go by. Here it is the pastoral 
ministry becomes in time that which bears as rich fruit as anywhere, and the 
parson becomes the embodiment of that term of affection the “parson,” or ‘“person”’ 
of his entire community; looked up to, loved, and greatly respected. 

May God grant that we will not have those peripatetic ministers who seek 
greener pastures elsewhere, anywhere other than where they are, but abiding shep- 
herds who work with the sheep who look to one well known and loved whom they 
may follow. How true are those words of the Great Shepherd of our souls: ‘“‘A 
stranger will they not follow... for they know not the voice of strangers.”” Only 
by a ministry of reasonable duration can a shepherd overcome being a stranger. 


Now let us turn to very practical matters. In my travels over the diocesse 
I have come upon, let us say, certain misconceptions, or misunderstandings. One 
of these has to do with the fact that lay readers must have their licenses renewed 
every year. Bishop Brown has expressed the hope that these will be renewed as of 
January the first of each year. A man may be a lay reader for years without re- 
newing his license, but he is not a licensed lay reader as the canons require. There 
fore, lay readers, please send your license with a request for renewal from your 
rector, or from your vestry if you have no rector, to either Bishop Brown, or to 
me, and either one of us will be glad to renew it. 

Also, vestrymen please note. Be sure that you do not call but one man at a 
time to be your rector, and this after you have asked the permission of the bishop 
to do so. 

Several times I have known vestries to contact two clergymen at the same time 
and ask them to consider coming to them as their rector. On one occasion I knew 
a vestry to have two men considering the possibilities of their parish, and praying 
for direction in their decision. What if both ministers had decided to accept what 
they considered a call? Whose acceptance would have been accepted, and whose 
prayer would have been answered? 

Vestries need not wait until a minister has indicated that he will accept their 
call before the call is actually extended. If a vestry thinks enough of a minister 
to wish him to consider becoming their rector, that vestry should first extend him 
a formal call. 

_ Again, it is earnestly requested that vestries of vacant cures and parishes 
notify either bishop when, yea before, any arrangements are entered into for supply 
ministers. It has been know that some vestries have engaged the services of 
ministers not canonically resident in Southern Virginia, and later, much later, the 
bishops have learned of it, sometimes indirectly. The cooperation of vestries in 
this regard is urged. 

Then too, attention is called to the rubic on page 14 in the Book of Common 

Prayer, which reads: ‘“Then shall be read, . . . the Second Lesson, etc.’”’ Two 
Lessons are required for Morning Prayer, and not one only, as I have found 
scheduled several times. If only one Lesson is scheduled because the choir does not 
know the extra chant, then the chant can be read by the minister and congregation. 
If only one Lesson is scheduled in order to save time, we do not believe that the few 
minutes thus saved justify breaking the rubric. 
_ And here let a word of caution be said concerning the worthy observance of 
the Season of Lent. Let us, in Southern Virginia, have no socials, evenings of 
amusement, or any other function not in keeping with this time given us in the 
wisdom of the Church for filling our lives so full of concentration upon the deeper 
and richer things of our Christian lives that no discordant, note will be considered. 
However fine and splendid and helpful social events are to society, with us they 
are out of place, and out of keeping during Lent. ‘The centuries of the experience 
and wisdom of our Church indicate that a well kept Lent is-helpful, right, and 
expected. 

Furthermore, both Bishop Brown and I, and you yourself, I am sure, when you 
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consider the matter, deplore the beginnings of a tendency to have the Church 
embrace and practice certain so called forms of amusement unworthy of Church 
sanction. 

I have in mind Church functions where there are raffles, games of chance such 
as Bingo, and tickets bearing numbers given in return for a specified, or unspecified 
for that matter, contribution to the building fund, or some other Church objective, 
the holder of the lucky ticket to receive an expensive prize. 

The Church of God has no earthy rival, provided she remains true to her 
Mission. Now, raffles, Bingo, and numbered contributions are of the earth, 
earthy; and are not a part of the Church’s Mission of saving souls. Once the 
Church descends to the level of things outside her Mission, by just so much she 
is untrue to her high calling of knowing the Christ, and making Him known. 


And now, not to end on a note or reproval, let it be repeated that we have many 
things for which we have cause to thank God. I thank Him and you for the com- 
fortable home you have made available to your coadjutor. My family and I are 
grateful to you, and to those who represented you, when there was purchased last 
year an Episcopal Residence in the city of Norfolk. We hope that we will be 
able to serve you well in the years ahead, and so show our gratitude for your con- 
sideration and generosity. 

Another cause for giving thanks is that there is now in prospect for Southern 
Virginia a full time consultant in the field of Christian Education. There will 
come to us very soon a young man graduated from a seminary this June who will 
devote all of his time and effort to filling a need long felt in our diocese; working to 
promote all phases of Christian education among us. 

And going hand in hand with this need being met, we feel that we are drawing 
closer to securing a conference site where Christian education may be given to all 
ages in the diocese, and all diocesan interests and departments of work may be set 
forward. It has been the experience of other dioceses having conference centers 
that such a place and plan has proven to be the focal point of welding the diocese 
together as a family. We feel sure that our experience will not be different from 
this, and that from our own conference center there will be carried back into the 
parishes and communities of Southern Virginia much by way of instruction, value, 
and inspiration having to do with the entire Christian life. 


This address closes with a deep sense of appreciation and gratitude for the 
privilege given your coadjutor to work with Bishop Brown, and to be permitted to 
assist him in his efforts as together we seek to serve you devotedly in setting forward 
this part of the Kingdom of God in our day and generation. 

In the words of St. Paul: ‘Peace be to the brethren, and... Grace be with 
all them that love our Lord Jesus Christ with a love incorruptible.”

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APPENDIX E. 


REporT OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


To the Fifty-seventh Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Since the date of the last Council, regular meetings of the Executive Board 
were held June first and September twenty-first in 1948 and January nineteenth 
and April twenty-fifth in 1949. Called meetings were held May twelfth, June 
twenty-third and July thirteenth in 1948. 

At all regular meetings the Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor commented 
upon conditions in the Diocese. At these meetings financial statements under 
all diocesan accounts were received, also the reports of the Executive Secretary. 


May 12, 1948 


A called meeting immediately after Council, Bishop Brown presiding. The 
Board was organized and elected the following members as chairmen of De- 
partments: 


The Rev. Chas. W. Carnan, Jr., for Promotion. 
The Rev. J. F. W. Feild for Christian Education. 
The Rev. Geo. R. MacClintock for Missions. 


June 1, 1948 
Bishop Brown presiding 


Appropriated $200.00 from Missionary accounts to be used for scholarships 
for the Mission Clergy of the Diocese attending the Farmville conference. 

From the $3,500.00 derived from the sale of the Phoebe Anne Community 
House property, appropriated $600.00 for repairs at Dabney House. Appointed 
the Rev. Mr. Shiers, the Rev. Mr. MacClintock and the Bishop Coadjutor to 
constitute a committee to investigate the need for adding rooms to the Dabney 
House Hospital. This committee was authorized to expend the remaining $2,- 
900.00 plus $2,000.00 otherwise accumulated for making such additions if found 
necessary. 

Appointed a committee to prepare a list of Special Gifts Account objectives 
for 1949, with tentative goals. 

Requested the Committee on a Diocesan Conference Center to make a further 
study of the question with special attention to the following points: The legal 
right to use the funds of Camp Robert Hunt, Inc., for such purposes, and, The type 
of Conference Center that this Diocese should have. 

Appointed Mr. S. Barron Segar, Mr. H. McR. Pinner and the Executive 
Secretary to consitute a committee with power to secure an Episcopal Residence, 
subject to the approval of the Executive Board. By Resolution, the Board 
favored the purchase of the property at 1326 Cloncurry Road in the City of 
Norfolk, and authorized and directed S. Barron Segar, Esquire to act as its agent 
in the purchase of such property, with full power to execute such contracts as are 
necessary for the consummation of the purchase, acting in all respects for the 
Board, the title to said property to vest in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 
Nominated James Mann, Jr., Wayles R. Harrison and George B. Townsend as 
Trustees to hold title to this property. Directed the treasurer to act under the 
Resolutions of Council to make the Episcopal Residence Fund available for the 
purchase of said property. Authorized the committee to borrow up to $8,000.00 
if necessary, for carrying out these instructions. 

Requested the Bishops and the Diocesan Treasurer to place deposits at the 
tate of $1,200.00 per annum for 1948 to provide pensions for the paid women 
workers of the Diocese and to place deposits for this Fund in the budgets for 1949. 
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Designated the Ecclesiastical Authority in the Diocese to make nominations 
to fill vacancies in the Board of Managers of Camp Robert Hunt, Inc. 

Requested the Committee on Abandoned Church Property to inquire into 
the legal aspects of moving St. Ann’s Church from Prince Edward County to 
Appomattox Court House. Appropriated $1,000.00 from the special account of 
the John D. Letcher Fund, and $1,000.00 from the unexpended cash balance of 
the Church’s Program for 1947 for such removal with the understanding that the 
Appomattox Congregation will be responsible for an additional $500.00. 

Elected the Rev. John F. Ward to membership on the Board as Chairman of 
the Department of Christian Social Relations. 


June 23, 1948 


A Called meeting with Bishop Gunn presiding. Bishop Brown attending the 
Lambeth Conference. Adopted a series of Resolutions, prepared by the Chan- 
cellor, and necessary to complete the purchase and repairs of the Episcopal Resi- 
dence. These Resolutions covered the legal requirements of the purchase, pro- 
vided for the borrowing of $10,000.00 from the National Bank of Commerce, and 
requested the Corporation Court of the City of Norfolk to appoint Trustees to 
hold the property. 

Received a report from the Committee on a Diocesan Conference Center, to 
which was attached an opinion of the Chancellor to the effect that the Charter 
of Camp Robert Hunt, Inc., does not provide for the ownership, maintenance or 
operation of a Diocesan Conference Center, and that the Diocese does not have 
a legal right to use the funds of Camp Robert Hunt, Inc., for such purpose. Re- 
quested the Board of Managers of Camp Robert Hunt, Inc., to revise their Charter 
so that the funds held by said Managers could be used for the purchase of a Con- 
ference Center for the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


Jury 13, 1948 


A Called meeting with Bishop Gunn presiding. Bishop Brown at Lambeth. 
Adopted a Resolution to the effect that proper proceedings be instituted under 
the laws of the Commonwealth of Virginia to properly effect the transfer of the 
building known as St. Ann’s Church, St. Patrick’s Parish, Prince Edward County, 
Virginia, to St. Andrew’s Church, Appomattox, Virginia, and authorizing and 
directing the Diocesan Committee on Abandoned Church Property to supervise 
the institution and prosecution of the said legal proceedings. 

Directed the Secretary to obtain an apprasial of the antique furniture re- 
ceived under the Will of the late Edward Patton Miner. 


SEPTEMBER 21, 1948 
Bishop Brown presiding 


The existing committee on diocesan headquarters was discharged with thanks, 
and a new committee, consisting of Mr. H. W. Whichard, Bishop Gunn and the 
Rev. J. F. W. Feild was appointed. The Bishop suggested that the committee 
investigate the residence of the late Dr. Joseph Grice in Portsmouth. 

A letter was sent to Mr. S. J. Flournoy of Norfolk, conveying the thanks of 
the Board for his work as chairman of the Virginia Seminary Building Fund in 
this Diocese, and offering the ccoperation of the Board in any efforts he might 
undertake in the future. 

Bishop Brown stated that a new garage was needed for the Covington Boys: 
Home. The cost would be $1,900.00, of which amount Southwestern Virginia 
will contribute one half. The Board appropriated $950.00 to be paid from such 
funds as the Bishop and the treasurer might find available. 

A grant of $2,000.00, to be taken from the John D. Letcher and the Bruce 
panes was made to assist Grace Church, Norfolk, in the purchase of a new Church 

uilding. 

Authorized the Trustees of the Episcopal Residence to borrow an additional 
$3,000.00 for completing repairs and improvements to the Episcopal Residence. 
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Received with regret, the resignation of the Rev. C. W. Carnan as chairman 
of the Department of Promotion, and elected the Rev. Beverley T. White as his 
successor. 

Approved the recommendation of the Rev. J. F. W. Feild, chairman, that the 
Department of Christian Education be authorized to secure a Director of Christian 
Education, at a salary of from $3,000.00 to $3,300.00 plus travelling expenses, and 
that the person so chosen be nominated to the Executive Board for election. 


The Rev. F. H. Craighill, chairman of the committee on Negro Representation 
on the Executive Board, proposed a new diocesan canon XV., “Of Convocations,” 
and an amendment to canon VII., under which the Dean of the Colored Convo- 
cation shall be a member of the Executive Board. These changes were referred 
to the next Annual Council with the recommendation of the Board that they be 
adopted. Mr. Craighill also recommended a change in the By-Laws of the Board, 
by which the Executive Committee of the Colored Convocation shall be recognized 
as the Executive Board’s Department of Negro Work, with the Dean of the 
Colored Convocation as chairman, and as such, a member of the Executive Board. 
This recommendation was adopted. 

A report from the Committee on Special Gifts was received, and the secretary 
directed to notify the parishes as to the list of special gifts and objectives as ap- 
proved by the Board. 

The Committee on Finance was requested to include in its report to the next 


Annual Council, a reserve for the expenses of the Bishop to the next Lambeth 
Conference. 


January 19, 1949 
Bishop Brown presiding 


The treasurer was asked to include in the 1949 budget of the Diocese, to be 
submitted to Council, an item of $2,400.00 from which is to be paid the remaining 
repair bills, the fire insurance premiums, the interest and curtail of money borrow- 


_ ed, all pertaining to the Episcopal Residence. The treasurer was asked to make 


| 


a new estimate of the expenses of Deputies attending the next General Conven- 
tion, meeting in San Francisco, California, and to include his estimate in the 
1949 budget to be sumbitted to Council. 

The chairman of the Department of Promotion reported an expectancy of 
$63,666.00 from the churches for the work of The Church’s Program for 1949. 


The Board thereupon appropriated the sum of $63,600.00 for the 1949 Church’s 
Program, as follows:

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The Bishop Coadjutor presented a budget of the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
in the amount of $27,200.00, which was adopted. 


An enlarged committee, with the Rev. Dr. Moultrie Guerry as chairman, was 
appointed to review the Dabney House situation and to recommend whether or 
not the addition to the Infirmary should be made. 


The committee on the Episcopal Residence was discharged. 


The committee on Diocesan Headquarters reported an offer of the residence 
of the late Dr. Joseph Grice of Portsmouth; also a communication from the vestry 
of Christ and St. Luke’s in Norfolk relative to the use of the building in which 
the diocesan offices are now located. The committee was discharged, and a new 
committee, representative of the whole Diocese, was appointed to review the whole 
question of diocesan headquarters. The new committee, appointed later by 
Bishop Brown, consisted of, the Rev. Moultrie Guerry, D.D., Dr. Dabney Lan- 
caster, Mr. J. S. Darling, the Rev. Winfield Shiers, Mr. A. Victor Milner, Mr. C. 
E. Gilliam, Mr. B. Drummond Ayres, Mrs. Luther H. Apperson. 


The Department of Promotion was directed to write to the churches, under 
instructions from the Bishop, suggestion that the 1949 Lenten Mite Box Offering 
be designated for the reduction of the $200,000.00 deficit in the Church Program 
budget of the National Council. 


On motion the Board expressed its desire that the Bishop Payne Divinity 
School be retained, and that the Executive Board will support the Southern 
Bishops in whatever action they will propose in case the appropriation from the 
National Council is withdrawn. 


A committee was appointed to investigate the use of the income from certain 
securities owned by the Diocese but distributed by the Church Pension Fund, 
under an existing agreement. 

, A committee was appointed to prepare an Asking Budget for the 1949 Church’s 
rogram. 


Aprit 25, 1949 
Bishop Brown presiding 


Adopted Resolutions requesting the Bishop Coadjutor to take steps to secure 
the enforcement of General Church canon 6, On Businees Methods in the Church, 
by all Mission churches in the Diocese. 


Authorized the employment of Mr. Donald Allen as Director of Christian 
Education in this Diocese, his duties to be outlined by and carried out under the 
Department of Christian Education. In making this appointment, the Board 
set the amounts to be paid to Mr. Allen by way of salary, rental and travel allow- 
ance. 

Approved a budget of diocesan expenses for the year 1949, and referred this 
budget to Council for adoption. This will be reported separately to Council. 


Approved an Asking Budget, with individual quotas, for The Church’s Pro- 
gram for 1950, and requested the Chairman of the Department of Promotion, the 
Rev. Beverley T. White, to present it to Council for adoption. 


Increased to $450.00 the 1949 allotment to the Rev. Cary Montague for his 
work in Christian Social Relations. . 

Appointed Mrs. Joseph D. Deal as associate editor of the Jamestown Church- 
man. 

On recommendation of the committee appointed to consider the offer by Mr. | 
Alexander Grice,III. of the Portsmouth residence of the late Dr. Joseph Grice, | 
said residence to be used for diocesan headquarters, the following Resolution was _ 
adopted: | 

That the Executive Board fully appreciates the sincerity and thoughtfulness _ 
of the needs of the Church, which prompted Mr. Grice to make so timely and | 
generous an offer, and regrets exceedingly that it seems to the Board that under 
present conditions it would be unwise for the Diocese of Southern Virginia to 
accept the property for the uses intended. | 

The Secretary was requested to send Mr. Grice the appreciation of the Board. | 
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Nominated to Council for election to the Board of Managers of the Diocesan 
Community Houses, the Rev. Winfield Shiers, and Mrs. I. T. Van Patten for the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. 


Gave approval to and referred to Council a supplemental agreement between 
the Church Pension Fund and the Trustees of the Diocesan Funds as to the use 
of the income from certain invested funds. This will be presented to Council in 
detail by the Chairman of the Diocesan Committee on the Church Pension Fund. 


Approved in principle and recommended to Council for adoption certain 
changes in Diocesan canon XXV., On Church and Diocesan Property. This will 
be presented to Council under separate heading. 


With reference to action by the last Council, requesting that information as 
to reports and matters to be considered be placed in the hands of delegates at 
least two weeks prior to the meeting of Council, the Board expressed a desire to 
comply, but found it impracticable to do so. 


Recommended to Council certain changes in diocesan canon XXIV., Of 
Abandoned Property. This will be brought before Council under a separate 
heading. 

Received a report from the committee on a Diocesan Conference Center, 
recommending the acceptance of the donation of a site located in this Diocese on 
the York River. This was referred to Council. The following Resolutions were 
adopted to become effective in case Council accepts the site suggested: 

That the deed be drawn up in the name of the Trustees of the Diocese. 


That the present committee be discharged and that a new committee, con- 
sisting of the Bishop Coadjutor, the Rev. F. C. Craighill, and others be appointed 


to proceed with the general plans for developing the site for use as a conference 
center. 


That the proposed conference center be directed by the Executive Board of 
the Diocese, through its Department of Christian Education.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Perhaps as never before have the problems of Christian Education been so 
weighty or involving so wide a scope. Your department has realized the great 
responsibility laid upon it, and the great need in this diocese for an adequate 
program and effort. Its members have met monthly in all day meetings seeking 
a solution to the educational problems. 


During the past counciliar year, two schools of religion have been held, one 
the lecture type, one discussion type. An Adult Conference was held at Farmville 
with total attendance of 64. A Layman’s Conference was also held at Farmville 
with 21 in attendance. 


A Youth Conference was held at Farmville in July. In September the annual 
Youth Convention was held at Trinity Church, Portsmouth, with 125 registered. 
There have been quarterly meetings of the executive board of the Young People’s 
Fellowship. District meetings have been held throughout the diocese. 


The annual Church School Convention in the Colored Convocation was under | 


the leadership of Dr. Preston C. Johnson of the Virginia Sate College. Represen- 


tatives from the several church schools met and discussed their respective prob- | 
lems and received helpful suggestions. Also, 45 young people from this diccese 


ages 14-25 attended the Provincial Conference at St. Paul’s, Lawrenceville. 


Beginnings have been made in the field of Audio-Visual Aid. A film strip | 


and slide projector, a screen and some film strips and slides have been purchased. . 


These are now available for use in the missions and parishes of the diocese. 


PRESENT SITUATION 


In 1938, there were in our church schools in the diocese 8,167 pupils. The 
reports from the parishes for 1948 show 6,812 or 1,355 less than 10 years ago. | 
There is however, a more encouraging side of the picture. Since 1945, at which | 


the low mark was registered, at 5,620, there has been a slow but steady increase. 
Parochial reports in this diocese reveal that we have 18 Sunday Schools with 


25 or less pupils, 23 between 25 and 50, 21 between 51 and 100, 20 between 101. 
and 200, 2 between 201 and 300 and 4 over 300 pupils. 62 places with less than 
100 pupils; 26 over 100 and 36 with no Sunday School. These reports indicate | 
that most of the Sunday Schools are very small. These need strengthening, by 
rendering such help in the matters of curriculum and organization as is needed. 
We should seek to establish schools where there are none. Few of the churches of | 
the Colored Convocation are fortunate enough to have adequate facilities for good | 
church school work. Most of them labor under great handicaps. But in spite of 
these difficulties, on the many mission fronts throughout the diocese, consecrated 
men and women are leading boys and girls to fashion their lives according to 


teachings of the Christ. 


We must do all that we can to develop and strengthen our Sunday Schools 
but this is not enough. Forty Sundays is the average sessions held in the Sunday 
Schools. This would mean in the 12 years the child is in the Sunday School he 


would get 240 hours of instruction, if the child attended every Sunday and we know 
he does not. Most of the work has been done primarily in the Sunday Schools 
alone. This would indicate that the necessary progress in Christian Education 
involves adding week day instruction to our present reliance on the Sunday School 
as the chief means. | 

Our work has been almost exclusively with children but we recognize the home 
as the primary educational institution. This means that parents have the in- 
escapable responsibility of the Christian Education of their own children, which 
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cannot be placed upon the church. It would seem therefore, that the emphasis 
should be transferred to adult education. Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
upon the importance of parent meetings and discussion groups, parent-teacher 
meetings. Study material is now being made available by our own National 
Department of Christian Education. 


We are very happy to report that after 3 years effort we have secured Mr. 
Donald H. Allen as director of Christian Education for the diocese. Mr. Allen 
is a graduate of Miami University, Oxford, Ohio, 1944. While in college, he was 
president of the Wesley Foundation, president of the Ohip Methodist Student 
Movement, president of the Campus YMCA, on the regional council of the Geneva 
region of the YMCA. He was advisor to the Ohio Methodist student movement 
and member of the Board of Education of the Ohio Conference of the Methodist 
Church. He will be graduated from Yale Divinity School in June of this year, 
He has recently been confirmed and making application as a candidate for Holy 
Orders. He will arrive in the diocese on June 10 and will attend the summer con- 
ferences. 


While the Episcopal Church has been prone to think of itself as primarily a 
teaching church, the facts do not bear this out. In the early days of the church, 
no provision was made for Christian Education and it is only recently that as 
much as $60,000 has been appropriated for it. The result is that in many cases 
we must look to other denominations for material. However fine plans may be, 
to be of value they must be gotten down where the church work is done. The 
Episcopal Church at present has one field worker and director. No wonder 4,650 
parishes have less than 50 pupils in their Church Schools and only 365 have more 
than 200. An adequate program of Christian Education will be presented to 
General Convention. We urge our delegates to support it. 


We need the maximum of Christian Education. Hence the need to develop 
the church as an educational institution to the maximum of its efficiency. Your 
department with the coming of a director of Christian Education is ready for a 
great forward movement and awaits only your support and cooperation to meet 
the educational needs and enable the diocese to take advantage of the tremendous 
opportunities that lie before us.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 
DIocESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Fifty-seventh Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Audit of the 1948 accounts of the treasurer of the Diocese and The Church’s 
Program and all subsidiary accounts was made by Mr. Monroe Nash, certified 
public accountant. The audit of the treasurer of the Trustees of the Diocesan 
Funds was made by Frederick B. Hill and Co., certified public accountants, and 
covered the fiscal year 1948. 

We recommend that the treasurer of the Diocese be authorized to pay in 1949: 


1. The salary of the Bishop at the rate of $8,000.00 per annum, and the travel- 
ling and other official expenses of the Bishop, and an amount at the rate of 
$75.00 a month to the Bishop in lieu of his Episcopal Residence. A reserve 
of $200.00 for the replacement of the Bishop’s automobile. 

2. The salary of the Bishop Coadjutor at the rate of $6,000.00 per annum, and 
the travelling and other official expenses of the Bishop Coadjutor. A reserve 
$200.00 for the replacement of the Bishop Coadjutor’s automobile. 


3. The expenses of the Diocesan Office, $1,400.00. 

4. The salary of the Executive Secretary at the rate of $1,600.00 per annum. 

5. Premium on the bond of $10,000.00 given by the treasurer. 

6. The expense of the audit of the accounts of the treasurer. 

7. The official expenses of the Secretary of the Diocese. 

8. The expenses of the committees and commissions of the Diocese. 

9. The expenses of the Examining Chaplains. 
10. Premiums due to the Church Pension Fund. 

11. The expense of printing the Journal of the Council, not to exceed $800.00, 


and the other necessary expenses of printing, authorized by the Executive 


Board. 
12. A gratuity of $10.00 to the sexton of St. Andrew’s Church, Norfolk. 
13. Payment of the assessment for the General Convention. 
14. Payment of the assessment for the Provincial Synod. 


15. A sum, not to exceed $2,400.00, for repairs, maintenance, fire insurance of the 
Episcopal Residence, and for interest and curtail of note secured by lien on 
the said Episcopal Residence. 


16. The expenses of the Deputies to the next General Convention, meeting at 
San Francisco, California, not to exceed $3,300.00. 


17, An amount, not to exceed $1,000.00, which may be used at the discretion of 
the Executive Board. 


18. The payment of $650.00 to the Virginia Council of Churches. 
19. A reserve of $300.00 for the next Lambeth Conference. 
We recommend that the rates of assessment on the Churches for the year 


1949, be fixed at fifty cents per communicant, plus seven per cent on current 
expenses, using the average of current expenses for the years 1945, 1946 and 1947.

Report OF THE WomMan’s AUXILIARY 


Bishop Brown, Bishop Gunn, members of the Diocesan Council, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 


It was with a sense of awareness of the great task and with deep humility that 
I accepted in October, the appointment by Bishop Brown to the Presidency of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of Southern Virginia. It is indeed a great honor to be head of 
the women of the Church, and I pray that I may fulfill this task to the glory of 
God and to the satisfaction of the Bishops, our Executive Board, and to each and 
every woman in the Diocese. 

I could not have been able to face these responsibilities had it not been for the 
help of my predecessor, Mrs. Joseph Deal, a tower of strength in time of need, and 
also of Miss Sally Norfleet, a finished Secretary, who efficiently and cheerfully 
aids me in every possible way. 

As I have only held office since January Ist accomplishments of the past year 
have been due to Mrs. Deal, therefore this report is largely of her work. 


The charge given at the Triennial in Philadelphia “Rise Up and Build”’ is 
still our watch word and this is what we have attempted to do through the five 
fields of service—parish, community, diocese, nation, and world; stressing Christian 
Faith, the Christian Home, the Christian World and the World Mission of the 
Church. 

The Spring District Meetings were held last year at Emmanuel, Cape Charles; 
Emmanuel, Kempsville; St. Luke’s, Blackstone; and Emmanuel, Halifax. These 
were the largest district meetings ever held, over 300 attending at Kempsville. 
At these meetings addresses were given by Bishop Gunn, Mrs. Joseph Deal and 
Mrs. James E. Sutton of the Angilican Church in Jerusalem. Hearing news of 
the Church’s work in the Near East was most timely considering the conflict 
raging there. 

Reports were also given by Mrs. J. N. Roper on the Altar Guild, Mrs. Henry 
McR. Pinner on the U. T. O., and Mr. Robert Burrows on the Boys’ Home at 
Covington. 

At the Annual Meeting October 27, held in St. John’s, Hampton, the largest 
in the history of the Auxiliary, over 400 women attended; an alert, interested and 
forward looking group, a cross section of the whole Diocese. Bishop Brown 
brought us a vivid description of the Lambeth Conference. Mrs. Lindsay Almond 


presented an informative and inspirational address on ‘““The Amsterdam Conference ° 
from a Woman’s View Point.’ The theme of the meeting was “Look to the | 


East”? and we were most fortunate in having Dr. Graham Kewei tell of his work in 


China. Miss Margaret Monteiro, a woman who has spent years in the mission | 


field, spoke of her work in China, presenting China’s challenge. These two ad- — 


dresses gave us a real and living picture of work in that war torn land.

Bishop Bentley’s address was the high spot of the two day meeting and all of 


us learned more of the Church’s Program and our American frontiers. 


Southern Virginia is indeed fortunate in having Mrs. Lewis Pilcher on the | 


Woman’s Auxiliary National Board. She is our liaison officer and keeps us well 
informed on the work of the Board. She is also first Vice-President of the Virginia — 
Council of Church Women and urges the formation of local councils in every — 


community. Mrs. Pilcher first brought to our attention Miss Ruth Sung, a fine 


young Chinese girl, whose father is a surgeon working with Dr. Harry Taylor in | 
Anking, China. The Auxiliary, through the offerings of the mission study classes | 
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and the Elise Holladay Scholarship Fund has financed Miss Sung’s college career 
for the past three years. This year we have the pleasure of knowing she will 
graduate, all owing to the aid given by the Woman’s Auxiliary, without which 
she would not have been able to pursue her studies. 


In 1948 Mrs. Pilcher was Educational Secretary for the Diocese and through 
her efforts more mission study classes have been held during the Lenten season. 
We feel that a well informed group is an interested group, and our subject for 
study was China and our American Frontiers. District Educational Institutes 
held in the fall are a preview of the mission study classes held in Lent, and are 
proving a splendid preliminary. Posters, panel discussions, films, book reviews, 
and plays make study more popular. 


We are also blessed with having Mrs. Henry McR. Pinner, President of W. A. 
of the Province of Washington. Mrs. Pinner has done such outstanding work 
that she was re-elected to that high office. In addition to her Provincial duties, 
which are many, she is Diocesan head of the U. T. O. The “Little Blue Boxes”’ 
she has endeavored to place in the home of every Auxiliary woman. This thank 
offering from grateful women amounted in 1948 to $11,253.48 in our Diocese. 
Having an in-taking both spring and fall has proved most successful. You who 
attend the Triennial will be thrilled when the U. T. O., coming from the women of 
the Episcopal Church, is presented on the golden alms basin, and know that the 
women of Southern Virginia have done their part. 


Miss Emily Hall, Chairman of Devotions for the Province of Washington, is 
our own Devotional Secretary. Miss Hall taught the course on Devotions at the 
Sweet Briar Provincial Conference and at the Diocesan Conference at Farmville. 
She is also President of the Williamsburg Council of Church Women. Miss Hall’s 
meditations and devotional services are so beautiful and inspiring that the Execu- 
tive Board has requested her to compile a booklet of them, and I hope soon to 
send copies to the President of every branch, for I well know that such prayers 
will prove an inexhaustible source of comfort to all. 


We all know that Mrs Bernard will be greatly missed as our Supply Secretary 
but we feel we have an efficient successor in Mrs. Bland. Outside the Diocese 
boxes of new clothing or checks have been sent to Puerto Rica, China and the 

_ Philippines to the value of $1,307.68, and in the Diocese to Jackson-Feild Home, 
| Dabney House Infirmary $433.70. Used clothing valued at $4,195.00 was sent 
to Jackson-Feild Home, Boys’ Home at Covington, Alaska, Puerto Rica, the 
| Philippines and England. Thus helping to foster the good neighbor policy and 
_ giving to others our American Way of Life and Crhistian principles. 


| In Christian Social Relations our Chairman, Mrs. Edwin Baker, has urged 
_ our study and interest in Child Labor Laws, Minority Groups, Displaced Persons, 
_ United Nations, the Marshall Plan, Better Films and Juvenile Delinquency. 


Mrs. Emmett Kyle, Diocesan Pantry Chairman, has done a splendid job in 
keeping the branches interested in this phase of our work, and our institutions, 
, Boys’ Home, Jackson-Feild Home, Dabney House and Hospital have benefitted 
/ greatly from these efforts of our branches. Mrs. Kyle collected $355.70 for the 
, Pantry Supplies. 

| Mrs. Roper’s work with the Altar Guild has been outstanding. She reports 
/articles sent to the Rev. Bolling Robertson in Liberia, St. Cyprian’s, Hampton, 
) was assisted; Emmanuel, Kempsville; and Old Hungar’s, Eastern Shore. A ten 
hour course on Altar Guild work, symbolism and the services and customs of the 
| Church was given at St. John’s Church, Hopewell. 

Miss Hazel King, our Provincial College Worker, is doing splendid work, and 
Tecognizing our obligations to youth, through our financial support we have en- 
vabled many to attend leadership training courses at summer conferences. 

Our Chairman of Rural work, Mrs. Charles Penick, has a list of about ninety 
‘Persons to whom literature is sent. 

Through the Council of Church Women, of which Mrs. Deal is President, a 
\broader vision of brotherhood and a better understanding among Church women 
‘1S growing. This is inter-denominational in scope. Three days are observed

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annually: World Community Day (first Friday in November), World Day of 
Prayer (frst Friday in Lent), and May Fellowship Day (first Friday in May). 


Our Personnel Department is concerned with finding young women who are 
interested in taking up Church work as their vocation. | 


At the Synod at Erie we were represented by Mrs. Pinner, Miss Hall and 
Mrs. Baker, and Mrs. Deal. At this meeting Mrs. Pinner was re-elected President 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Province of Washington; Miss Hall, Chairman of 
Devotions, and Mrs. Deal made the response to the address of welcome. 


Our women have cooperated with the Negro Auxiliaries, helping in every way 
possible to establish their branches on a firm and sure basis. Mrs. Deal attended 
their South Hill meeting and also their Convocation held in Hampton. Mrs. 
Walter Whichard is the liaison officer for the Executive Board and colored branches, 
giving them support and advice where needed. These branches are showing more 
and more interest and efficiency in their work. 


The Church Periodical Club is a cooperating agency of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
We all recognize the need for good books and magazines but how much more im- 
portant are they to missionaries in far off stations, or those at lonely mountain 
missions. The Church Periodical Club, through contributions made by the mem- 
bers of the Woman’s Auxiliary, has sent magazines and books to China, the Philip- 
pines, Alaska, Puerto Rica, Liberia. It is a joy to read the grateful letters from 
recipients. 


Another cooperating agency is the Daughters of the King. There are three 


branches in the Diocese, aiding rectors with loving service. The two rules of their 
order are prayer and service. Four members in our Diocese have over fifty years — 
of membership to their credit and were especially honored for such devotion and | 


length of service at the Synod in Erie.

of $1,107.77. The Executive Board voted at their January meeting to donate 


$600.00 of this balance for the National Council’s deficit. i

work of the Church, the Auxiliary is seeking to aid, with the approval of the Bishop » 
and the rectors, the re-establishment of the Girls’ Friendly Society. A survey of | 
this age group is now being made. We feel that the youth of today will be the , 
leaders of tomorrow and the G. F. S. will help develop Christian leadership in the 
Church. Miss Frances P. Arnold, Assistant to the Executive Secretary of the 
G. F. S. in the U. S. A. will speak at the Spring District Meetings to be held at’ 
Onancock, Hilton Village, Richmond and Danville. a |

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APPENDIX L. 


REpoRT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION 


To the Fifty-seventh Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


This report can be only a report for a portion of the year since the meeting of 
the Fifty-sixth Annual Council. The reason for this is that your present Chair- 
man was not elected until the meeting of the Executive Board which was held on 
September 21, 1948. I mention this because your Department of Promotion was 
not able to do the work in connection with raising funds for the missionary program 
of the Diocese in a way that would bring the best results due to a lack of time and 
a lack of the knowledge of the Diocese. We took over the arrangements that had 
been made by the former Chairman, Mr. Carnan, and went on from there. 


I wish at this time to express my appreciation of all that the Bishops and the 
Archdeacon did to help me. I, also, want to thank Miss Nell Drawbaugh of the 
Diocesan Office. I, also, want to mention the fact that there was a group of lay- 
men without whom the Department of Promotion would have been unable to 
accomplish as much as was accomplished. I refer to the Bishop’s Committee of 
Laymen to whom I express my thanks and appreciation for their help and coopera- 
tion. Due to their assistance, we were able to hold meetings in various parts of 
the Diocese. Meetings were held in Suffolk, Norfolk, Petersburg, Chatham, and 
Amelia Court House. These meetings were well atended and those present re- 
vealed enthusiastic interest in the Diocese. © 

I am happy to announce that the Department of Promotion is being organized 
in preparation for the fall campaign. We have as our Treasurer Mr. Archer 
LeBaron Jones of Newport News. He will, once again, carry on this part of the 
work as he has done so ably in the past. I am also happy to report that the follow- 
ing men have accepted membership in the Department: The Rev. Robert L. 
Gordon, the Rev. Emmett H. Hoy, Jr., the Rev. Winfield Shiers, and the Rev. 
Sydney C. Swann. 

Since the first of January, the Department of Promotion has helped with the 
promotion of “One Great Hour’ and with the Offering of the Presiding Bishop’s 
Fund for World Relief. So far, we have received checks and pledges to the amount 
of $9,000. Also, at the request of the Executive Board, letters were sent out to 
various Parishes asking them to give their Mite Box Offering toward the deficit 
of the Mission Funds in the National Church; this offering to be over and above 
the quota of each Parish and over and above the quota of the Diocese. I am happy 
to report that many Parishes have seen fit to do this. 

And now I come to our plans for next year. When the proposed budget for 
1950 is presented to you, as will be done in a few minutes, you will notice that 
budget is larger than the proposed budget for 1949 which was adopted by the 
Fifty-sixth Annual Council. This to many may seem impractical in the light of 
the fact that we fell short some $7,000 in raising the budget for 1949. In my report 
to the Executive Board in January 1949, I made the following remark: “Some 
way must be found to instill in the clergy and laity a sense of responsibility to the 
Diocese and General Church, but not only a sense of responsibility, but an awaken- 
ing to the fact that no church, no parish, can call itself truly Christian that is 
interested only in itself. This can happen only if we bring about a spiritual awaken- 
ing, an outpouring of the Holy Spirit that will change our lives in so great a measure 
that life takes on a new meaning and we will want to share that experience with 
others so that they, too, will be brought into the light of God’s presence which 
comes only through Jesus Christ.” I repeat these words at this time and I wish 
to add that the theme of our campaign next fall will be “Christian Stewardship.” 
Sums of money will not be stressed. What will be stressed is the fact that this is 
God’s world and that these possessions which we receive from Him are given to 
us in trust that we may use them as God’s stewards to do His work. If only we 
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could come to the realization of this fact; if only we can have this conviction and 
act upon it, then it will not make any difference how large a budget we have for 
there would be more money given to the Lord for His work than even the enlarged 
budget, which will be presented to you for your consideration in a few minutes, 
calls for. 

There is attached to this report the report of the Treasurer of the Department 
of Promotion which I asked to be referred to the Committee on Printing of the 
“Diocesan Journal.”

To the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 
Mr. President, Members of the Council: My report will be in three parts: 


first, matters pertaining to grants now in effect in our Diocese; second, matters of _ 
the disposition of certain Diocesan funds, and third, a resolution pertaining to the | 


general pension policy of our National Church. 


Part 1. Summarizing present grants, The Pension Fund is now paying to 
beneficiaries in the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 7 retired clergymen; 2 clergymen 


suffering total and permanent disability; 32 widows of deceased clergymen, and 3 | 
orphans. The total amount received annually by beneficiaries in our Diocese is 


$20,424. A list of beneficiaries is appended to this report. 


In concluding this phase of my report, may I quote from a letter from Mr. | 


Robert Worthington, Executive Vice-President of the Church Pension Fund? 


““At present the Fund is paying pensions at the rate of almost $1,450,000.00 . 
to over 2,600 individuals. The total will rise year by year until it reaches — 


some $4,000,000.00 a year. Pensions in force at present are as follows:

“Providing for pensions is a long-term project. The span from ordination 
of a group of clergy to final fulfillment of their pensions and those to their 


widows runs up to seventy-five or eighty years. There is no short cut. Thirty-_ 
two years ago the framework of the Fund was established. It was wisely | 


conceived on the principle of certainty. 


“These days of unprecedented high living costs make fixed incomes such. 


as pension seem small. Everyone would like to see the present pensions 


higher. Had the Fund started many years before it did and had clergy stipends | 


in past years been higher, had all clergy had long periods of ministry and had 
the Church felt a higher share of its income should be applied to the purpose, 


pensions now would be greater. Pensions granted in the future will of course | 


be greater. 


“Our Church has the most effective system of all the Communions in 
that its pensions are higher than theirs, the parishes meet their responsibility | 
with closer unanimity and the pensions are certain for the future. Unless’ 
there can be the assurance of certainty, support of a system cannot be ex- | 


pected.” 


Part 2. I am instructed by the Diocesan Executive Committee to present 
for your approval a change in the administration of certain Diocesan funds. ] 
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quote from the minutes of your Executive Board meeting as of April 25th, 1949, 

In compliance with the instructions of these minutes I present the following 
Supplemental Agreement between the Church Pension Fund and the Trustees of 
the Diocese Fund for your approval. 


Part 3. May I quote from a letter to Bishop Gunn from the Diocese of 
California? 


“On February 2nd a resolution was adopted in the Convention of the 
Diocese of California thanking the Trustees for their faithful and efficient 
work and asking General Convention for prompt study of, and action upon, 
the proposals made in the Open Letter. I enclose a copy of the resolution. 
It was seconded by the President of our Standing Committee and carried with- 
out a dissentient vote. 


“Tt would be most helpful if you feel it proper for this resolution, or some 
similar resolution, to be laid before your diocesan convention. If a number of 
dioceses will memorialize General Convention asking for such prompt study 
and action we may hope that a new and happier era may dawn on January 1, 
1950 for the average beneficiary of the Pension Fund.” 


With the approval of our Bishops, I should like to present the following 
resolution for your consideration and adoption: 


Whereas, the clergy and laity of the Diocese of Southern Virginia being deeply 
concerned over the inadequate pensions now provided by the Church Pension Fund 
due to conditions beyond the control of the Trustees of said fund and, 

Whereas, personnel other than clergymen, employed by the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia and by the parishes therein, have no provision for disability or retirement. 

Now, therefore, Be It Resolved, by the Council of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia that the General Convention be memorialized to set up a commission to 
study (a) the principle of the minimum income for beneficiaries under the pension 
plan, and, (4), the inauguration of a Supplemental Contributory Pension Plan 

available to all employees of the Diocese and of the parishes therein. 

And be it further Resolved, that the sincere appreciation of the Diocese be ex- 

‘tended to the Trustees of the Church Pension Fund for the faithful and efficient 
administration of the present actuarially sound Pension Plan.

Under this able and interested active administration, marked improvement is 
evidenced not only physically in house, grounds and farm but also in the spirit of 
the Home personnel. The Home property is in good shape and the spirits and 
health of the occupants excellent. 

The plea of the Board for a wider personal contact with the Home on the 
part of interested individuals and groups in the Diocese has met with some en- 
couragement. This is evidenced chiefly by the growing support of specific girls 
both in dollars and in clothing. There remains, however, a real need for more 
personal contact with each individual girl, evidenced by visits and letters as well 
as by gifts, thus making each girl realize that, in lieu of her broken home environ- 
ment, there is substituted the continuing interest of some person or group. ‘To this 
end there is a standing invitation to all in the Diocese to visit the Home whenever 
in its neighborhood.

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Report oF THE BoarD oF MANAGERS, COMMUNITY 
House AND HospItTat 


To the Bishop of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, Fifty-seventh Council: 


During the year 1948 the work at the Community Center has been carried 
on in its usual efficient manner. Deaconess Madeline Dunlap, head of the Com- 
munity work, and Mae Bonner, R.N., supervisor of the Hospital, bring to the 
people of this large rural area the Christian way of life and the Ministry of Healing. 


Something of the scope of the work of the Deaconess may be visualized in 
knowing that she has travelled 17,000 miles the past year in visitations, conducting 
Church Schools at St. Paul’s, Peytonsburg, and St. John’s, Mt. Airy, and super- 
vising the Auxiliary work of the women. 

At the Hospital, those admitted are mostly Maternity cases. Patients ad- 
mitted during 1948 were 36 adult and 26 infant patients. A total of 62. Regular 
clinics are held for both white and negro. The past year 1,216 people received 
clinical attention. Hospitalization for a mother and baby for nine days, which 
includes medicine and baby formula amounts to about forty-five dollars. 


The hospital maintains a supply of drugs for the use of the hospital in filling 
prescriptions. This department is operated at a profit. 

Upon recommendations from the Board of Managers and the Rev. George R. 
MacClintock, Chairman of the Department of Missions, the Executive Board 
granted permission to enlarge the hospital by the addition of two rooms. One 
room to provide private quarters for the nurse, who now has to live and sleep in 
the receiption room. The other room would provide better facilities for the care 
of patients. $5,400.00 is in hand for this work. 

However, this work is being postponed because a Community Hospital is to 
be erected in South Boston, Virginia, and the Community Hospital in Danville, 
Virginia is to be enlarged. A committee has been appointed by the Executive 
Board of the Diocese to investigate how far the building of these two hospitals will 
be able to provide adequate medical care for the people throughout this section 
and to determine the future need for hospital work at the Dabney Community 
Center.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PAROCHIAL REPORTS 


To the Fifty-seventh Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


By Resolution of Council, March the first is the final date for submitting 
parochial reports to the Secretary of the Council. By March first of this year, 61 
per cent of the number of reports due had been received and 39 per cent were still 
outstanding. Early in March follow-up letters were sent to those who had not 
sent in their reports. On April 8 telegrams and telephone messages were sent to 
those still delinquent. The secretary was compelled to close his tabulations on 
April 20, which he did with 16 churches yet to report. Since April 20 four reports 
have arrived and 12 not yet received. ‘The list of reports not on hand at the time 
when the tabulations were closed is as follows:

ment, was frequently included in 11—Total of payments for Diocesan 
and General Church Program. 
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By using as far as possible, figures from previous .years, and by taking into 
account money actually received in the diocesan office in 1948, and by supplying 
these figures to churches from which no reports were received, the secretary has 
prepared a Summary of Parochial Reports which is presented to this Council in 
the printed folder. 


Your committee submits two recommendations: 
1. That some means be found to assist those churches which find the printed 
forms difficult to understand. 


2. That Council devise some suitable penalty to be applied to those churches 
which fail to submit reports.

Report OF ARCHDEACON TAYLOR 


To the Bishop, and the Fifty-seventh Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


This report covers the period between the 56th and the 57th Annual Diocesan 
Councils. 

A detailed report of my work as Executive Secretary was made to each meeting 
of the Executive Board of the Diocese. 


From the last Council to November in 1948, I assisted the Rev. E. T. Williams, 
by giving one Service in each month to Holy Trinity Church, Onancock. The 
purpose of this was to enable the rector to carry out a schedule of Services agree- 
able to the four Churches in Accomack County. Last November the Bishops 
requested that I be released from this duty, in order to meet a greater need in 
Brunswick County. Since that date Mr. Williams has been assisted by Mr. 
Walkeley Johnson. 


With the help of the Rev. Dr. E. Ruffin Jones, the Rev. Charles H. Holmead 
and Mr. S. Warner Wilbur, Services were given every Sunday morning in Em- 
manuel, Cape Charles, until Ash Wednesday of this year, when the Rev. Edwin R. 
Carter, Jr., took charge. Before Mr. Carter’s arrival, I had a few conferences 
with the vestry of Emmanuel in order to prepare for his coming. At one of these 
conferences Bishop Gunn was present. 


In Brunswick County, since last November, I have administered the Holy 
Communion on one Sunday in each month to St. Andrew’s, Lawrenceville and St. 
Mark’s, Cochran; the morning Service being given in Lawrenceville, and the after- 
‘noon Service at Cochran. On the first and third Sundays, Services at Lawrence- 
ville and Alberta were given by Mr. S. Grayson Clary, who graduates this June 
from the Virginia Seminary. It is planned that Mr. Clary, after his ordination 
‘to the Diaconate, will be made Minister-in-Charge of the Brunswick churches, 
with the Archdeacon giving the Holy Communion once in each month. The 
ivestries of St. Mark’s, Cochran, and Trinity, Alberta, have voted to consolidate, 
and to erect a House of Worship in the Town of Alberta. If this can be done, it 
will undoubtedly strengthen the work of two Missions which are now in a weak 
condition. I have been in conference with the Bishops and with the vestrymen of 
Trinity and St. Mark’s, in an effort to assist them in carrying out their plans. 


On March 15, 1949, the Rev. George Blake Holmes, Deacon, In-Charge-of the 
our churches in West Mecklenburg, was advanced to the Priesthood. Up to that 
late I assisted Mr. Holmes by visiting his churches once in each month for the 
»urpose of administering the Holy Communion. It was a real pleasure to be so 
issociated with the new rector and to watch him get started. 


For several years, the three churches in East Mecklenburg have had no resident 
Ainister, and as a consequence have lost some ground. On one Sunday in each 
aonth, I am giving a morning Service to All Saint’s, South Hill, and an afternoon 
»ervice to St. Andrew’s, Baskerville. I have been unable to minister to Grace, 
?almer Springs. We hope that a young man who is now completing his Seminary 
‘reparation, will be ordained Deacon early this summer and be placed in charge 
f these churches, with residence at South Hill. I have conferred with the Bishops 
ind with the vestries affected, in order to arrange for his coming. I also hope to 
intinue my visits each month to East Mecklenburg, until the Minister is advanced 
) the Priesthood. 

_ Commencing in April, 1949, I have been giving two morning Services in each 
jonth to Johns Memorial Church in Farmville. 

_ || Occasional services were given through the year in the Presbyterian church 
ir the newly formed congregation of St. Ann’s, Appomattox Court House. My 


|

engagements at Farmville have enabled me to start monthly Services at Appo- 
mattox. The little congregation has purchased a lot in the center of the town, and 
now wait patiently, hopefully and prayerfully for certain legal obstacles to be 
cleared away so that the abandoned church building in Prince Edward County 
can be moved to Appomattox. As soon as that is accomplished, we may expect 
more rapid progress in our new Mission. 

Twice since last Council, I have given Services to Christ Church and St, | 
John’s Church in Amelia County. On each occasion I talked with vestrymen and 
the congregations concerning plans for continuing their work. | 

All through the year it has been my great pleasure to have many informal and 
unofficial discussions with Bishop Brown and Bishop Gunn with reference to the | 
Mission work in this Diocese.

REporT OF THE ARCHDEACON FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF COLORED 
WorkK IN THE DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Fifty-seventh Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 


In the report herwith submitted I have included the following phases of our 
work: The Field, the Building Program, Church’s Program and Assessment, and 
Baptisms and Confirmations. 


THE FIELD 


During the past year, the Archdeacon has provided services, with the help of 
the students and some of the members of the faculty of the Bishop Payne Divinity 
School, for the following churches; during the time when they were without a 
minister: 


St. James’, Emporia St. Matthew’s, South Hill St. Andrew’s 
St. Mark’s, Bracey St. John’s, Forksville Danville, and 
St. Thomas, Freeman Trinity, Boydton St Luke’s, 
St. Mary’s, LaCrosse Ascension, Palmer Springs Chatham 


St. Paul’s, Union Level = Christ Church, Halifax 


During the year, we lost from the field by removal one clergyman, the Rev. 
Granville Peaks, who, for the past four years, has served St. Mark’s, Bracey; St. 
Mary’s, LaCrosse; Trinity, Boydton; and Ascension, Palmer Springs. He left 
in June, 1948. 

About June 15, 1948, the Rev. Vernon A. Jones was assigned to the following 
churches: Christ Church, Halifax; St. Luke’s, Chatham; and St. Andrew’s, Dan- 
ville. Then, on March 1, 1949, he was transferred to the following churches. St. 
James’, Emporia, and St. Thomas, Freeman. On the same day, the Rev. Reginald 
Kent was transferred from St. James’, Lunenburg; St. Luke’s, Kenbridge; St. 
Phillip’s, Dillards; and Epiphany, Blackstone to St. Matthew’s, South Hill; St. 
John’s, Forksville; and St. Paul’s, Union Level. The work left vacant by these 
two men, together with the cure left vacant by the Rev. Mr. Peaks is still being 
provided for by the Archdeacon. This-present arrangement will continue through 
the month of May. From all indications, it looks as though we shall have a man 
to take over the St. Mark’s, Bracey cure sometimes in June. Also, the cure of St. 
James’, Portsmouth, and St. Mark’s, Suffolk, has become self-supporting under 
the Rev. Mr. Alston. 


THe BuitpiInc ProcramM 


The new brick structure at St. Paul’s, Union Level, has been nearly completed. 
Very shortly, the work will be fully completed. The congregation has been wor- 


. shipping in the new building about six months now. St. Thomas, Freeman, pur- 


_ chased a new lot on the highway, have purchased material, and have erected a 


new church building to the rafters. They hope shortly to have their building 


completed. Grace Church, Norfolk, has purchased a new plant consisting of 
_ main building for worship, parish house, and rectory. This plant is quite adequate 


to meet the needs of the expanding congregation. The interior of the church 


| building is being remodeled and will soon be ready for occupancy. St. Cyprian’s, 


ampton, has steadily gone forward with her building program. And finally, St. 


| James’, Emporia, has approximately $6,000.00 which the women of the Church 


have raised for the building of a parish house. The work on this building will 
begin shortly. 
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PROGRAM AND ASSESSMENT 


Church’s Program—During the year the churches contributed the sum of 
$4,149.81 toward the Church’s Program, an increase of $744.45 over the amount 
paid the year before. For this year, they subscribed the sum of $5,862.00. 


Diocesan Assessment—Toward the Diocesan Expense Account, the churches 
paid $2,266.80, an increase of $785.54 over what was paid the year before. 


BAPTISMS AND CONFIRMATIONS 


Baptisms—The number of baptisms was only 76 as compared with 145 last 


year. 
Confirmations—There were 166 confirmations as compared with 157 last year. 


Despite the shortage of Ministers in our field, it is encouraging to report that 
in practically every phase of our work, progress has steadily been made, and we 


believe that it will continue.

REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY IN VIRGINIA 


To the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 
This session has been marked by several features. 


1. We have had the largest enrollment in our history: 116 men preparing 
for deacon’s orders, and 12 working for graduate degrees or pursuing special studies. 
The student body has included over 80% veterans, and 50 married men. It is a 
very good group. 

2. The Trustees initiated the first thorough attempt to ascertain the Church’s 
need for clergy, basing this study on the positions for which support in the next 
five years is reasonably assured, and securing the assistance of all the Seminaries 
and all other groups in the Church especially concerned with clerical supply. 


3. The results of this study were such that the Trustees directed the faculty 


to enlarge the student body to approximately 150 next fall, and to enable that to 
be done, authorized several additions to the teaching staff. 


4, One new dormitory has been in operation this session, and two more units 
will be ready for occupancy in the autumn. 
5. The drive for $660,000 for capital expenditures reached its goal; but, un- 


‘ fortunately, the rise in prices and the increased size of the student body and faculty, 
compel us to seek funds in excess of that amount. 


6. A planning committee, of which the chairman is President Pomfret of 
William and Mary College, has formulated a temporary policy to meet the present 
emergency created by the shortage of clergy and is making further studies about 
the long-range policy of the Seminary. 


We are sincerely grateful to our friends in your diocese who have helped us 
with their interest, their prayers and their gifts.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN THE 


DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 
Adopted June 8th, 1893, and as since amended. 


ARTICLE I 


The Diocese of Southern Virginia consists of the following counties in the 
State of Virginia: 

Accomac, Amelia, Appomattox, Brunswick, Buckingham, Charlotte, Chester 
field, Cumberland, Dinwiddie, Elizabeth City, Greensville, Halifax, Isle of Wight, 
James City, Lunenburg, Mecklenburg, Nansemond, Norfolk, Northampton, 
Nottoway, Pittsylvania, Powhatan, Prince Edward, Princess Anne, Prince George, 
Southampton, Surry, Sussex, Warwick and York, and has been declared a con- 
stituent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 


and, having acceded to and adopted the Constitution of that Church, acknowledges 
its authority accordingly. 


AR TICE Ed! 


There shall be a Council of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this Diocese 
yn the second Tuesday in May every year, at such place within the Diocese 
as shall be designated by the Council at its regular meeting of the previous year, 
But in the event of the existence of a cause rendering it necessary or expedient 
‘0 change the place so designated, or the time, or both, the Bishop, or, if there be 
io Bishop, the Standing Committee, may order a change of place, or time of meet- 
ng, or both, upon giving by circular letter four weeks’ notice thereof to the clergy 
mtitled to seats and to the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized 
Missions entitled to Lay representation in the Council.

ARTIGLEIII 


The Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, shall have 
yower to call a Special Council and to name the time and place thereof. The 
vlergy entitled to seats and the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized 
fissions entitled to representation in such Council shall be notified by circular 
vtter at least four weeks previous to the time appointed, of such call, and also 
f the purpose for which said Council is called, and no business shall be trans- 
cted at any such Council other than that stated in the notice. 


ARTICLE TY 


_ 1. The Council shall be composed of the Bishop, and Bishop Coadjutor, 
ad Suffragan Bishop, if there be such, and of Clergy and Laity. 


2. The Clergy entitled to membership in the Council shall be as follows: 
ll ministers of this Church, canonically settled in Parishes or Separate Con- 
gations of this Diocese; all Professors and Teachers in any Theological Semi- 
ty of this Church who are canonically connected with this Diocese; all Chap-

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lains in the Army and Navy who are canonically connected with this Diocese; 
and all Ministers of this Church canonically connected with this Diocese 
who may be performing missionary or other clerical functions under the direc- 
tion of the Ecclesiastical Authority thereof; provided that all such Ministers 
who may be prevented, by age or infirmity, from exercising their clerical func- 
tions, and who were so canonically settled or entitled to membership in the Council 
at the time of their disability, shall not be deprived of their membership by reason 
of their infirmity or disability; provided, also, that no Clergyman who has not 
been canonically connected with the Diocese for the six months preceding the 
meeting of the Council, and no Clergyman under ecclesiastical censure, shall be

entitled to membership in the Council. 


3. The Laity entitled to membership in the Council shall be Communi- 
cants of this Church, as follows: The Chancellor of the Diocese and the Treas- | 
urer of the Diocese, the Secretary of the Diocese and the Historiographer of the: 
Diocese by virtue of their offices; and lay delegates from each Parish or Separate 
Gongregation or Organized Mission, as follows: One to one hundred communicants, 
one delegate; one hundred and one to three hundred communicants, two delegates;. 
three hundred and one to eight hundred communicants, four delegates; eight 
hundred and one or over communicants, six delegates. 

It may be provided, however, by Canon, that no Parish, Separate Congre- | 
gation or Organized Mission which has not paid its assessment for Diocesan Ex-| 
penses for the previous year shall be entitled to lay representation. No person’ 
who is not a stated worshipper in the Parish or Congregation which he is chosen. 
to represent, and no person under ecclesiastical process or censure, shall be entitled | 
to membership in the Council. 


ARTICLE V 


Fifteen members of the Clerical Order and Lay Delegates from fifteen Parishes, 
Separate Congregations and Organized Missions shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, but a smaller number may adjourn. 


ARTICLE VI 


In all matters before the Council the Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in 
one body, and the action of a majority shall give validity to any measure; but 
when five members require it, or where provided for by the Constitution or Canons 
of the Church, there shall be a vote by orders. When a vote by orders is taken 
each Parish and Separate Congregation and Organized Mission shall have one 
vote, and a majority of the votes of the Clergy present and of the Parishes, Separate 
Congregations and Organized Missions represented shall be necessary to a decision. 


ARTICLE VII 


The election of a Bishop or Bishop Coadjutor, or of a Suffragan Bishop 0: 
this Diocese shall be at a regular annual meeting of the Council or at a specia 
meeting called for the purpose, and where a special meeting is called for such 
purpose, notice thereof shall be given as hereinbefore provided. 

In the election, the vote shall be by ballot and’ by orders, a concurren 
majority of the two orders being necessary to a choice; provided, that two-third: 
of all the Clergy entitled to vote and Lay Delegates from two-thirds of all th 
Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized Missions entitled to representa 
tion be present, otherwise two-thirds of the votes of each order present shall be 
necessary to a choice. 


ARTICLE VIII 
The Bishop shall be the President of the Council. It shall be his duty ti 


give the Council annually a report of his official acts and a general view of th 
state ot the Church; and he may declare his views on any subject after it ha 
been discussed, before a vote thereon. The Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one 
shall preside in the Council in the absence of the Bishop. 
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ARTICLE IX 


In case of a vacancy in the Episcopal office, the Council immediately upon 
its assembling, shall choose by joint ballot a President from among the order 
of Presbyters, who shall remain in office until the next annual Council, or until 
the next election of a President. And in case neither the Bishop nor the Bishop 
Coadjutor should be present at any meeting of the Council, it shall elect, by 
ballot, a President pro tempore. 


ARTICLE X 


The Council shall elect annually a Secretary, who shall continue in office 
until his successor is elected. He shall perform such duties as the Council may, 
by canon or otherwise, require. 

The Secretary shall appoint, with the approval of the President of the Council, 
an Assistant Secretary, upon whom, whenever there shall be a vacancy in the 
office of Secretary, the duties thereof shall devolve; and if there should be a vacancy 
in the office of both Secretary and his Assistant, the duties of the Secretary shall 
devolve upon such person as the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, the Standing 
Committee, may appoint. 


ARTICLE XI 


The Council shall elect annually a Treasurer, who shall be a communicant 
of this Church, and who shall continue in office until his successor is elected. 
He shall perform such duties as the Council may, by canon or otherwise, re- 
quire. 

In case of a vacancy in the office by the death or resignation of the Treas- 


| urer, or in case of misconduct, incapacity, or refusal or failure to discharge the 


duties of his office, during the recess of the Council, the Bishop, or if there be no 


| Bishop, the Standing Committee, may fill the said vacancy or remove the said 
_ Treasurer, and appoint a Treasurer pro tempore, who shall take into his custody 
_ all money and other property, and all books and papers belonging to the said 


office, and discharge the duties thereof until the election of a Treasurer by the 


~ Council. 


ARTICLE XII 
The Council shall elect annually an officer to be called the Chancellor of 


the Diocese who shall be a communicant of this Church, and continue in office 


until his successor is elected. He shall be the legal adviser of the Bishop, and of 


» the Standing Committee, and to him shall be referred for advice and, when requi- 


site, for action, all legal questions affecting the property of the Diocese, the validity 


‘of its action in regard thereto, or any other legal question affecting its inter- 


) ests and welfare. 


ARTICLE XIII 
The Council shall elect annually an officer to be called the Historiographer of 


'the Diocese, who shall continue in office until his successor is elected. His duty 


shall be to receive and keep up all documents and papers referring to the his- 


‘ tory of the Diocese. He shall make a report to the Council at each annual meeting. 


ARTICLE XIV 
The Council shall elect annually by ballot a Standing Committee consisting 


/of six members, three of whom shall be of the Clerical Order entitled to mem- 
bership in the Council, and three of the Lay Order who shall be communicants 


of the Church in this Diocese, in good standing. They shall continue in office 


until their successors are elected, and any vacancy occurring by death or other- 
jwise, shall be filled by the remaining Clerical and Lay members. 


The Standing Committee shall have all the authority conferred upon it 
| by the Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America, and in addition thereto shall have such authority and perform 
‘such duties as may be prescribed by the Canons of this Diocese. 
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ARTICLE XV 


The boundaries and limits of the Parishes in this Diocese as established | 
by law prior to May 18, 1785, except so far as they have since been changed or. 
modified by the Convention or Council of the Diocese of Virginia, shall continue, 
subject to such changes, alterations and additions as may from time to time | 
be made by the Council of this Diocese under such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed by Canon; and the Separate Congregations and Missions in any of. 
said Parishes as they existed in the Diocese shall continue as such, subject also 
to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by canon. The Council may 
provide by canon for the admission of new Parishes, Separate Congregations, 
or Organized Missions into union with the Church in this Diocese. 

Every Parish, Separate Congregation, Organized Mission and Mission | 
Church within this Diocese, as now constituted and organized, or which may 
hereafter be constituted and organized, shall be benefited and bound equally by 
every rule and canon which shall be framed by any Council acting under this 
constitution, for the government of this Church. 


ARAICE EX ViL 


This constitution shall not be altered except in the following manner: The 
proposed alteration or amendment shall be submitted in writing to the annual 
Council, and if approved by a majority of each order, shall lie over to the next 
annual Council, and if then adopted by a majority of each order, such alteration 
or amendment shall become valid and obligatory; provided, that if less than two- 
thirds of the Clergy entitled to vote, and Lay Delegates from less than two- 
thirds of the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized Missions entitled 
to representation, be present at the final vote, then two-thirds of those present 
and voting of each order shall be necessary for its final adoption. |

Canon I 
OF A LIST TO BE MADE OF THE MINISTERS IN THE DIOCESE 


Section 1. Within one week before each stated meeting of the Council 
of this Diocese, the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Clergy of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, canonically resident in this Diocese with the names of their 
respective cures, or of their stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, 
or other Seminaries of learning in which they are engaged, or, in regard to those 
who have no cure, or who are not engaged in Missions or Institutions of learning, 
as above, their places of residence only and he shall specify in said list those who 
are entitled to membership in the Council. And such list, corrected as hereinafter 
mentioned shall be laid before the Council on the first day of meeting, and the 
names of the Clergy shall be called therefrom. The said list shall be prefixed 
by the Secretary to the Journal, and by him shall be transmitted to the Secre- 
tary of the General Convention. 


Section 2. The list of the Clergy of this Diocese, so prepared by the 
Bishop or Standing Committee, and corrected according to the changes which 
may occur, whether by death, ordination, discipline, or canonical removals from 
or admissions into this Diocese shall be prima facie evidence of a Clergyman’s 
canonical connection with this Diocese, but no Clergyman, while suspended 
from the Ministry shall have a place on said list. 


Section 3. The right of any Clergyman to membership in the Council 
shall, if questioned, be determined according to the provisions of the Consti- 
tution and Canons by the Council itself. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Clergy to attend every meeting 
of the Council of this Diocese; and any Clergyman who fails to attend shall 
make his excuse to the Bishop. 


Canon II 
OF LAY DELEGATES AND THE EVIDENCE OF THEIR APPOINTMENT 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of each Parish, Separate Congregation and 
Organized Mission in union with the Church in this Diocese, to send to the Council 
the number of Lay Delegates to which it may be entitled. The Delegates shall 
be chosen by the Vestries or, if there be no Vestry, by the qualified voters of the 
Parish or Congregation. 


Section 2. The election of Lay Delegates to the Council of this Diocese 
shall be certified in duplicate by the Rector, and the Register or one of the Ward- 
ens of the Parish or Congregation, or if there be no Rector, by one of the Ward- 
ens and the Register; and if there be no Vestry, the certificate shall be signed by 
the Rector, if there be one, or if there be no Rector, by the persons who con- 
ducted the election. 
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Section 8. The Certificate of election shall be as follows:

But the Council shall have the right, if it deem proper, to receive other evidence 
of election when such certificate has been lost, or is not in proper form. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the proper officer or officers of each 
Parish or Congregation to furnish the Delegates chosen a certificate of his elec- 
tion, and to transmit a duplicate thereof to the Secretary of the Council as soon 
after the election as practicable; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to pre- 
pare a list of the persons so certified to him, which list shall be used in the organ- 
iZation of the Council, and shall be received as evidence that the persons named 
therein are entitled to seats. The Secretary shall call the roll of the Delegates 
so certified. Should a doubt arise as to the right of any Lay Delegates to mem- 
bership, the matter shall be referred to a committee on election for examination 
and report. 


Canon III 
OF THE DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY OF THE COUNCIL 


Section 1. The Secretary of the Council shall record the proceedings of 
the Council, and have them printed in a journal as it shall direct, preserve its 
journals and records, attest its public acts, and faithfully deliver to his successor 
all books, papers and records in his possession relating to its affairs. He shall 
keep a list of the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized Missions en- 
titled to representation in the Council, and publish the same annually in the 
Journal. 


Section 2. He shall give notice as required by the Constitution of the time 
and place of the meeting of the Council, and in case of a vacancy in the office 
of President of the Council, he shall call the Council to order upon its assembling 
and preside over the same until a President is elected. 


Section 3. He shall perform such other duties as are prescribed by the 
Canons, or which by resolution the Council may require.

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Canon IV 
OF THE DUTIES OF THE TREASURER OF THE DIOCESE 


The Treasurer of the Diocese shall receive and safely keep all money and 
other property confided to his custody, and disburse and dispose of the same as 
may be ordered by the Council. He shall render annually to the Council an 
account, showing all money and other property received by him, and the manner 
in which he has disbursed or disposed of the same. 


Canon V 
OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 


Section 1. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopal Office the duties to be 
performed by the Bishop, as to discipline, except pronouncing sentence of sus- 
pension, or deposition from the Ministry, shall be performed by the Standing 
Committee. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee, at every Annual 
Council, to make a report of its proceedings. 


Canon VI 
OF FINANCES 


Section 1. The fiscal year shall begin January first. 


Section 2, All accounts having to do with the receipt and expenditure 
or investment of money of all Diocesan organizations shall be audited at the 
close of each year by a certified public accountant; provided, however, that if 
the amount of income for the year as shown by the account shall be less than 
three thousand dollars, or if a certified public accountant is not available, the 
audit may be made by an accountant bookkeeper in no way connected with the 
subject matter of the account. 


Section 3. The Executive Board shall recommend to Council each year 
the basis and rates of assessment for Diocesan expenses; which rates may be 
based on current expenses alone, or may be based in part on current expenses, 
and in part on the number of communicants of each congregation, as reported 


_ in the Journal. To the extent that the rate is based on current expenses, it shall

be a fixed percentage of the current expenses of each congregation as reported 


\ for the last year shown in the Journal; and to the extent that the rate is based

on the number of communicants, if at all, it shall be a fixed amount for each white 


| communicant as reported for such year, but may be a different fixed amount for

each colored communicant so reported, provided that a special assessment may 
be made for any congregation whose current expenses are less than $100.00. The 
Executive Board shall likewise recommend such assessment as it may deem just 


| on all congregations whose reports do not appear in the Journal. 


Section 4. Each Annual Council shall, after receiving the recommendations 


’ of the Executive Board, proceed to adopt the rates of assessment, and when deemed 
| Proper fix assessments on congregations whose current expenses do not exceed 
one hundred dollars. On or before the beginning of each year the Treasurer of 


_ the Diocese shall calculate the assessment for Diocesan expenses at the rates fixed 
_ by Council for each Parish, Separate Congregation, Organized Mission, and 
_ Mission Church, and shall notify the Treasurers thereof of these assessments. 
| The assessments shall be due immediately but shall be payable in twelve monthly 
| Installments on or before the middle of each calendar month beginning with January. 
The Treasurer shall report to the next annual Council the names of Parishes, 
\Separate Congregations, Organized Missions, and Mission Churches which were 
on that day in default, together with the amounts due. 


Section 5. All motions or resolutions providing for appropriations shall 
‘be referred to the Committee on Finance, and no appropriation shall be made 
after the adoption of the rates of assessment for the year. 
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Canon VII 
OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


Section 1. There shall be an Executive Board constituted as follows: The 
Bishop; the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one; the Secretary of the Council; the 
Treasurer of the Diocese; the President of the Diocesan Branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary; the Dean of the Colored Convocation; three clergymen and four laymen 
to be elected by ballot at each Annual Council; and three members elected by the 
Executive Board. A majority of the elected members of the Board shall constitute 
a quorum. The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring between Council 
meetings. 

Section 2. The Executive Board shall foster and coordinate the program of 
the Diocese, and perform such work as shall be committed to it by Council or in 
these Canons. It shall initiate and develop such new work as it may deem neces- 
sary, but shall in all matters be subject to the direction of the Council. The 
Board shall hold not less than three meetings between Annual Councils, and shall 
make a report to the Annual Council. 

Section 3. A Board member elected to such office at three consecutive meet- 
ings of the Council shall not be eligible for re-election at the next Annual Council. 

Section 4. The Executive Board shall be authorized to appoint and to de- 
fine the scope of the work of such Departments as it shall determine. The Chair- 
men of such Departments shall be elected from the membership of the Board 


and shall hold office for one year. The Bishop shall be ex-Officio a member of © 


each Department. Each Department shall make to the Executive Board on or 
before the first of April each year a report in writing of the work done under its 


direction. This report shall include a Departmental budget for the succeeding | 


calendar year. 
Section 5. The Executive Board shall be authorized to elect, direct and 


determine the salary of Executive and field Secretaries for work in the Diocese. _ 


Such items shall be included in the budget submitted to the Annual Council. 


Canon VIII 
OF DEPUTIES TO THE PROVINCIAL SYNOD 


At each annual Council, except that of the year of the meeting of the General _ 
Convention, there shall be elected by ballot, four clergymen, who shall be canon-_ 


ically resident in the Diocese, and four laymen, who shall be communicants of 


this Church and domiciled in the Diocese, to be deputies to the Provincial Synod, | 


who shall serve until others are elected. 


Canon IX 
OF DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION 


Section 1. At the regular Annual Council preceding the meeting of the 
General Convention there shall be elected by ballot the full number of Clerical | 
and Lay Deputies to the General Convention to which this Diocese is entitled ; 


under the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States | 
of America, and also in the same manner, a like number of Clerical and Lay. 
Deputies to act as Alternates as hereinafter provided. In such election a majority. 
of all the votes cast shall be necessary to a choice. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of each of the Deputies elected to signify | 
to the Secretary of the Council, thirty days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, whether he accepts or declines the appointment. Should any Deputy. 
elected decline or fail to signify his- acceptance, or should a vacancy occur by 
removal from the Diocese, deposition, death or other cause, the Secretary of 
the Council shall issue the certificate of election to that Alternate Deputy of the’ 
order in which the vacancy occurs, who received the highest number of votes, 
and if there be more than one vacancy, the others shall be selected in like manner. 
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Canon X 
OF EXAMINING CHAPLAINS 


At each Annual Council the Bishop shall nominate not more than six clergy- 
men, canonically resident in the Diocese, to serve as Examining Chaplains and 
when such nomination shall be approved by the Council they shall serve for one 
year and until their successors shall be elected. 


Canon XI 
OF THE DIVISION OF PARISHES 


Section 1. Whenever the members of the Church residing in a particular 
portion of any Parish, shall desire to separate from the Parish of which they form 
a part, it shall be lawful for them to assemble, after public notice given in the 
church or place of public worship, or posted upon the door of the same, and ap- 
point a committee to take such measures as may be necessary. 


Section 2. The committee thus appointed shall give to the Bishop and 
to the Vestry (if there be one) of the Parish from which they desire to be sep- 
arated, or to the vestries, if there be more than one in the Parish, a formal notice 
of their intention to apply for such separation, which notice shall contain a de- 
scription of the proposed line or lines of division, and shall be sent to the Bishop 
and said Vestry or Vestries at least three months before the meeting of the Council 
to which the application shall be made. 


Section 3. Said application shall be made in the form of a petition to 
the Council, and shall set forth the considerations which are supposed to render 
the division desirable; whereupon the Council may, if it deems it expedient, 
proceed to divide said Parish and to constitute the portion thereof applying for 
separation a new Parish, with all rights and privileges of other Parishes of this 
Diocese. 

Section 4. As soon after the adjournment of the Council as may be prac- 
tical, the committee aforesaid shall give at least two weeks’ notice to the mem- 
bers of the Church residing in the new Parish, to assemble for the election of a 
Vestry, which election shall be conducted according to the requirements of the 
Canon providing for the election of Vestries. 


Section 5. The committee aforesaid, or a majority of those who may 
attend, shall judge of the qualifications of electors, of the qualification of persons 
proposed to be elected, and of the election; and those persons whom said com- 
mittee shall declare to be duly elected, shall be the Vestry of said Parish until 
the election and qualification of the succeeding Vestry. 


Canon XII 


OF CHANGING THE LINE OR BOUNDARIES BETWEEN TWO OR 
MORE PARISHES 


Section 1. Whenever two or more Parishes desire to change the lines 
or boundaries between them, upon the petition of the Vestries of such Parishes 
the Council may make such change and readjust the lines of said Parishes so 
petitioning. 

Section 2.- The petition shall be made to the Council, and shall set forth 
the considerations which are supposed to render the change desirable, and shall 
contain a description of the line or lines proposed to be changed, and notice thereof 
shall be given to the Bishop at least three months before the meeting of the Council 
to which the application shall be made; whereupon the Council may, if it deem 
it expedient, proceed to change the lines or boundaries between said Parishes. 


Canon XIII 
OF THE FORMATION OF NEW CONGREGATIONS WITHIN A PARISH 


Section 1. When any number of persons belonging to any Parish or Con- 


| gregation, sufficient to build a house of worship and provide for the support of 
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a Minister, desire to form a Separate Congregation within the Parish to which 
they belong, they may proceed as required in the Canon on the division of Parishes, 
except that in such case the direction as to a line or lines of division is inapplicable. 
The Council may, on such petition, constitute the applicants a Separate Congre- 
gation, with right to representation in the Council, and any such Congrega- 
tion so formed shall be subject to the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese. 


Section 2. No new Church shall be erected, or new congregation estab- 
lished, in any parish without the consent of all the vestries in said parish, and of 
the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, but if such consent be not given, an 
appeal may be taken to Council, and its decision shall be final. 


Section 3. When a Parish or Separate Congregation is dependent on 
diocesan aid for the payment of any part of the minister’s salary or pension fund 
premiums, either directly or by combining with any Parish, Separate Congrega- 
tion or Mission which is receiving aid, it shall thereby revert to the status of an 
Organized Mission and the appointment and removal of the rector or minister 
in charge shall be entirely in the hands of the Bishop, and shall so continue until 
such dependence shall cease, provided that the foregoing shall not apply to, or 
affect, any Parish or Separate Congregation which shall have undertaken the 
establishment or support of a mission in addition to the work of the Parish or 
Separate Congregation, and when the aid received is solely for the benefit of this 
mission work. 


Canon XIV 
OF MISSION CHURCHES 


Section 1. When any number of persons belonging to any Parish or Con- 
gregation desire a separate and independent organization, but cannot comply 
with the requirements of the Canon in regard to the formation of Separate Con- 
gregations, they may, until they are so able, proceed to organize a Mission Church 
upon the following conditions: 


“They must obtain the consent of all the Vestries in said Parish and of the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, but if such consent be not given, an appeal 
may be taken to Council, and its decision shall be final.” 


When any Mission Church shall be organized, the Ecclesiastical Authority 
shall give notice of such organization to the Secretary of the Diocese, and shall ap- 
point a male communicant of the Mission Church to act as Warden and suitable 
persons to act as register and treasurer. The Warden and register and treasurer so 
appointed shall perform the duties required of other Wardens, registers and 
treasurers. 


Secrion 2. Any Mission Church so organized may make application to 
Council to be recognized and received as an Organized Mission. Such appli- 
cation shall be signed by the Warden and register and treasurer, and the minister 
in charge, if there be one, and shall show: 


1—The name by which the Organized Mission is to be known. 
2—Its location. 


3—That the approval of the Vestry or Vestries and of the Ecclesiastical 
Authority had been obtained, as required by Section 1 of this Canon. 


4—The amount which the proposed Organized Mission can contribute to 
its support. 


Section 3. If such Mission Church shall be recognized and received by 
Council as an Organized Mission, then it shall elect a Vestry. The election shall 
be in accordance with, and the duties of the Vestry shall be defined by the pro- 
visions of the Canons which apply to other Vestries, but such Vestry shall not 
have the right to call a minister. 

Section 4. The Bishop shall have the right of appointment of ministers 
to, and of their removal from, any Mission Church or Organized Mission. The 
missionary work of the Diocese shall be under the supervision and control of the 
Bishop, and the Bishop shall have the right to appoint Archdeacons. 
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Section 5. A list of the Mission Churches and Organized Missions shall 
be published annually in the Journal. 


Section 6. When any Congregation desires to establish a parochial mission 
the said Congregation shall obtain the approval of the Vestries of the Parish in 
which the mission is to be located. It shall also obtain the approval of the Ec- 
clesiastical Authority of the Diocese. 


Canon XV 
OF THE ELECTION AND MEETINGS OF VESTRIES 


ELecTION oF VESTRYMEN: "THEIR NUMBER 


Section 1. Each Parish, Separate Congregation and Organized Mission shall 
annually elect, by ballot, not less than three nor more than eighteen male com- 
municants, twenty-one years of age and otherwise qualified to vote as hereinafter 
defined, who, with the minister in charge, shall constitute the Vestry thereof, until 
their successors are chosen and qualified. A majority of all votes cast shall be 
necessary to a choice. 

The Vestrymen so elected shall enter upon their duties the first day of January 
following, or, if the election be subsequent to that date, immediately upon election. 
The number elected shall be the same as for the preceding year, unless changed 
by the Vestry in advance, or by a majority vote of the assembled electors before 
actual balloting begins, provided, however, that, in the case of a new Parish, 
Separate Congregation, or Organized Mission, the number may be fixed by Council 
at the time it is admitted. 

When three desirable communicants, eligible as Vestrymen, cannot be found 
to act as such, the electors, assembled as for an election, may make such provision 
as they shall deem proper for the management of the temporal affairs of their 
Parish, Congregation or Mission, until such time as a Vestry may be elected and 
qualify. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF ELECTORS 


| Section 2. All confirmed persons, eighteen years of age or over who have 
| been enrolled as members of the Congregation for the six months last past, and 
| have been regular participants in its religious exercises, unless hindred by sickness 
or other sufficient cause, shall be entitled to vote. 


PLACE AND TIME OF ELECTION 


Section 3. The election shall be held at the usual place of worship, or at 
, some other convenient place. The time and place of the election shall be fixed 
by the Vestry, but if the vestry fail to act at least two weeks before the Second 
Monday in Advent, the minister may fix the same, and if there be none, the wardens. 
_ In case no provision for an election is made as provided above, prior to the 20th 
| day of December, any three qualified electors many bring the matter to the atteu- 
tion of the Bishop. If the Bishop be of the opinion that the election is too long 
delayed, he may order an election at such time and place as he shall see fit 


NorTIcEe OF THE ELECTION 


Section 4. Due notice of the time and place of the election shall be given 
_ at public services on the two Sundays next preceding, or by mail to all qualified 
, voters as far as practicable, or by posting at the front door of the Church or other 
| place of worship, or if there be none, at two or more public places within the 
’ Parish or Cure, at least two weeks before the election. 

| 
THE JupceEs or ELECTION 


Section 5. The Vestry shall appoint three persons, not more than two ot 
_ whom shall be from their own body, to serve as judges of election. In case no 
/ such judges be appointed, the Chairman of the meeting shall appoint three electors 
)to act as judges. The judges shall decide the qualifications of voters, and of 
‘those elected as Vestrymen. The Secretary of the meeting, if there be one, other-

t 
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wise the judges of the election, shall certify to the Register of the Vestry the 


result of the election, and such certificate shall be spread upon the minutes of 


the Vestry. 
Two or More ConcGREGATIONS IN ONE CuRE 

Section 6. In case there be in one Cure two or more congregations, each 
shall elect separately the number of Vestrymen to which it is entitled. The 
number for each congregation shall be determined in advance by the Vestry of the 
Cure, or if not so determined shall be the same as for the preceding year, but 
the total number for the Cure shall not exceed eighteen, unless there be more than 
six congregations, in which case the number shall not exceed three times the 
number of congregations. The Vestrymen elected by each congregation, with the 
minister, shall have charge of the temporal affairs so far as they relate only to 
that congregation. All of the Vestrymen so elected, together with the minister, 
shall constitute the Vestry of the Cure and have charge of all matters that pertain 
to the Cure as a whole. 

Vestry MEETINGS 


Section 7. (a) Assoon as may be after January first following the election, 
or if not elected until after January Ist, as soon as may be after their election, 
the Vestrymen shall assemble at such time and place as the Minister shall ap- 
point, or as shall otherwise be designated, and shall proceed to organize the Vestry. 
The Register and Treasurer of the former Vestry shall attend. 

(b) Other meetings of the Vestry shall be held at such times as the Vestry 
may prescribe; and may be held at any time upon the call of the Minister, or 
of any two Vestrymen. 

(c) The Minister shall preside at all meetings, if he be present, and shall 
be entitled, in addition to his vote as a member of the Vestry, to give the casting 
vote in case of a tie, unless it be upon a matter in which he is personally inter- 
ested. The proceedings shall be opened with one or more Collects and the Lord’s 
Prayer. 

(d) At all meetings of the Vestry a majority of the members shall consti- 
tute a quorum, but for the purpose of determining a quorum no Vestryman shall 
be counted who has not subscribed to the declaration set forth in Section 8 below. 


QUALIFYING DECLARATION 


Section 8. Every person chosen as a Vestryman, before he acts as such, 
shall qualify by subscribing to the following declaration: 


I do believe the Holy Scripture to contain all things necessary to 
salvation; and I do solemnly engage to conform to the doctrine, dis- 
cipline, and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America; and I promise that I will faithfully execute the office 
of: Vestry mantel eo ee Parish (Church or Mission) in 
a eas! ae DE alae County (or City), according to my best knowledge 
and skill. 

OFFICERS OF THE VESTRY 
Section 9. The Vestry shall elect two Wardens (or where there are a 
number of congregations as provided for in Section 6 of this Canon, one Warden 
for each congregation), a Register and a Treasurer, who shall continue in office 
until their successors are elected. "The Wardens must be members of the Vestry. 


How VAcANCIES FILLED 


Section 10. Vacancies in the Vestry may be filled at any meeting by the 
remaining members, but no one shall be elected unless he shall receive the votes 
of a majority of the members of the Vestry. 


Canon XVI 


OF THE DUTIES*OF VESTRIES 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Vestry to elect a Rector; to co 
operate with him for the promotion of the spiritual welfare of his cure; to see 


\ 
; 
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that he is properly supported, and that his salary and pension fund premiums, 
other than the pro rata distribution from general funds, be paid with regularity 
and punctuality; to make provision to pay the assessment for the Diocesan 
expenses; to make and execute all contracts for the erection, furnishing and 
preservation of the church edifice and other church property; to regulate the use 
of the Parish graveyard; to make proper provision for sacred music subject to 
the control of the Rector; to provide for the appointment of trustees under the 
laws of the State of Virginia authorized to hold the legal title to the Church prop- 
erty, and generally as constituted agents of the Parish or Congregation to trans- 
act all its temporal business. 


Section 2. When a Parish or Congregation becomes vacant, it shall be 
the duty of the Vestry to give notice thereof forthwith to the Bishop, or if there 
should be no Bishop, to the President of the Standing Committee. 


Canon XVII 
OF THE DUTIES OF WARDENS AND OTHER PARISH OFFICERS 


Section l. It shall be the duty of the Wardens to keep watch over the 
Church property; to see that it is duly prepared for every occasion of public 
worship; to see that the sexton and other employees properly perform their 
duties; to collect the offerings of the people; to take charge of the font and com- 
munion plate; to provide out of the Parish Funds, under the direction of the Vestry, 
a sufficient supply of vestments and books to be used in Public Worship, and also 
the elements for the Celebration of the Holy Communion; to attend the accom- 
modation of the congregation with seats, and to maintain order and decorum 
during the time of public worship. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Register of the Vestry to take charge 
of the Parish Records; to keep correct entries of all proceedings of the Vestry; 
and when there is no rector, to enter upon the Church Register usually kept by 
the Rector, all baptisms, specifying the Christian and surnames of the parents, 
with the name and date of birth and baptism of the person baptized; also all 
marriages, deaths, and funerals, with the dates and names of parties, and in 
like manner all confirmations administered in, and communicants lost or gained 
by the Parish, and furnish a report of the same to the Annual Council of the 
Diocese. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to take charge of all offer- 
ings and income collected for the expenses of the Parish or Congregation, and 
disburse the same under the direction of the Vestry. He shall also take charge 
of all offerings made for special purposes, except communion alms, and pay over 
or disburse the same for the objects and purposes for which they were made by 
the Congregation. And he shall make a report thereof to the Vestry. 


Canon XVIII 
OF THE CARE TO BE EXERCISED IN THE ENROLLMENT 
OF COMMUNICANTS 


All Ministers shall be careful in the enrollment of communicants, and shall 
require, as far as practicable, that communicants removing from one Parish 
to another shall conform to the provisions of the General Canon on that sub- 
ject. 


Canon XIX 
OF THE DUTIES OF MEMBERS OF THE CHURCH 


The members of this Church shall conform to its teachings and to the creed 


) upon which it is founded, and shall, as far as in them lies, live in the exercise 


of those Christian principles and duties prescribed in the Holy Scriptures and 
illustrated in the Book of Common Prayer, and shall further instruct their families 


_ and those dependent on them in the like duties and principles, both by example 
\ and precept. They shall use all sober and godly conversation, shall daily ex- 
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ercise family worship, be charitable in act and word, and shall celebrate and 


keep holy the Lord’s day, giving all due attention to the services of the Church 


and to Public Worship. 
Canon XX 


OF THE TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN NOT BEING A BISHOP 


Section 1. Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop, 
shall become liable to presentment and trial under-the provision of any Canon 
of the General Convention or of the Diocesan Council, the mode of proceeding 
and trial in this Diocese shall be as follows: A presentment in writing shall be 
made to the Bishop, specifying the offense or offenses with which the accused is 
charged, with reasonable certainty as to the time, place and circumstances. The 
presentment shall be accompanied by a further statement in writing, giving 
the names of the witnesses and the purport of their evidence, and also any docu- 
mentary evidence relating to the case. 


Section 2. Such presentment may be made by the Vestry of the Parish 
or Congregation to which the accused belongs, or by any three Presbyters of the 
Diocese entitled to membership in the Council; or in case of alleged misconduct 
in another Diocese, by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese; also whenever 
from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop shall have reason to believe that any 
Clergyman is under the imputation of having been guilty of any offense or offenses 
for which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church requires 
an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons to examine the case, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, and if any persons other than Pres- 
byters be appointed they shall be communicants of this Church in good standing. 
A majority of the persons so appointed may make the examination, and if there is 
in their opinion a sufficient ground for presentment, they shall present the Clergy- 
man accordingly. The Vestry, Presbyters or persons so appointed by the Bishop 
to examine the case shall act as a committee of prosecution on any presentment 
made by them respectively. 

Section 3. When the presentment is made to the Bishop, if it appears 
to him that the facts charged do not constitute an offense, he may, by and with 
the consent of the Standing Committee, dismiss it; or if the presentment allege 
facts, some of which do and some of which do not constitute an offense, he may, 
by and with the like consent of the Standing Committee, allow it in part and 
dismiss it as to the residue, or permit it to be amended; provided, that any Clergy- 
man charged with an offense so dismissed may himself demand that the trial 
shall proceed, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4. When the presentment shall be allowed in whole or in part 
by the Bishop, he shall immediately proceed to the trial according to the fol- 
lowing provisions: He shall cause a copy of the presentment to be served on 
the accused according to the laws in force in the State of Virginia for serving 
notices. He shall nominate from among the Clergy entitled to membership in 
the Council, eight Presbyters other than members of the Standing Committee, 


and not being parties to the presentment, and shall cause a list of their names’ 


to be served on the accused at the time the presentment is served, and in the same 
manner. Within twenty days after such service the accused shall choose five 
of the eight Presbyters so nominated, and make known to the Bishop in writing 
the names of the Presbyters so chosen; but if the accused should fail so to do 
within the twentv days aforesaid, the Bishop shall choose five from the said 
list, and the Presbyters so chosen shall constitute a court for the trial of the ac- 
cused. 

Section 5. The Court so chosen shall meet at such time and place within 
the Diocese as the Bishop shall direct, and shall organize by electing a Presi- 
dent and a Secretary, the former of whom shall be from their own body, and shall 
have power to adjourn from time to time and from place to place (but always 
within the Diocese) as they shall deem necessary. 


Section 6. A written notice of the time and place of the first meeting 
of the court shall be served, in the manner hereinbefore provided for the service 
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of the presentment, on the accused, at least ten days before such meeting, and 
also on the persons making the presentment. 


Section 7. If at the time appointed for the first meeting of the court the 
whole number of five Presbyters shall not attend, then those who do attend may 
adjourn from time to time, and if after one adjournment or more, it shall appear 
to them improbable that the whole number will attend within a reasonable time, 
then those who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the court 
and proceed to the trial and a majority of them shall decide all questions and 
in case of a tie, the president of the court shall have the deciding vote. 


Section 8. The accused may appear either in person or by counsel, and 
if he appear before proceeding to trial, he shall be called on by the court to say 
whether he is guilty of the offense or offenses with which he is charged, and if he 
neglect or refuse to answer, or fail to appear, the plea of ‘“‘not guilty” shall be en- 
tered for him and the trial shall proceed. 


Section 9. At the request of the accused or of the prosecutors, witnesses 
may be summoned by the Bishop before the meeting of the court; after the 
court is convened they shall be summoned by the president of the Court. The 
trial shall proceed without formal pleadings. All testimony shall be given under 
oath or affirmation, administered by the president of the court or by some officer 
authorized by law, and shall be taken down in writing; but the rules of evidence 
enforced in civil or criminal courts shall not be strictly followed or observed, 
but the real facts of the case shall be ascertained. In case the testimony of any 
witness is desired, whose attendance at trial cannot be obtained, his deposition 
may be taken, after reasonable notice, according to laws in force in the State of 
Virginia in civil cases, before a commissioner to be appointed by the Bishop, if 
required before the court shall have convened or by the court after it has con- 
vened. 


Section 10. A record of all proceedings shall be kept by the Secretary. 


SecTion 11. The court having deliberately considered the evidence shall 
without delay declare its judgment in writing, which shall be in accordance with 
the evidence and facts presented. The judgment shall be signed by the mem- 
bers of the court who sit in the case or by a majority of them, and shall declare 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of the charge or charges, or of any 
of them, preferred against him, in the order set forth in the presentment, and 
also if guilty of the said charge or charges, or any of them, what punishment 
shall be imposed, which judgment, with all the evidence, shall be forthwith de- 
livered to the Bishop. If the judgment of the court should declare the accused 
not guilty of all the charges, then it shall be final, and the Bishop shall cause 
notice thereof to be given to all the Parishes and Congregations in the Diocese; 
but if the judgment shall declare the accused guilty of the said charge or charges, 
or any of them, the Bishop, unless he sees cause to mitigate or remit the punish- 
ment or to grant a new trial, shall pronounce sentence according to the judgment 
of the court and such sentence shall be final. In case a new trial is granted, 
a new court shall be constituted and organized, according to the provisions of 
this Canon. 


Section 12. If after a presentment has been allowed in whole or in part 

by the Bishop, but before the court is organized and convened as hereinbefore 

| provided, the accused Clergyman shall in writing confess the truth of the charges 

_ against him the Bishop shall forthwith proceed to pronounce: such sentence, as 

he by and with the advice of the Standing Committee shall judge to be proper, 

and if at any time during the trial, the accused shall make like confession, the 

_ court shall proceed to impose the punishment and certify its judgment, as here- 

\ inbefore provided, to the Bishop, who shall, unless he sees cause to mitigate or 
’ remit the punishment, pronounce the sentence. 


Section 13. In case the accused shall exercise the privilege of appearing 
/ by counsel, but not otherwise, those presenting shall have the like privilege. 
_ If the accused should desire it a copy of any documentary evidence adduced against 
_ him shall be furnished him, and if he should so desire, the trial shall be in public. 


| 


! 
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Section 14. Incase a presentment is made during a vacancy in the Episcopal 
office, such presentment shall be made to the Standing Committee, who shall 
thereupon take such steps and exercise such powers as are by this Canon enjoined 
on the Bishop; provided, that on receiving the proceedings and judgment of the 
court, it shall transmit the same to the Bishop of some other Diocese, who shall 
be requested and is hereby authorized to act thereon, as if he were the Bishop of 
this Diocese. 


Section 15. All judgments and proceedings under this Canon shall after 
they have been acted on by the Bishop, be transmitted by him to the Standing 
Committee, who shall preserve the same. 


Section 16. All expenses incurred under this Canon shall be defrayed 
by the Treasurer of the Diocese out of the ‘““Fund for Diocesan Expenses” by 
order of the Committee on Finance. 


Canon XXI 


OF THE PROCEEDINGS IN THE TRIAL OF A LAYMAN, AFTER EX- 
PULSION BY THE MINISTER FROM THE HOLY COMMUNION 


If any person repelled from the Holy Communion shall allege to the Bishop, 
that injustice has been done, or if, notwithstanding he shall have professed him- 
self ready and willing, in truth and sincerity to comply with the requisitions 
expressed in the Rubric in order to be restored to the Holy Communion, his re- 
pulsion shall be continued, he may present his complaint in writing to the "Bishop, 
setting forth the ground thereof, and desiring that he may be restored to the 
Communion, whereupon the Bishop, unless he thinks fit to restore the communi- 
cant from the insufficiency of the cause assigned by the Minister, shall nominate 
two of the Clergy and two of the Laity, of whom the Minister repelling shall 
select one of the Clergymen, and the communicant one of the Laymen; and it 
shall be the duty of the two thus chosen to take without delay the evidence in 
the case, under oath and in writing, of such witnesses as may be produced by 
either of the parties and to certify the same to the Bishop, who, thereupon, unless 
for his own satisfaction, or for good cause shown by either of the parties inter- 
ested he shall desire further evidence, shall proceed to adjudge the case. If further 
evidence be required, it shall be obtained and certified, either by the same com- 
mission, or by another appointed in the manner above prescribed, as the Bishop 
may direct. And when the evidence is thus procured, the Bishop shall adjudge 
the case, and shall communicate his judgment whenever made to the Minister 
repelling, and to the communicant repelled, which judgment shall be final and 
conclusive; provided, that in case his judgment shall direct a further continu- 
ance of the repulsion, it shall, nevertheless, be subject to all the conditions and 
provisions of the Rubric. 


Canon XXII 
OF THE CHURCH PENSION FUND 


Section 1. In conformity with the resolutions adopted by the General 
Convention of 1913, setting forth the principles upon which a pension system 
for the clergy of the Church and their dependents should be constructed, pur- 
suant to which the corporation entitled the Church Pension Fund has been cree | 
ated to carry these principles into effect, the Diocese of Southern Virginia hereby | 
enters into the system known as the Church Pension Fund. 


Section 2. The Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese shall appoint an- 
nually, a Committee to be entitled The Committee on Church Pension Fund, | 
and to consist of three Clergymen and two laymen. The duties of this Com- 
mittee shall be as follows: 

1. To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fund the canonical roll | 
of the Clergy of this Diocese, and of the clergy belonging to other dioceses or | 
missionary districts who may be licensed to officiate in this Diocese, with a state- ' 
ment of the stipends received by each of said clergymen from any parish, mission, | 
or other ecclesiastical organization in this Diocese. 
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2. To secure from the Church Pension Fund annually a statement of the 
premiums necessary to be paid by each parish, mission, or other ecclesiastical 
organization 1n the Diocese, in order that the clergyman in receipt of stipends 
from such parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations may be en- 
titled respectively to pensions. 


3. Tosecure from the Church Pension Fund a statement of the annual interest 
accruing on the money held for investment for the benefit of the Disabled Clergy 
and Widows and Orphans of deceased clergy when this canon went into effect, 
and direct the application of the same to the credit of this Diocese with the Church 
Pension Fund as Council may direct. 


4. To inform the duly constituted authorities of each parish, mission, and 
other ecclesiastical organizations in the Diocese of the premiums payable by it, 
and of the time and manner of payment thereof. 


5. To elect a Treasurer who may not be a member of said Committee, 
who shall be required to give a bond satisfactory to the Committee, and whose 
duty it shall be, if the Committee so directs, to receive monthly, from all of the 
parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations in this Diocese, the 
aforesaid premiums and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the Church 


Pension Fund and to perform such other duties as the Committee may require 
of him. 


6. To inform the Church Pension Fund from time to time of the clergy and 
widows and minor orphans of clergy, canonically connected with this Diocese, 
who may be entitled to receive pensions from the Church Pension Fund. 


7. In general, to inform the clergy and laity of the Diocese of the pension 
system created by the General Convention and committed by it to the operation 
of the Church Pension Fund, whereby the clergy of the Church are assured of 
pensions, as of right, to themselves in the event of old age, or disability, and 
to their widows and minor orphans in the event of death, and to do all things that 
may be necessary or advisable in the premises, to the end that the moneys neces- 
sary to be paid by the parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations 
may be fully and systematically paid. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to make all 
necessary arrangements to provide for the annual payment to the Committee 
on the Church Pension Fund of the premiums payable on behalf of the Bishop 
of the Diocese, and also of the Bishop Coadjutor and the Suffragan Bishops if 
there be such, and on behalf of all clergymen whose stipends are paid directly 
by the Diocese, and to authorize the Treasurer of the Diocese to pay the same 
to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund, or as the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund may direct. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Missions of the Diocese 
to provide for the payment of the premiums payable on all stipends of Clergy- 
men paid by said Board, and to pay the same to the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund, or as the Committee on the Church Pension Fund may direct. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of every clergyman receiving a stipend 
or stipends, and the duty of every parish, mission or other ecclesiastical organiza- 
tion in the Diocese paying a stipend or stipends, to furnish a statement of such 
stipend or stipends to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund whenever said 
Committee shall, in writing ask for such statement. 


Section 6. After December Ist of any year the Bishop or the Chairman 
of the Pension Fund Committee, with the consent of the Bishop, shall have the 
authority to pay from any available funds all or any part of the current pension 
fund premiums due on behalf of any clergyman, where such payment may be 
deemed necessary to protect the interests, actual or provisional, of other clergy- 
men of this Diocese or their families, and such payment shall be accounted under 


Bection 3 of Canon XIII as diocesan aid to the cure of which said clergyman has 
charge. 
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Canon XXIII 
OF ABANDONED PROPERTY 


Section 1. Whenever any land, formerly owned or used by any congre- 
gation of the Protestant Episcopal Church within the Diocese of Southern Vir- 
ginia, as a place of public worship or as a burial place, or as a residence for a min- 
ister, or for any other purpose for which religious congregations are authorized to 
hold property under Section 88 of the Code of Virginia, or any amendment thereof, 
has ceased to be so used or occupied by such congregation, so that the same may 
be regarded as abandoned property, title thereto shall vest in the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia. 


Section 2. There shall be appointed annually by the Bishop a Committee, 
composed of five members, to be known as the Committee on Abandoned Prop- 
erty, whose duty it shall be to ascertain, from time to time, what properties there 
are in the Diocese that come within the provisions of Section 1 of this Canon, 
and to see that trustees are appointed by the proper court or judge to hold title 
thereto for the benefit of the Diocese. This Committee shall constitute the 
proper authorities of the Diocese to make application for the appointment of 
such trustees. 


Section 3. When any such trustees shall have been appointed, this Com- 
mittee shall make to Council a report setting forth, in each case, a description 
of the property, the use to which it was put, the name by which it was known, 
the county or city in which the property is located, the names and addresses of 
the trustees so appointed, the date of their appointment, and the court or judge 
making the appointment. The Committee shall also file special reports when- 
ever required by the Bishop. 

Section 4, Whenever it shall be deemed desirable to sell any such prop- 
erty, the Bishop may, in the name of the Diocese, or in the names of the trustees 
so appointed, cause to be instituted such proceedings to that end as may be ap- 
propriate under the laws of the Commonwealth of Virginia. Whenever any 
such sale shall have been made, the proceeds thereof shall be turned over to the 
Trustees of the Funds of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia, and shall constitute a fund to be known as the Abandoned Property 
Fund, which fund, as well as the income therefrom, shall be used in such manner 
as eee Board of the Diocese of Southern Virginia may, from time to time, 
prescribe. 


Canon XXIV 
OF CHURCH AND DIOCESAN PROPERTY 


Section 1. No church shall be built in this Diocese on property, the title to 
which has not been approved by the Bishop and Standing Committee. 


Section 2. There shall be vested in the Executive Board of the Diocese the 
power to sell, or otherwise alienate, any real property owned by the Diocese, which 
power shall include the power to mortgage or otherwise encumber the property, 
as well as the power to donate such property for Diocesan, parochial or other 
religious work. 

Section 3. There shall further be vested in the Executive Board of the 
Diocese of Southern Virginia the authority to recommend the appointment of 
Trustees to hold title to any Diocesan property in accordance with the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia. 


Canon XXV 
OF PAROCHIAL INDEBTEDNESS 


__ 1. No indebtedness shall be incurred by a parish, mission or congregation 
without the approval of the Bishop and Standing Committee, except— 


(a) Indebtedness for permanent improvements, replacements or additions 
to real estate or equipment, where the amount of such indebtedness, 
plus indebtedness of every kind already existing, shall not exceed 
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one hundred and fifty per cent. of the average annual receipts of 
such parish, mission, or congregation during the past three years. 


(b) Indebtedness for current expenses where the amount of such indebted- 
ness, plus indebtedness for current expenses already existing, shall 
not exceed 20 per cent. of the total current revenues of such parish, 
mission, or congregation during the preceding fiscal year; and the 
payment of all such indebtedness shall be provided for in the budget 
of the next two fiscal years with reasonable expectation of its pay- 
ment out of the revenues of said years. 


2. In computing receipts under paragraphs (a) and (b) of paragraph 1, 
receipts from or for endowments or from bequests shall not be included. 


3. Under circumstances requiring approval, the same shall not be granted 
unless the payment of all such indebtedness shall be arranged for on a plan of 
amortization or other method of payment submitted with the application and 
approved. 


4. This Canon shall not apply to the refinancing of existing loans. 


Canon XXVI 
OF ALTERATIONS IN OR ADDITIONS TO THE CANONS 


No proposed alteration in or addition to the Canons shall hereafter be con- 
_ sidered by the Council, unless at least one day’s previous notice thereof be given 
in open Council, nor until such alteration or addition shall have been referred 
to and reported upon by a committee of at least two Clergymen. Nor shall 
such alteration or addition be adopted during the same Council in which it is 
_ proposed if two-thirds of the members thereof shall not concur therein; but if 
' the majority be less than two-thirds, it shall lie over for consideration until the 
| mext annual Council. 


Canon XXVII 


All Canons in conflict with those herein are hereby repealed. 
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Concerning Bequests 


i—‘‘The Minister is ordered, from time to time, to advise the 


People, whilst they are in health, to make Wills arranging 
for the disposal of their temporal goods, and, when of ability, 
to leave Bequests for religious and charitable uses.’ Book 
of Common Prayer; page 320. 


Every person disposed to make a Bequest for the work of the 
Church in the Diocese should consult his lawyer in order 
that such Bequest shall be made in proper legal form.

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RULES OF ORDER FOR THE COUNCIL 


1.—Organization. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members 
shall take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, stand- 
ng only when addressing the chair. 
| Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the 
irst day of the Council, the roll of the Clergy shall be called, and also 
she roll of the Lay Delegates, whose certificates have been received 
oy the Secretary, and if it be found that a constitutional quorum of 
ifteen of each order be present, the President shall declare that the 
Youncil is duly organized, and is ready for business. 


Section 3. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
facancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
.ppoint the following Council Committees: 


(1) A committee of two on Journal of Council with power to act 
‘uring recess and report, of which the Secretary of the Diocese shall 
ve chairman. 


(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
‘f New Parishes. 


(3) A committee of two, one of each order, on Credentials. 


(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
anons. with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
ween the sessions of the Council. 


(5) A Committee on Dispatch of Business, the number to be determined by 
je President of Council. 
_ (6) A Committee of nine, consisting of four clergymen and five laymen, on 
‘e Budget for The Church’s Program of the Diocese. 


(7) A Committee, of five members, on Abandoned Property. 


(8) A Committee, of four members, of which the Secretary of the Diocese 
all be ex officio a member, on Parochial Reports. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bishop 
oadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of Coun- 
land the appointment of the Council Committees, and shall have 
‘ecedence over all other business.

All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the table, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under consid- 
eration. 


Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, | 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitelv, to commit it, to amend it or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named.

The Fifty-Eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Souther! 
Virginia met in Trinity Church, Portsmouth, Virginia, Tuesday 
May 9th, 1950, with the Bishop, The Rt. Rev. George Purnel 
Gunn, D.D., presiding. 


Council openned at 9:15 A. M. with the Celebration of Th 
Holy Communion; the Bishop being the Celebrant, and assiste: 
by the Rt. Rev. William A. Brown, D.D., LL.D., by the Rev 
Stephen C. Walke, rector of Trinity Church, and by the Secretar 
of Council. 


At 10:30 A. M., the Bishop took the Chair and called Counc 
to order. The roll was called, and 52 of the Clergy canonicall 
members of Council; and 129 of the Laity, representing 57 paris 
churches, separate congregations and organized missions in unio 
with Council answered present. This being more than the Cor 
stitutional majority required, the Bishop declared Council ope 
and ready for business. 


On motion of Mr. George R. Humrickhouse, the Rev. Gilbei

Mr. George R. Humrickhouse, chairman, reported as follows 
for the Committee on Abandoned Property: 
| 


To the Fifty-Eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Committee on Abandoned Property respectfully reports that, since the 
last Council it has supervised appropriate proceedings to effectuate the removal 
lof the church building from St. Ann’s Church, St. Patrick’s Parish, Prince Edward 
}County, Virginia, to Appomattox, Virginia, where the building has been erected 
there and re-consecrated as St. Ann’s Appomattox. As stated in the last annual 
report, the Committee is working with the Venerable O. G. Harris regarding 
All Saints’ Church, McKenney, Virginia, Christ Church, Red Lawn, Virginia, and 
two buildings in Lunenburg County. Investigation of the record title for these 


properties has been undertaken and it is hoped some definitive action will soon 
be taken. 


. Appropriate legal proceedings, including the execution of a proper deed, have 
‘been perfected in connection with the church property located in Museville, 
‘Pittsylvania County, Virginia, the interest of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
having been conveyed to the Disciples Church. 

The Executive Board and the Standing Committee have approved the sale 
of land in the town of Clover, Halifax County to the School Board of Halifax 
County and this will be effected as soon as appropriate proceedings can be filed. 
There does not appear to be any record of acquisition by the Church of this proper- 
ty, but the School Board is willing to buy it upon proper execution of a quit claim. 
Court action will be necessary to permit this. The Executive Board and the 
Standing Committee have approved sale of one and one-half acres of land in 
‘Amelia County and your Committee will file appropriate proceedings so that a 
sale of this property at public auction may be had. 


There has been referred to this Committee the property known as Old Grace 
Church in Powhatan County, for determination as to the propriety of tearing 
down the Church building and the disposition of Grace Church, Cabin Point, now 
vacant, has been referred to your Committee for decision. 
The disposition of one and one-half acres of land in Mt. Laurel in Halifax 
‘County has been referred to your Committee, as has the disposition of the cemetery 
ind burial ground at St. Ann’s, Prince Edward County. 
_ There is now in the Abandoned Church Property Fund Account $1,981.61— 
principal, and $429.95—interest.

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As the Council knows, the General Convention increased the Church’s Budget 
considerably and endeavored to raise it through the One World in Christ program 
through March 12, 1950. After consultation with Bishop Brown and Bishop Gunn, 
it was decided not to campaign actively this past year nor to persuade parishes 
to contribute which have so far failed to meet this challenge. We felt that the 
National Church’s program and budget took precedence. For these reasons there 
have been no meetings and no action by this committee. 

The four new buildings at the Seminary are completed and will be occupied 
fully in the fall. They are paid for entirely. However, the sea of mud surrounding 
them must be landscaped and the water tower must be taken down and connection 
made with the Alexandria water supply. These will take a large sum, in addition 
to repairs on the present buildings, and it is hoped an addition to the library. It 
seems wise then that this Diocese, if possible, raise its full goal. 

The Chairman of the committee asks the instruction of the Council as to its 
wishes. We shall be happy to continue if it is the will of the Council. We shall be 
happy to work out a full report as to the contributions of each parish if it is the 
will of the Council. Or we will be happy to be discharged.

ADDRESS AND REpoRT OF BisHOoP BROWN 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Fifty-eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Souther 
Virginia: 
In the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


It is with a decided feeling of sadness that I address to you, this my last fe. 
port as Bishop of the Diocese. It is almost impossible for one to reach the time 
and stage of retirement without the thought that one’s usefulness is nearly over, 
and that there is not much ahead but to await the curtain fall. Don’t let me leave 
the impression that I feel the approach of the end, but simply that there is not 
much work to be done by me for the Kingdom of God on earth. Mine has been ¢ 
happy ministry of nearly 49 years—all of it spent in the Diocese of Southerr 
Virginia—and almost exactly 12 years as the Bishop of Southern Virginia. I woulc 
be very remiss did I not record the universal courtesy and kindness which ha; 
been bestowed upon me, by the Clergy and Laity, from one end of the Diocese 
to the other. Their hospitable homes have always been open and the display o: 
genuine friendliness has been cordially enjoyed by this recipient. God, too, ha: 
been good to me in blessing me with good health and strength. During the twelve 
years of my Episcopate I have never missed an appointment, because of sickness 
When it is remembered that during this period | made 1,187 visits to churches 
and in addition attended innumerable Board meetings and a great variety of othe, 
gatherings, it is a great cause for me to be grateful to God for His goodness. | 

The condition of the Diocese and plans and policies for the continuing o 
the work of the Church, I will leave to our present Bishop, and briefly bring t: 
your attention a retrospective look at the work of the Church in this part of Christ’, 
vineyard. 

I hope and believe that we have diminished our parochialism and have be 
come more Diocesan and General Church minded. Of course, we have a long wa) 
yet to go, but with a unity of purpose and in the bond of peace we can reach ti 
higher and better things. 

In the Journal for 1938, we note that the Churches in the Diocese gave fo! 
Diocesan and General Church purposes $47,960, and last year as reported to thi 
Council $117,219. This does not represent our ability, but it does show a growin; 
recognition of our Christian responsibility. 

Let’s look at some other figures, which will at least show some progress. li 
1938 we had reported 13,406 communicants. In 1950 we have reported 16 701 
This shows an increase of ‘nearly 25%. This, however, is not too rosy a picture a 
during this period we have confirmed 9,802 people, as follows:

A number of Churches have been enlarged and beautified, many 
ave built or enlarged parish houses and in general there has been'a decided in- 
rease in actual values. 

Our over all giving has greatly improved. In 1938, the total receipts were 
267,055 or about $20.00 per communicant. This year we raised $777,530 or nearly 
47.00 per communicant.

ADDRESS AND REPORT OF THE BISHOP TO THE COUNCIL 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Fifty eighth Council of the Dtocese of Southern 
Virginia: 
“The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of God, and the fellowship 
of the Holy Ghost, be with us all evermore.” 


In this, my first Council Address and Report as Diocesan, having had the 
blessing and privilege of serving with, and under the direction of, Bishop Brown 
as his Coadjutor for twenty seven months, I wish to state, first of all, that I have 
neither the desire, nor the wisdom, to institute far-reaching and radical changes 
in our Diocesan family. 

With the help of Almighty God, and the continued prayers and cooperation 
of the clergy and laity, my prayer is that as a Christian family we may together 
interpret aright the Will of God for us, and have His Power and Grace faithfully 
to fulfill the same. 

Looking back over the history of the Diocese in the years Bishop Brown led 
us as our beloved and respected Father in God, we note that our beloved Diocese 
has made progress all along the line. Southern Virginia is now one of the strong 
and leading Dioceses in the whole Church. With his steady hand, level head, and 
Christian understanding of the frailties of man, Bishop Brown has welded our 
Diocese together as a happy and orderly family, serving God and our fellowman, 
and extending the Kingdom of God. What a rich heritage of works we have.

These nine brethren of the clergy we are sorry to lose from our Diocesan 
family, yet we believe each one of them to have followed the Will of God as he 
interpreted it for himself. We wish for them blessings and Godspeed in their new 
fields of labour. 

Balanced over against the loss of these nine priests of the Church, we are able 
to report our present outlook of men now in preparation for the Priesthood 
through Southern Virginia; eight Postulants, eight Candidates for Holy Orders, 
three Deacons, and three Priests ordained since the last Council. This gives us 
nineteen in prospect; and adding the three recently ordained Priests, we have 
twenty-two men gained and nine lost, or a net gain of thirteen present and pros- 
pective Priests, and three additional men now getting their papers in order to 


apply to be accepted as Postulants. With a gain of sixteen over-all, we believe 
We are making reasonable progress toward meeting the Clergy shortage in our 
Diocese, and this shortage exists in the whole Church, only more so. However, 
[we urge both our Clergy and Laity to speak a helpful word in due season to 
‘promising young men who may be led to prayerful consideration of entering the 


Sacred Ministry. Who knows but that an appropriate word at the right time will 
_be one of the means used by the Heavenly Father to call one of His servants to

These names and dates have been given in the interest of a broader knowledge 
of the changes in the Church. As the Church is a living thing, its life changes from 
year to year, but the spirit of prayer and the obligation for accepting and following 
the Will of God on the part of Church members never changes. And to be sure, 
God never changes.. ‘Oh thou who changeth not, Abide with me.” 

We now turn to the work done in the Diocese. Looking at the Missionary 
ne of Southern Virginia, we have cause to be encouraged and thank Almighty 
sod. 

The Clergy on whose salaries the Diocesan Board of Missions renders assist- 
ance number twelve, and with Archdeacon Harris, number thirteen. These men 
minister to fifty-eight Churches and Missions. 

We are happy to be able to report that during the present year five of the 
cures assisted by the Diocesan Board of Missions have come either entirely off 
the list of assisted cures, or are making splendid progress toward self-support. — 
Notable among these five cures are two which have entirely become self-supporting; _ 
the churches at Blackstone, Crewe, and Burkville; and Emmanuel Church, Cape 
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Charles. The churches in Southampton, Princess Anne, and Powhatan counties 
are almost self-supporting, and we have reason to believe they will soon become 
entirely so. | 

We are greatly interested and encouraged by the fact that the Reverend 
Edward P. Bush, Jr., now the rector of the churches at Chatham and Gretna, and 
having supervision of the Pittsylvania Missions, will become rector of Christ 
Church, Eastville, Old Hungars Church, Bridgetown, and Emmanuel Church, 
Cape Charles, the first of August this year. We look toward a closer unity between 
these churches and the four churches of the upper county on the Eastern Shore, 
Accomac County, and a coordination of the work now served by the Reverend 
Edwin T. Williams, and the work to be served by Mr. Bush. We also have in 
prospect opening up new work at three additional points on the Eastern Shore; 
at Kiptopeke, where a new township will be started, at Exmore, the fastest grow- 
ing place on the Eastern Shore, and on Chincoteague Island, the largest place 
in this whole territory. We also hope and plan to place additional men on the 
Eastern Shore and have the present seven churches, and the contemplated three 
new churches, all ten under the leadership of one man, with two, and possibly 
three additional men working with him. 

This leads us to mention a hope and expectation devoutly held and earnestly 
prayed for. This hope is that the churches and missions now receiving Diocesan 
assistance on the salaries of their ministers from the Board of Missions will work 
toward self support as rapidly and as earnestly as possible. If each church and 
mission will attempt to assume each year a small proportion of the assistance 
received from the Diocese, and do it, this will release the funds now being appro- 
priated to them and this money can be used for work at other points in the Diocese 
and make possible what we like to refer to as intensive and extensive Missionary 
work in Southern Virginia; such as the new work contemplated to be opened up 
on the Eastern Shore. 

We urge the delegates of those churches and missions now assisted to take 
this suggestion and urgent request seriously to heart, and determine to return 
home from this meeting of council and attempt to have their churches and mis- 
sions work toward self support. If this is done we may the sooner open up new 
work where we are convinced there is urgent need and a desire for the ministry 
of our branch of the Master’s Body upon earth. 

We are yet rejoicing in spirit from the joy received at the time of the service 
of re-Consecration of St. Ann’s Church, at Appomattox. On April the twenty- 

eighth of this year, it was my happy privilege to re-Consecrate the church building 
which has been moved from out of Farmville in Prince Edward County, to the 
_ town of Appomattox. I also confirmed three persons at this service which attracted 
| an over flow congregation of our own members, and many from the town of 
_ Appomattox. Bishop Brown preached a stirring sermon, and Archdeacon Taylor 
presented the candidates for confirmation. Vested and seated in the sanctuary 
| were the Reverend Charles E. Stewart, and the Reverend Jean A. Vaché. As 
| there was a copy of the original Sentence of Consecration in my possession, this 
| document, signed on June the tenth, 1875, by Bishop John Johns, Bishop of the 
then undivided Diocese of Virginia, was attached to the Sentence of re-Consecra- 
) tion and read at the service. We wish to express our thanks to Archdeacon Norman 
| E. Taylor, and to Mr. H. A. Gurney, the latter being a communicant of St. Ann’s, 
for their splendid work in having the church building moved to its present location 
where it is placed on a new foundation and situated on a lovely lot which was 
| purchased by the new congregation. May the good Lord bless this faithful group 
\ and give them His increase. 


We remember with satisfaction also that there is another place in the Diocese 
where a wise and far looking combination of two churches is being made at the 
present time. Five miles out of the town of Alberta there stood until recently, 
Trinity Church. About four miles south of Alberta there stood St. Mark’s Church, 
»at Cochran. With the majority vote of the two vestries of these congregations, 
)the Rev. S. Grayson Clary is directing the combination of these two churches. 
The church building of Trinity Church is being moved to Alberta and re-erected 
/0n a most attractive corner lot, being thus well located in the town, and accessable

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to many more people. We are sure that this venture is, and will prove more and 
more, to the advantage of the work of the Church, as a Sunday School may be 
had from children of the neighborhood, and many more people may attend services 
there. Again we note the inconspicious, but guiding hand of Archdeacon Taylor 
in this undertaking. 

Over the Diocese there are various building programs. We wish the congre- 
gations every success in their efforts to enlarge their places of worship, and their 
parish houses. The following congregations are building, or have built, new 
structures: Emmanuel Church, Chatham, a new parish house; St. James Church, 
Emporia, a new parish house; St. Thomas, Freeman, a new church building; 
St. John’s Church, Chester, a new parish house; Johns Memorial Church, Farm- 
ville, a renovated rectory now used as a parish house; Christ Church, Emporia, a 
renovated rectory now used as a parish house; St. James Church, Boydton, is 
building a new rectory; beside the moved church buildings to Appomattox and 
Alberta. 


We have not noted so far any danger signals, but there is a possibility of 
danger that the interest in congregations will be so intense on local plans for 
building that the larger, world wide vision may become beclouded. May the 
Heavenly Father grant that there will never come a time when parish priorities 
cause even one of our congregations to find itself in a position of competing with 
the Diocesan and General Church Program of home and world wide Missions. 
If this ever comes about, then we will have the unhappy state of the Church in 
competition with itself. 


There was brought to my attention recently, by a devoted layman, the ad- 
vantages to the Church, and to the laity, of Proportionate Giving. I say pro- 
portionate giving for I believe this to be a fair basis of determining what is one’s 
share to return to God of all that He has given. It was suggested that there be 
started in Southern Virginia a Proportionate Givers Movement. How this would 
rejoice my heart, and how it would strengthen God’s work among us. If our laity 
would take this matter seriously to heart, I am sure of the outcome of such a 
magnificent venture. 


And concerning finances, I would like to call again to your attention the 
helpfulness to be had to the Lord’s work made possible through endowments and 
bequests. We have a reasonable amount of money now handled and administered 
by the Trustees of the Funds of the Diocese. If there are any who are considering, 
or would consider, leaving bequests to the Diocese, they may be assured that 
their funds will be well handled, and of great and timely usefulness. I beseech 
you, bretheren, to think seriously of what your means will do for promoting the 


work of God. 


Another item of finance is the necessity for prompt payments on the pensions 
of the ministers of our Diocese. The Church Pension Fund received the approval 
of the last General Convention to raise the premiums on ministers’ salaries from 
ten percent, to fifteen percent. This made it possible for all ministers to have their 
pensions assured at fifteen hundred dollars per year, and this includes those 
ministers already retired. Furthermore, all widows of clergymen will receive a 
minimum of seven hundred and fifty dollars per year. In the past, the incomes of 
retired clergymen, and the incomes of widows of clergymen, were shamefully in- 
adequate. Some ministers received as little as seven hundred and fifty dollars per 
year, and some widows of clergymen received as little as three hundred dollars 
per year. If any Church allows its payments to the Church Pension Fund to lapse, 
this throws the whole Diocese in bad standing, and all of the clergy and clergy 
widows suffer deductions. Let no minister hesitate to see that the premiums on 
his salary are paid promptly and in full by his vestry, for this is only fair to all 
who receive assistance from the Church Pension Fund. 


St. Paul’s Polytechnic Institute, situated at Lawrenceville, and associated 
with the American Church Institute for Negroes, has a new president. The Board | 
of Trustees of this Institution recently elected Mr. E. H. McClenney as president | 
to succeed the Rev. Dr. James Alvin Russell. Dr. Russell served faithfully and | 
devotedly this Institute, carrying on the work begun there by his father. Mr. | 
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McClenney has already begun his term of office and he has impressed many with 
his ability and devotion to the best interpretation of Christian Education for his 
own race. We wish for him, and for the Institute, God-speed. 

We wish to commend the efforts toward reorganization of the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee on Layman’s Work in Southern Virginia. We expect great 
results from this estimable organization, and I already have several important 
projects in mind for them to undertake which I am sure they will accomplish 
successfully. 

We regret we have seen Bishop Payne Divinity School at Petersburg fail to 
open its doors last fall. This General Church Institution had an excellent faculty 
of five, and only one student in prospect for the fall term of 1949. There was no 
choice for the Trustees of Bishop Payne but to close its doors, certainly for the 
time being. What the ultimate future of Bishop Payne will be, no one can say. 
We remember in gratitude the excellent record it had in preparing Negro Candi- 
dates for the Sacred Ministry. 

Our Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary is maintaining its usual high and inspiring 
standard of excellence. Under the capable leadership of Mrs. J. Bilisoly Hudgins, 
of Norfolk, and her experienced executive committee, the Woman’s Auxiliary 
continues to render inestimable service to the Diocese, the Nation, and the 
World. May God continue to bless the work, efforts, and devotion of the ladies of 
Southern Virginia who are without equal anywhere. 

In thinking in terms of the State of the Diocese, there come to mind two 
Diocesan needs which stand out. We very seriously need a Diocesan Conference 
Center where all of the organizations of the diocese may meet and hold conferences. 
We have the gift of a farm of twelve hundred acres by the late Miss Roberta 
Ridley, situated out of Boykins, which is in turn out of Courtland. I earnestly 

_ hope that when the due processes of law have been satisfied we may think seriously 
of converting this farm into a Conference Center. However, it will require co- 
_ Operation and generous effort on the part of many to bring this hope into actuality. 
{ I pray that by the next meeting of Council an encouraging report on progress will 
_ be made in this regard. 
| The second need of the Diocese is that of adequate Diocesan Headquarters. 
| We are comfortably and happily housed in the Guild House of Christ and St. 
_ Luke’s Church, Norfolk; yet we need more space than is possible to be given us 
_ there at this time. I could give many advantages to the Diocese if much more 
_ space was had for our use. It would be of advantage to the Diocese to have a place 
| where we could store old record books, and old and treasured Communion silver 
) services, and our own present records. It would be of advantage to the Diocese, 
_and to the Department. of Christian Education, if it were possible for the Con- 
| sultant of Christian Education to have his office under the same roof with the 
| bishop and the other members of the Diocesan staff. We would also profit by 
\ having offices with us for the several heads of Diocesan Departments, such as the 
| Department of Promotion, the Department of Missions, and to be sure, the 
~Woman’s Auxiliary. Please, my bretheren, keep this need of our Diocese for 
Diocesan Headquarters in mind, both in your prayers, and perchance in your 
‘wills by means of bequests. What more helpful and appropriate memorial to a 
dear one than Diocesan Headquarters where the work of the Diocese would be 
‘carried on for many years. 
In looking over the report sent to National Headquarters in New York City, 
We note that Southern Virginia now reports 140 Churches, Missions organized 
and unorganized. We have 74 lay readers, whose licenses must be renewed annually, 
by-the-way; 25,071 baptized persons; 20,142 confirmed persons. During the last 
ounciliar year Bishop Brown confirmed 504 persons, and I confirmed 464 persons. 
We gained 17 in the number of persons confirmed, only 17, though there were 
968 confirmed. It is to be hoped that the number of lapsed communicants will 
decrease under the faithful shepherding of the Clergy, assisted by interested and 
devoted Lay persons. Our total number of Sunday School pupils was 7,380 and 
‘this represents a net gain of 568 over 1948. We believe that the Department of 
‘Christian Education is doing a thorough and important job, and we give part of 
che credit for this to our Consultant of Christian Education, Mr. Donald H. Allen, 
who will be ordained Deacon this summer. Our total receipts for the year 1949 


| 
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were $777,530, approximately $100,000.00 more than last year, and our total 
disbursements were $731,584; thus giving us a balance of $45,946, held largely in 
Parish treasuries. Our total indebtedness was $153,638. This is an amount of 
$107,692 of indebtedness greater than our cash balance. It is highly probable 
that this amount is accounted for by building programs over the Diocese on the 
part of local Churches where indebtednesses were incurred. I sincerely hope that 
this indebtedness will deminish within a reasonable time, and not have to be re- 
paid on another dollar standard and value. Let us keep our debts in mind, and 
work faithfully toward liquidating them as rapidly as possible. 
We have done well, most of us, in meeting the request of the National Council 
through the General Convention to meet an enlarged budget for the National 
Church. As you doubtless know already, the last General Convention raised the 
National Church budget in an amount of some two million dollars, making a 
total annual budget for the National Church in the amount of five and a half 
million dollars. This was deemed necessary after careful study of missionary and 
other needs by a large and most thorough committee from the whole Church. 
The proportionate share of Southern Virginia on the two million dollar annual 
increase in the National Church budget is fourteen thousand dollars. Added to 
our former quota from the National Church of twenty thousand dollars, we now 


have a quota, annually, for the next three years including the present year, of — 


thirty-four thousand dollars. As the National Church has only the dioceses to 
whom it may look for this budget to be pledged and raised; so it is our Diocese 
has only the Churches and congregations of the Diocese to whom we may look 
for response in this urgent appeal. This is why there was an additional quota given 
to each congregation of Southern Virginia, after the quotas had been sent out 
from the Diocesan Office last fall. Those Churches which have not reported any- 
thing on the raised quota are keeping Southern Virginia from being able to meet 
its obligations to the National Church. Please, my bretheren, take to heart the 


reports that will be made at this Council, and if your Church is among those which | 


have not responded, and have not reported anything on the raised quota, make i | 
your business and obligation to see what can be done about what we consider a — 
critical situation. If the Churches respond, the emergency will be met. We know — 
that you wish to do your part, and to have your Church do its part, and thereby | 
make it possible for Southern Virginia to join hands with our sister dioceses in | 
setting forward God’s Kingdom among men, everywhere. With you, and with your | 


Church, rests the outcome. I consider this situation, and the understanding and — 
adoption of the budget for the Church’s Program for the year 1951, the most im- | 


portant items to come before us at the time of this Council. They are the life- 
blood of the work we are attempting to do for the Master here and_now.

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APPENDIX E. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE BoaRD 


To the Fifty-eighth Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Executive Board met on May 11, June 24, and September 5 in 1949 and 
on January 24 and April 18 in 1950. Bishop Brown presided at the first four and 


Bishop Gunn presided at the last of these meetings. 


May 11, 1949 


Elected the Rev. Beverley T. White to be chairman of the Department of 
Promotion, and the Rev. J. F. W. Feild to be chairman of the Department of 
Christian Education. Approved the removal of the building of St. Ann’s Church 
from Prince Edward County to Appomattox Court House, and directed the 
Trustees to make such conveyance. Transferred all interest of the Diocese in 
Grace Church near Museville to the congregation of the Disciples Church. Re- 
quested the proper Court to appoint the Trustees of the Diocese to hold title to 
the following abandoned Church property: All Saints, McKenney; Christ Church, 
Red Lawn and a rectory and school building in Lunenburg. Directed that these 
buildings be utilized for additions to the rectory at Bracey and towards a new 
rectory for St. Matthew’s, South Hill. 


June 24, 1949 


Bishop Gunn reported that he had mailed copies of General Church Canon 6, 
On Business Methods in the Church, to all Mission Churches. The Board re- 
quested that copies be sent to all Churches in the Diocese. Approved a list of 
building and equipment priorities for Mission Churches, and directed that the 
1949 income from the Witherspoon legacy be used for this purpose. Elected the 
Rev. Edward P. Bush to the Board as chairman of the Department of Missions. 
Elected the Rev. Emmett H. Hoy to the Board as chairman of the Department 
of Christian Social Relations. Recommended to the proper Court the appoint- 
ment of James Mann, Jr., George B. Townsend and James §S. Easley as Trustees 
to hold certain properties for the Diocese. Took action looking towards the sale 
of an abandoned property belonging to the Diocese and located at Clover, Va. 
Requested the Department of Christian Socia! Relations to study the proposal tc 
provide scholarships for children at the Jackson Feild Home and the Boys’ Home 
at Covington. Memorialized General Convention to make arrangements witl 
the Church Pension Fund, whereby retired clergy may supply vacant parishes 
Appropriated $1,000.00 to assist Johns Memorial Church, Farmville to conver’ 
their rectory into a parish house. Upon receipt of a report from a special com 
mittee, on Dabney House and Infirmary, the following Resolutions were adopted 


1—That Dabney House and Hospital be continued. 
°—That the addition to the Hospital be made as early as possible. 


9-That certain funds already appropriated for this purpose be mad 
available to the Community House Managers. 


4—That this project be made known to the people of the Diocese wit 
the request that they adopt it as one of their goals. | 


5—That the membership of the Board of Managers be enlarged to i 
clude others who have an interest in this work. 
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SEPTEMBER 5, 1949 


Took action looking towards the disposal of the antique furniture left under 
the Will of the late Rev. E. P. Miner. Appointed the Rev. J. A. Vache’ to repre- 
sent the Executive Board in assisting the Community House Managers to carry 
out the directions of the Board with reference to Dabney House and Infirmary. 
Approved the sale of a lot in Clover to the School Board of Halifax County. 
Recommended to the proper Court that James Mann, Jr., George B. Townsend 
and James S. Easley be appointed as Trustees of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
to hold title to any and all property owned by the Diocese. 


January 24, 1950 


Directed the treasurer of the Diocese to continue assessments to the Churches 
from January 1, 1950 until the next meeting of the Annual Council, using the 
same rates of assessment as were used in 1949. Instructed the treasurer of the 
Diocese to continue payments from January Ist., 1950 until the next meeting of 
the Annual Council, in accord with the budget adopted by the last Annual Council, 
with the exception that the items for maintenance, fire insurance premiums and 
interest and curtail of the note on the Episcopal Residence be increased from 
$2,400.00 to not less than $6,000.00. Requested the treasurer to pay to the re- 
tiring Bishop a sum equivalent to his salary and residence allowance from April 
3rd to July Ist. Approved and sent to all Churches a recommended list of diocesan 
special offerings with suggested goals for the fiscal year 1950. Having received 
from the Department of Promotion an estimated expectancy of $69,600.00 for 
the work of The Church’s Program, the Board made appropriations as follows:

Directed that the Jamestown Churchman be sent for one year to every vestry- 

' man in the Diocese. Adopted a 1950 budget for white Diocesan Missions in the 
total amount of $23,854.00. Expressed favor of a change in the setting up of the 
Roll Call of the Annual Council to the effect that White and Colored Churches 
be not listed separately. Requested the Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor and the 
Executive Secretary to dispose of the antique furniture as they think best. Took 
_ Steps looking towards the sale of certain abandoned Church property located in 
| Amelia County. Requested the secretary to write to all rectors of parishes, or 
Wardens of vacant parishes, asking them to send to the diocesan office covies of 

| the deeds of conveyance of any properties they own, any expense involved to be 
paid by the Diocese. Appointed a committee of three to study the whole set-up 
of the Jamestown Churchman. Appointed a committee to prepare an Asking 


S6 FIFTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL COUNCIL OF THE 


Budget for The Church’s Program for 1951. Favored the suggestion that the 1951 
Church’s Program Asking Budget, after its approval by the Executive Board, 
be placed in the hands of a special committee of the Annual Council, to be known 
as the Committee on Program and Budget, the said Committee to study the 
Asking Budget and to present it to the Annual Council with recommendations. 


Aprit 18, 1950 


Approved and sent to the Annual Council a budget of diocesan expenses for 
1950. Requested the Department of Missions to establish a committee of their 
Department, representing the Negro work of the Diocese. Appointed a com- 
mittee to prepare a Resolution amending Section 1 of Diocesan Canon VII, and 
with reference to representation on the Executive Board of the Negro work of 
the Diocese; said Resolution to be presented to the Annual Council by Arch- 
deacon Harris. Arranged for a committee to study into the question of a Depart- 
ment of the Executive Board, to be known as the Department of College Work. 


The chairman of the Department of Promotion reported that to April 18th 
the results of the supplementary campaign for “One World in Christ” indicate 
that the total pledges ‘from the churches to the 1950 Church’s Program are ap- 
proximately $9,500.00 short of meeting the budget as adopted by the Executive 
Board in January, and that some 65 churches have not reported. The chairman 
was instructed to telephone rectors or wardens of these 65 churches, asking them 
to report. 

An Asking Budget for The Church’s Program for 1951, in the total amount 
of $96,680.00 was approved and sent to a special committee to study and to pre- 
sent to the Annual Council with their recommendations. Copies of this Asking 
Budget were ordered to be sent to all vestries. 


Mr. Rutledge Clement was nominated to the Annual Council for election as 
a member of the Community House Managers. Recommended that the number 
of members on the Board of Community House Managers be increased from four 
to seven. Requested the secretary to find out from some bonding Company 
whether or not a group contract can be secured for bonding parish treasurers.

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APPENDIX G. 


Report OF THE DEPARTMENT oF Missions 


Bishop Gunn and Members of the 58th Annual Council ‘of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia: 

The chairman of this department wishes to acknowledge the tremendous debt 
he owes to Bishop Brown, Bishop Gunn, and Archdeacon Taylor for their ready 
assistance and help in organizing and outlining the work of this department. I 
humbly express my thanks to the Executive Board of this Diocese for their election 
of me to that board in June of 1949, 


The report of this department covers the period from my election in June of 
1949 unto the present day. 


Just what is the Department of Missions? It is a department set up by the 
Executive Board to foster and coordinate the work of Mission Churches through- 
out the Diocese. Until recently the scope of this department did not cover the 
work of Negro Missions. But, at the meeting of the Executive Board, on April 
18th of this year, the Ven. O. D. Harris offered the following resolution: 


Resolved: 


“That the Department of Missions be requested to establish a 
Committee of their department, representing the Negro work of this 
Diocese.” 


__ This resolution was passed, thereby placing upon this department responsi- 
bility for all Mission Churches in this Diocese—with, of course, the oversight and 
guidance of the Bishop. 


This department is responsible to the Bishop and the Executive Board, the 


— latter forming the Board of Missions of the Diocese, making all appropriations 


| 


for the work of Missions. 
Following my election by the Executive Board, I had numerous conferences, 


| running from July until December, with Bishop Gunn. These were to acquaint 


| me with the work of the Diocese in relation to Mission Churches. Out of these 


' conferences grew an overall vision and strategy for the work of the department. 
The first step in this vision and strategy was to conceive of the work of the 


_ department as not merely fostering and coordinating the work of Mission Churches 


| (although this is a great part of our task) but also as being the focal point of the 


locesan Missionary efforts. This is, then, a Missionary Department. And its 
Mission 1s to spread the saving faith in Christ through the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


__ Thinking of the Department of Missions as being primarily Missionary gave 
Mise to two concepts or divisions of its work. They are EXTENSIVE and IN- 
TENSIVE MISSIONARY WORK. 


| Extensive Missionary work is the ongoing, outgoing missionary reach of the 
/Church in this Diocese. The continuing development of this concept and vision, 
and the practical application of it, will mean the growth of the Church in this 
Diocese. More will be said about this in a moment. 

Intensive Missionary work is the development and growth of our missionary 
‘effort where it is now found. This narrows down chiefly to our Mission Churches, 
(but it must be emphasized that it does not rest exclusively there. Every Church, 
‘every individual member of the Church in this diocese has a God-given commission 
fo intensify the living faith in Jesus Christ. 
| The result of these conferences and the outgrowth of this vision, called for a 
full department, staffed by men throughout the Diocese. In consultation with 


| 
| 
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Bishops Brown and Gunn the following men were appointed members of the 
Department of Missions: 


The Rey. Winfield Shiers, The Rev. Sidney Swann, The Rev. Edmund 
Berkeley, The Rev. Edwin Williams. The Bishops and Archdeacon Taylor 


were ex-officio members of the department. 


The department held its first meeting in Petersburg on January 12, 1950, at 
which time a study was begun of the work of this department, and concerted 
recommendations were made to the Executive Board as to the Missionary effort 
of the Diocese. 

At this time, it must be remembered, Negro work was not included in the 
scope of the department. Before its next meeting additional members will be 
selected to represent Negro work, and they will form a committee of this depart- 
ment. 

The first action of the department was to study the intensive missionary 
work of the Diocese. In 1949 fifteen separate appropriations were made to sup- 
plement the salaries of Mission Clergy in the Diocese. These appropriations 
amounted to approximately $9,500.00. It was noted that definite trends toward 
self-support were being made by a number of Churches. So that in its recommen- 
dations for 1950, the department asked the Executive Board to cut its approria- 
tions to supplement salaries by more than $500.00. 

The department now receives a report from every clergyman receiving help 
from the Diocese, which are studied and filed, and by which growth or decline, as 
well as the overall conditions of the Mission Churches, can be observed through 
the years. 

The department noted the way Mission Churches have suffered through long 
vacancies brought about by the shortage of clergy. It fervently hopes to fill all 
vacancies in 1951. *This is the expressed desire of Bishop Gunn, and he is making 
every effort to reach this goal. (*In the work among the Negro churches, due to 
the great shortage of clergy there, more time may be necessary; but by combining 
this work under one department, greater financial resources will be available to’ 
fill vacancies when they exist.) 

An especial need for closer liaison between the department and clergymen 
and Churches in the field was noted, and continuing efforts to bring about this 
relationship will be made. Only by personal interest and close cooperation can we | 
see that the needs of our Clergy and their congregations can be met. | 


The department studied the extensive work of the Church in this Diocese. 
Targets for extensive work were outlined. An appropriation of $3,000.00 was asked . 
for and granted to allow for this work. A new congregation having been formed 
in Appomattox Court House, the department hopes to secure the services of a’ 
clergyman or seminarian this summer, and begin its extensive work there. Other 
areas of great need are in the western end of the Diocese and on the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia. 

Looking forward in 1951, the department asks $34,000.00 for Missions in| 
Southern Virginia. This sum will be divided in the following manner; $18,000.00 
for White Missions and $16,000.00 for Negro Missions. 


The Department earnestly begs the support of every member of the Church 
in the Missionary undertaking of our Diocese. We realize that slightly over one-. 
third of the Church’s Program for 1951 is requested. This money is carefully and’ 
wisely administered by the Executive Board, and not by out department. We 
make recommendations. We study the needs. We foster and coordinate the 
Missionary work of the Diocese. We look forward to an ever growing, ever eX-' 
panding Church. We humbly acknowledge the failures of our Church in this area, 
but prayerfully trust that we have the support of you all. And, we believe, there 
is every reason to be encouraged and not disheartened over the work that is being 
done, and will go forward, by faithful and devout men and women devoted to the 


faith of the Christian Church.

This report consists of the following phases of our work: the Field, Buildin 
and Improvement Program, Church’s Program and Assessment, and Officia

Several changes were made in our missionary work during the year. The Rey 
Reginald Kent was transferred from the St. James, Lunenburg Cure to the St 
Matthew, South Hill Cure. Also, the Rev. Vernon A. Jones, Jr., was transferre 
from the Christ Church, Halifax Cure to the St. James, Emporia Cure. Each o 
these cures consists of three congregations. These changes were made on Marc 
Ist. The students of the Bishop Payne Divinity School assisted in giving service 
to vacant churches until May 20th. On September Ist thirteen congregations wer 
placed in charge of the Archdeacon, with the assistance of two Lay Readers 
Mr. Charles C. Graves and Mr. William E. Smith. On September Ist the Rev 
Theodore J. Jones took over the Chaplaincy of St. Paul’s, Lawrenceville. Alsc 
during the month of December, we lost by removal, the Rev. George E. Harpe 
from the cure of St. Cyprian’s, Hampton and St. Augustine’s, Newport News. 

Steps are being taken now to fill the vacancy left by the Rev. George 
Harper, and also to get one other minister in the diocese this year. 


CuurcH’s PROGRAM AND ASSESSMENT 


Church’s Program.—During the year, the churches contributed the sum 
$4,307.30 toward the Church’s Program, an increase of $157.49 over the amoun 
paid the year before. For 1950, they subscribed the sum of $6,139.00. We hop 
very much that all of it will be paid. 

Diocesan Assessment.—Toward the Diocesan Assessment Account, th 
churches paid $2,323.93—an increase of $57.13 over what was paid the year befor

The women of St. James, Emporia, with the help of their congregation ar 
many friends, and with some aid from the Executive Committee of the dioces 
have built a very nice parish house, which is nearing completion. 

Also, the congregation of St. Thomas, Freeman, has nearly completed the 
new church structure. Many of the other churches have made improvemen 
either in the way of repairs or the purchasing of equipment or both. |

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REporT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EpucaTIONn 


May 1950 


The hope expressed in the report to the last Council for a forward movement 
in Christian Education has been realized. The Diocese has become Christian 
_ Education conscious. There has been a definite awakening to a sense of need. We 
_ have been most fortunate that two happy factors have arisen to meet this. The 
_ superb educational program of the National Department and the coming to the 
' diocese of a consultant in Christian Education, who has taken over with zeal and 
enthusiasm. Mr. Allen has been at work in the diocese for eleven months, making 
personal visits to parishes and missions, familiarizing himself with the situation 
and the needs, organizing committees and institutes. He has visited 34 parishes 
and missions personally. The fact that there are 131 parishes and missions in the 
diocese indicates that there is much more to be done. 


The department has had 7 meetings and its various committees have been 
diligent in carrying out their program. 

Youth Division: We feel that real progress has been made in the work amongst 
the youth of the diocese. A large and successful conference was held and the 
annual youth convention was most enthusiastic. The executive council of the 
Fellowship of Young Churchmen has been meeting bi-monthly. A representative 
was sent to the National Youth Convention held at the time of the General Con- 
vention. 


) Adult Division: Conducted the annual conference at Chatham. A successful 
Start was made on a Young Adult Conference. Beginnings have been made on 
‘Parent Christian Education which was definitely to the front in an institute held 
for the Norfolk area this winter. There are a number of Bible Classes throughout 
the Diocese, in some places constituting quite a considerable proportion of the 
‘Church School enrollment. A beginning has been made in pushing study packets 
‘for adults published by the National Council. 


Church Schools: Report of enrollment of Church Schools, officers and teachers 
is 895; pupils including Bible classes is 7,380. This shows a gain of approximately 
‘500 over 1948. 

| Colored Work: A significant step forward made this year is the establishment 
Of a conference for colored youth. The department has been working for years 
toward this end and has finally seen the fruition of its labors in this conference. 
__, Audio Visual Aids: Additional equipment has been added in this field and 
this division has sent out to all parishes and missions a description of material 
available to them. 

| Publicity: 4 issues of More have been put into the hands of the people and 
all available space in the Jamestown Churchman has been used.

Report OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 
DiocEsE Or SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Fifty-eighth Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Audit of the 1949 accounts of the Treasurer of the Diocese and The 
Church’s Program and all subsidiary accounts was made by Mr. Monroe Nash, 
certified public accountant. The Audit of the accounts of the Treasurer of the 
Trustees of the Diocesan Funds was made by Mr. Frederick B. Hill, certified public 
accountant, and covered the fiscal year 1949, 

We recommend that the treasurer of the Diocese be authorized to pay in 1950: 


1. To the retiring Bishop—A salary to April 3rd, and an honorarium from April 
3rd to July Ist, at the rate of $8,000.00 per annum. An allowance of $75.00 
per month to July Ist in lieu of his Episcopal Residence, and the travelling 
and other official expenses of the retiring Bishop to April 3rd. 

2. The salary of the succeeding Bishop from April 3rd, at the rate of $8,000.00 
per annum. The travelling and other official expenses of the succeeding 
Bishop from April 3rd, and a reserve of $400.00 for the replacement of his 
automobile. 

3. The salary of the Bishop Coadjutor to April 3rd, at the rate of $6,000.00 per 
annum, and his travelling and other official expenses. 

4. An allowance, not to exceed $500.00 for Episcopal assistance. 

5. The expenses of the Diocesan Office, $1,400.00. 

6. The salary of the Executive Secretary at the rate of $2,400.00 per annum. 

7. Premium on the bond of $10,000.00 given by the Treasurer. 

8. The expenses of the audit of the accounts of the Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION 


To the Fifty-Eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


I wish it were possible to give to this Council a report that all was well with 
the Church’s Program. As you will see later, we are still short, far short, of our 
original goal and also short of our adopted budget. This is due to the fact that all 
too many parishes have fallen down in their efforts; some of them have not even 
eee one penny to the Missionary Program of this Diocese and the General 
Church. 


After the Council meeting a year ago, the Department of Promotion met in 
St. Paul’s Church, Petersburg with all members present. At that meeting it was 
decided that meetings would be held in the Fall in various parts of the Diocese. 
Each member of the Department was to arrange for the meeting of the District 
in which he lived. It was decided that the general program of these meetings 
would be the presentation by the Chairman of the Church’s Program using the - 
picture, “Salt of the Earth” which would be supplemented by a talk on “Christian — 
Stewardship.” 


The first presentation was made at the Colored Convocation at South Hill © 
on August 9. After that presentation, due to the action of the General Convention | 
in the adoption of an increased budget for the General Church which meant an — 
increase of $14,000.00 that the Diocese of Southern Virginia is expected to give ° 
to the National Council, we had to change our plans in some measure so that this 
Diocese would be able to fulfill its obligations. The question of whether to in- 
crease the parish quotas at the present, or to keep the same quotas and then to 
raise the increase on March 12 was discussed. It was decided to leave the quotas. 
as they had been established and to inform the various parishes that they could — 
pledge the increased quota or else take an offering on March 12, or they could do 
both. Some parishes pledged their new quotas in full and also took the offering. | 
Some pledged the original quota and have attempted to supplement it with the 
offering. The difference between the old quota and the new is that the first was 
arrived at by multiplying the 1948 diocesan assessment by 2.74 while the increased 
quota was arrived at by multiplying the 1948 assessment by 3.24. 


During October and November the Chairman of the Department attended. 
meetings in various Districts which had been arranged by the member in that | 
District. Meetings were held in Norfolk, Newport News, Suffolk, Petersburg, | 
Amelia Courthouse, Boydton and Danville, I believe these meetings were success- 
ful to the extent that the churches that were represented at those meetings have 
done well in what they have pledged to the Diocese. For the majority of the 
churches which have fallen down or have failed to make any pledge are churches 
which were not represented at any of these meetings. 


After this regular Fall Campaign, preparations were made for the supple- | 
mental campaign, ‘(One World in Christ’. At the beginning of those preparations, 
the Executive Board met and having studied the returns of the Fall Campaign 
and having estimated what could be expected in “One World in Christ”, adopted | 
a budget of $86,340.00. To date, we have through pledges and cash an estimate 
of $81,363.30 which leaves us faced with a deficit of $4,976.70. Something must 
be done to meet this deficit. The Department of Promotion would like this Council 
to instruct us as to what means can be used to awaken delinquent parishes to 4 
sense of responsibility for the work of the Church in this Diocese and the world. 


In closing, your Department of Promotion wishes to express its appreciation 
for the wonderful cooperation of Bishop Brown and Bishop Gunn. Also, we would 
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like to add that nothing could have been accomplished without the tremendous 
assistance rendered us by Archdeacon Taylor, and we want to add our thanks and 
appreciation to Miss Nell Drawbaugh and Miss Constance Reed for all the letters 
and mimeographing and the mailing for the Department.

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APPENDIX O. 


ReEporT OF THE WomMaAn’s AUXILIARY 
To Councit May 1950 


Bishop Gunn, Bishop Brown, members of the Clergy, Lay Delegates, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 


Another year has passed and I again have the privilege of reporting on the 
work of the Woman’s Auxiliary in our Diocese. 

We are justly proud of our 1949 record. The fellowship and gifts of the women 
of the Church are a monument to the patience and loving kindness of these women. 
We are indeed trying to follow the spirit of the Triennial and answer the call 
“Unto His Holy Fellowship”’. 

The Spring District Meetings were held in Holy Trinity, Onancock; St. 
Andrews, Hilton Village; St. Luke’s, Richmond, and Epiphany, Danville. The 
programs were well planned and executed by the Vice-Presidents of each District. 

Over 700 women attended these meetings—an alert interested and forward look- 
Ing group, a cross section of the whole Diocese. 

At this time Miss Frances Arnold of New York spoke of the opportunity and 
need of establishing branches of the Girls’ Friendly Society in the Diocese. In 
many churches the girls of 7 to 14 are sadly neglected in the training which de- 
velops leaders in our Church. Mrs. Pilcher kindly consented to aid those who feel 
the need in their parishes of the Girls’ Friendly Society. 

The Annual Meeting was held in St. John’s, Portsmouth with an attendance 
of 403. Our delegates to the General Convention, Mrs. Luther Apperson, Mrs. 
William Gregory, Mrs. Bilisoly Hudgins, together with Mrs. Lewis D. Pilcher, 
member of the National Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary, and Mrs. Henry Pinner, 
Auxiliary President of the Third Province, Bishop Brown and Bishop Gunn 
brought helpful and inspiring reports from that great meeting. 

This year the Auxiliary women have been studying Japan, therefore, Bishop 
‘Kenneth A. Viall, S.S.J.E., Assistant Bishop of Tokyo, was invited to speak on 
the needs of the Church of Japan. He stressed four: Missionaries to return to Japan, 
support for the Bishops, training new men for the Church and help in recon- 
‘struction. 

Through the efforts of Mrs. W. H. Gregory, Educational Secretary, mission 
study classes have been held during the Lenten season in all parishes. In the fall 
educational institutes were arranged in all Districts by the assistant Educational 
Secretaries. These gave a preview of the Lenten mission study classes. They are 
Proving a splendid preliminary. A most satisfactory conference was held at 
Chatham for Auxiliary women. Mrs. Gregory represents the Women’s Auxiliary 
on the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. Bulletins issued by the Depart- 
ment in February, June and December have been sent to the Educational Secretary 
of each branch. 

Mrs. Henry Pinner was succeeded in January by Miss Anne Brooke as Diocesan 
United Thank Offering Treasurer. At the great U. T. O. service in San Francisco 
Mrs. Pinner presented $32,748.00—The Thank Offering of the women of Southern 

Irginia for the past three years. Our goal is to have every woman in every parish 
an interested user of the “Little Blue Box’. 

Miss Emily Hall, Chairman of Devotions for the Province of Washington, is 
also our Devotional Secretary. During 1949 she taught a course at the Shrine 
Mont Provincial Conference, taught in the Vacation Bible School at Dabney 
House and conducted devotions at the Provincial Board Meeting, Washington. 
Miss Hall is also President of the Williamsburg Council of Church Women and is 
on the Executive Board of the Council of Churches. 
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Mrs. Charles W. Bland, Supply Secretary, has sent out supply allotments 
assigned by the New York office: Outside the Diocese $1,537.64, To Dabney 
House $62.59, To Jackson-Feild Home $188.49, total $1,788.72. In the Social 
Service Department of Supply Work 397 boxes valued at $3,953.59 have been 
sent, not only in our own Diocese but to such diverse places as England, Wales, 
France, Germany, Palestine, Japan and China. Mrs. E. D. Denby, Christian 
Social Relations Secretary, has urged all parish chairman to develop a balanced 
plan for study and action. The Christian Social Relations Department is one of 
the most important departments in our Church and we are urged to cooperate in 
social education, worship and action including social legislation and social work. 

Mrs. Emmett Kyle, Diocesan Pantry Chairman, has done a splendid job in 
keeping the branches interested in this phase of our work. Over $800.00 has been 
distributed to Jackson-Feild Home, Dabney House and Hospital and Boys’ Home 
for pantry supplies. Mrs. Charles Penick, Chairman of Rural Work, continues to 
send the Jamestown Churchman to isolated and shut-in members. 

The Church Periodical Club, of which Mrs. Michael Fiore is secretary: 
Books and magazine subscriptions are sent to missionaries and others both in this 
country and in far off places. To realize the importance of this work one has only 
to read the grateful letters from recipients. 

Mrs. John N. Roper, Chairman of the Altar Guild, has been able to answer 
all appeals for articles which came to her in 1949. She sent supplies to Liberia, 
and in our Diocese to Hampton, Easton Shore and Kempsville. She also taught 
a course on Altar Work at the Chatham Adult Conference. 

Our Personnel Department is concerned with finding young women who are 
interested in making the work of the Church a career. 

Our women have cooperated with the Negro auxiliaries, helping in every way 
possible to establish their branches on a firm and sure basis. These branches are 
showing more interest and efficiency in their work. The annual meeting in South 
Hill, which I attended, had representatives from almost all branches in the Diocese. 
It was a splendid meeting, well planned and executed. The Daughters of the King, 
a small band of saintly women, held their forty-second Diocesan Assembly at 
Sr. Peter’s, Norfolk. The two rules of this order are Prayer and Service. 

We contributed $190.00 to the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Province of Wash- 
ington. This included our dues and toward the salary of Miss Hazel King, the 
College Worker for the Province. We also gave $100.00 each to William and Mary 
and Farmville for work among the college students, and through our financial 
support we have enabled many to attend leadership training courses at summer 
conferences. We gave $50.00 toward the expenses of a delegate to the Youth) 
Conference at San Francisco. We recognize our obligations to youth. 

Through the Council of Church Women, an interdenominational organization, 
a broader vision of brotherhood and a better understanding among Church women 
is growing. Three days are observed annually: World Community Day (first 
Friday in November), World Day of Prayer (first Friday in Lent), and May 
Fellowship Day (first Friday in May). All Auxiliary women are urged to attend 
these three meetings which are held throughout the world. 

I do not intend to give a detailed report of our budget and the way it was 
disbursed, but fearing some of you may inadvertantly overlook the financial 
statement of The Woman’s Auxiliary in The Journal proceedings of Council, I 
shall give a very brief summary: For Jackson-Feild Home $3,654, plus $1,972 for 
che new school bus; Dabney House and Hospital $1,255, Boys’ Home ‘$i 774, 

plus $882 for the Special Fund. To St. Paul’s Polytechnic Institute’s Provinelal 
Can frcnes $75.00, plus $45.00 to Discretionary Fund. For the Nation we gave 
$6,864.58, for the World— Philippines, Japan, China, Mexico, Liberia and to the 
Lepers $9. 210.96. Our total disbursements amounted to $19, 052.94 and this does 
not include the U. T. O. of $7,237 for 1949. 

Having a balance on hand January 1950 our Board voted to give $300.00 to 
the fund for the establishment of the International University in Japan; $225.00 
to the Rev. John Lloyd for salary of secretary, whom he needed to free him from

Report OF THE Diocesan CHurcH PENsion Funp ComMMITTEE 


Mr. President and Members of the Council: 


My report this year is of special interest because it reveals the higher pensions 
resulting from the action of General Convention last October. This action authoriz- 
ed an increase of the pension assessment rate from 10% to 15% of clergy stipends. 
Thus was produced (actuarially) sound reserves to support the increased pensions 
authorized as of Jan. 1, 1950. 


The following table indicates the magnitude of this forward step:

Thus, we today are paying 2,670 beneficiaries $2,465,441, as compared with 
the previous figure of $1,478,279—an increase of $987,162 or 67%, Nineteen out 
of every twenty pensions have been increased. Every clergyman’s pension is now 
$1,500.00 a year or more, and the widows’ pensions $750.00 or more, except in 
cases of late ordination, unpaid assessments or average salaries of under $1,500.00 
a year. Allowances for minor orphans are also higher. 

The step is both realistic and bold. Living costs had far outstripped the 
former meagre pensions. So much for the general Church Pension status. 

In the Diocese of Southern Virginia we have 45 grants in force as of April 
3, 1950. They consist of 10 grants to retired clergymen; 31 to widows; 3 to orphans, 
and | total and permanent disability benefit. 

These grants total $37,081.92 a year compared with 1949 total of $19,915.56. 
I shall not read the names and amounts but will append the list to my report. 
You will be glad to learn that our Diocese has no parish in arrears in assessments. 
This happy state has been accomplished by prods and appeals. May I sincerely 
urge you men to see to it that your parish remits on time, for one parish in arrears 
jeopardizes the pension payments to our beneficiaries. | 

In conclusion, the New York Headquarters urges the continually wider use. 
of their affliated companies: the Church Life and Church Fire Insurance Corpora-| 
tions, and the Church Hymnal Corporation, which saves the parishes many 
thousands of dollars in their book expenses, while strengthening the Church 
Pension Fund.

Community House AND HosPITAL 


To the Bishop of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, Fifty-etghth Council: 


As Chairman of a Committee to investigate the worth of work done at Dabney 
House and Hospital—in June, 1949—Dr. Guerry reported it was well worth con- 
tinuing and authorized an addition to the Hospital, which cost $8,275.00. This 
addition has been completed, and the work is going forward with our efficient and 
faithful Miss Mae Bonner in charge, serving both colored and white of the com- 
munity. (During 1949 there were 28 adult patients and 22 infant patients.) 

Dr. W. J. Wigington has charge of all the clinic work. In the clinic special 
attention is given to prenatal and postnatal care and the babies are all given pre- 
ventative immunizations. There were 1,303 patients. 

Miss Bonner also teaches a Sunday School Class, week day classes and works 
with the Woman’s Auxiliary. She was nurse for the Adult Conference at Chatham 
Hall—as well as attending classes. She also went to Kanuga Conference for two 
weeks. 

The Dabney House Deaconess Madeline Dunlap holds regular week-day 
classes in Christian teachings. There are 36 grade school children and 9 from High 
School, who attend these classes. Vacation schools are annual affairs, and are 
sandwiched in between Diocesan Conferences and tobacco curing. 

Monthly Auxiliary Meetings are held at Dame Memorial, Dry Forks, Trinity, 
Gretna, St. John’s, Mt. Airy and St. Paul’s Peytonsburg. The women are doing 
more now to support Diocesan projects than ever before, and slowly improving 
their Church buildings by adding proper Altar appointments, alms, basins, carpet 
and hymnals. , 

During the past two years a number of the children, who were born at the 
Dabney House Hospital have been baptized and most of them of Confirmation — 
age are presented to Bishop Gunn. We must bear in mind that most of them are 
converts from the Baptist denomination. At St. Paul’s Church, the children read 
the Evening Prayer. There is a steadily growing group of active Church members 
at St. Paul’s. Grandparents, parents and children of all ages attend Sunday School | 
at Dabney House School House and Hospital. On “preaching days” they all go- 
on to the Church. |

Report OF THE BrsHop’s COMMITTEE OF EPISCOPAL LAYMEN 


I have been asked to give a report of the work of the Bishop’s Committee of 
Episcopal Laymen for the past year. This places me in rather an anamolous 
position of speaking about something which has been struggling to exist. However, 
if you will bear with me for a few moments, | should like to review what has been 
done so far, nationally and show also what has been done in this Diocese in follow- 
ing the program of the Presiding Bishop’s Committee. 

In June, 1942, twelve laymen met with Bishop Tucker at the direction of 
the General Convention to consider ways and means of coordinating and extend- 
ing organized men’s work in the Church. As a result of the meeting, the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s work was created and began to function as a 
movement on January 15, 1943. During the stress of the war years, this move- 
ment naturally suffered, as a result. Since the end of the war there are forces 
abroad in the world which seek to destroy all religions and wipe out from the 
minds of men all moral and spiritual precepts. By their own actions, they have 
revealed their purposes. They have tried to shackle the Church in all lands under 
their influence, and they are well aware that their doctrines cannot be accepted 
by those who believe that God is the supreme ruler of men and nations. They 
have flung their challenge right at our feet. They have dared the Christian world 
to vie for the control and domination of the whole world. With their false promises 
they hope to lure the credulous into their fold, and if this fails, they are depend- 
ing upon their stupendous armed forces and the treason of local minorities to 
seize power and impose their atheistic wills on the people. | 

More and more people are constantly flocking to the Church. There is a deep 
feeling that the Christian religion and the teachings of Christ are the real salvation 
of the world. Here is where the layman of the Church has real work to do. How 
has the average layman looked at his Church? Has he had the “lifeboat view!— 
women and children first?” 

I would like to quote from a tract by the Rev. Arnold M. Lewis who is the 
Executive Director of the Presiding Bishop’s Committee. He has reworded ¢ 
familiar hymn: 

Take my wife and let her be, 

Consecrated, Lord to thee; 

Help her now thy will to see, | 

But please, dear Lord, don’t count on me. 

{ 

We all know that Christianity, in the beginning, was a layman’s movement 
Jesus Christ was no official of the then official Jewish Church. When He preachei 
in the synagogue at Nazareth, He did so as a layman. He chose twelve other lay 
men as his associates—men from various walks of life. Then he chose sevent; 
others who were not expected to give up their businesses to serve Him. Thes 
latter were to give of their time and talents to help spread Christianity. Fror 
then on, laymen have played an important role in the onward march of the Churet 
Today laymen are beginning to grasp the important role that they can play 1 
the Christian Church. There has been too wide a gulf between the layman an) 
the clergy in carrying along the work of the Church. One hears today the cry ¢ 
the layman—‘‘Tell us WHAT to do—tell us HOW to do it”. 

This movement—and it is only a movement—is planned to do just thal 
The Bishops Committee of Episcopal Laymen is not an organization, in the tre 
sense of the word. It IS a movement, with prepared materials to show the laymé' 
what he can do in the furtherance of the work of his Church. 

Now let’s see what we have done in this Diocese to further the work by ar 
for the layman. Under the guidance of the Rt. Rev. William A. Brown, Bishe 
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of the Diocese of Southern Virginia and assisted by the Rt. Rev. George Purnell 
Gunn, then Bishop Coadjutor, a representative number of laymen met at Farm- 
ville, Virginia on July 24th and 25th, 1948. Meeting with these men were the 
Rev. Arnold M. Lewis and Mr. Harrison Fiddesof, chairman of the Bishop’s 
Committee for this Province. Out of this meeting came the organization known 
as the Bishop’s Committee of Episcopal Laymen which was to function through- 
out this Diocese. It was decided to divide the Diocese into nine Areas with each 
Area to be presided over by an Area Chairman. The rector of each parish was to 
recommend a Bishop’s Man to be appointed by the Bishop, and who was to 
manage the men’s work in each parish. The chairman appointed committees on 
Education, Worship, Evangelism and Service and a larger and more representative 
meeting was planned to be held in Williamsburg. 


| This larger conference, to include all of the appointed Area Chairmen and 
all of the Bishop’s Men of the Diocese, was held in Williamsburg on September 
11th and 12th, 1948. This meeting was well planned, the addresses were inspiring 
and all of those present were ready to give enthusiastic support to the movement. 
The whole feeling of the meeting was that it was time that the men of the Church 
should lend a personal shoulder to the wheel and DO something. A constitution 
was adopted and officers were elected and a program was developed for the ensuing 
year. This program was designed, primarily to permit the men of the Church to 
DO something, PERSONALLY. In short the program was as follows: 


1. Every Member Canvass. 

National Radio Program. Promote it; follow it up. 

Publicity. 

Area or parish school of religion. 

Corporate Communion, first Sunday in Advent. 

Long range development of visual education. 

Private and family devotions emphasized. 

Repair and beautification of church property, with emphasis on the 
work to be done personally. 

Development of Lay Readers, with the idea that no church should be 
closed for lack of a rector. 

10. Possible long range program of building a Diocesan Center.

Some of the parishes and Areas carried out parts of this program with excel. 
fnt success. In one Area, a School of Religion was conducted in a different parish 
fouse each Sunday night. This school session was followed by a social hour during 
thich coffee and doughnuts were served. Before long, many of the men over the 
tire Area were calling each other by their first names and a genuine spirit of 
‘aternal good feeling was developed. Several parishes have adopted the ‘Coffee 
Tour” after the service each Sunday morning. This has been managed by the 
yen of the church—making the coffee and washing the dishes afterwards and 
‘ving new people in the parish the opportunity to meet the older parishioners 
a friendly and cordial basis. 


At the present time we have three vacant Areas within the Diocese in which 
9 Area Chairman has been appointed to carry on this vital work with the men 
‘the Church. These vacant Areas are: 


Area One. Pittsylvania and Halifax Counties. 
Area Three. Lunenberg, Mecklenburg and Charlotte Counties. 
Area Four. Brunswick, Greensville and part of Sussex Counties. 


aturally, for this movement to be successful throughout the Diocese, a man of 
sion and a man with a little time to devote to his Church must be found in each 
jrea. 


. This program stresses Evangelism. Here we walk on thin ice. Any use of the 
ord evangelism is apt to create a barrier with Episcopalians. Often, evangelism 
associated with things from which we have escaped. Evangelism is merely the 
0@ram that the Christian Church has followed for nineteen hundred years. It 


ithe continuing task of the Church, a task committed to it by our Lord. 
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The Church of England defines evangelism in this way: “To. evangelize is 
so to present Christ Jesus in the power of the Holy Spirit, that men shall come to 
put their trust in God through Him, to accept Him as their Savior, and serve Him 
as their King in the fellowship of His Church.” 

It is possible to make that definition more simple. Evangelism is the extension 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ into the world, beginning with ME, beginning with 
YOU. It is based on the assumption that Jesus Christ and His Church mean so 
much to you that it is impossible to keep the good news to yourself. It impels 
you to go out and tell others about it. That has been the basic reason for the 
spread of Christianity throughout the centuries. The degree of your desire to 
share your religion might well be the measuring rod of your Christian faith. | 

Now, where do we go from here? On May 18th and 14th I shall attend a 
conference of Diocesan Chairmen from the eastern Provinces of our Church at 
Seabury House in Greenwich, Connecticut. From this conference will come in- 
spirational leadership to carry on this movement in our Diocese. We hope to have 
a Diocesan Conference early this fall at which we hope to have all Area Chairmer, 
and Bishop’s Men from all of our parishes. The place of this conference has not 
yet been finally determined. At this conference, we hope to outline a program 0 
activities for the laymen of the diocese for the coming year. Remember, this 1 
not a dictatorial organization that prescribes a program. It will outline suggestion, 
for a program. After that it is up to the Area Chairman and the local Bishop’, 
Men to adapt such parts or all of the suggested program to their local needs. On’ 
thing we certainly need in this Diocese and that is a diocesan Center. We nee 
it for our youth, we need it for our young people’s organizations, we need it fo 
our young married people’s organizations, we need it for our men’s conferences 
we need it for our women’s conferences, we need it for the cementing and unifyin, 
of all of the Lord’s work within our Diocese. It shall certainly be a part of th 
program of the Bishop’s Committee of Episcopal Laymen. 

The two component parts of the Church, the clergy and the laity must wor 
together as a well trained team, if the Church is to grow stronger, larger and mor 
‘nfluential. Each must realize the contribution that the other can make to th 
Church. When that is realized, we can then make the kind of progress for whic 
we are all seeking. We are keenly aware of the tremendous task before us. Ma 
the men of the Church, with the help of God, accept and meet the challenge « 
their opportunity to help make a more effective Church and a better world 1 


which to live.

Report OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER 


To the 58th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Since the last Council, the Historiographer has continued his study of the 
early Virginia churches, and has two articles on the colonial churches of Spotsylvania 
and Caroline Counties now in the press and soon to appear in the Virginia Historical 
Magazine. In the same paper, he has also published an account of the first Denbigh 
Parish Church in Warwick County, built 1627, whose complete tile floor had 
been discovered in the Warwick River woods. Since the colonial church and court 
were always closely associated, he contributed an article on the colonial court- 
houses of Norfolk and Princess Anne Counties, several of which adjoined early 
churches and chapels. He is now engaged in taking color photographs of all the 
surviving colonial churches in Virginia, to illustrate his lecture on this subject, 
which he has repeatedly given at Richmond, Lynchburg, Franklin, Goochland, 
and points nearer home. His ‘‘Colonial Vestry Book of Lynnhaven Parish” appear- 
ed last Christmas, as the first of a projected series of hitherto unpublished parish 
records, and the “Colonial Register of Kingston Parish, Mathews County” will 
be the next. He is constantly called upon for advice and information by people’ 
interested in the old churches and has been invited to act as consultant on three. 
projected restorations of colonial churches, during the past year.

once in each month, and the Bishop is sending Mr. John M. Gessell to the parish

ave already presented themselves, and there are indications that in the near 


‘uture we shall have a small, but strong and active Mission center in Appomattox.

_ From April 1st in 1949 until December Ist of the same year, when the Rey.

_ On January Ist of this year, the Rev. George B. Holmes left the four churches 
in the West Mecklenburg group, in order to take up his new duty as rector of 
Christ Church, Pulaski, Va.

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taken the task of merging the two congregations of St. Mark’s, Cochran and 
Trinity, near Alberta. Trinity church building has been dismantled and is being 
rebuilt in the Town of Alberta. Bishop Gunn, Bishop Brown, the Rev. Mr. Clary 
and the Archdeacon have worked together on this projest which will soon be 
completed. Next month the Rev. Mr. Clary will be advanced to the priesthood, 
and the Archdeacon will discontinue his visits to Brunswick—much to his regret. 

The Bishop has requested the Archdeacon to secure Clergymen to supply 
vacant churches. :

Report OF THE Vircinia Counciy or CHURCHES 
TO ITS CONSTITUENT DENOMINATIONS 


The Virginia Council of Churches is developing a MID-CENTURY AD- 
VANCE MOVEMENT in the area of Cooperative Christianity. This Advance 
Movement was launched during March and April in a series of area conferences 
which were held in each of the general areas of the state. These conferences were 
well attended by ministers, laymen and church women. 


Through this MID-CENTURY ADVANCE MOVEMENT, the Council is 
attempting to help organize and strengthen local councils of churches, councils 
of church women and youth councils in every county and city in the state. In 
Certain areas, churches in two or more counties may unite to form one cooperative 
church organization. In every section of Virginia, local churches are expressing 
“increased interest in participating with other churches in one or more phases of 
“ cooperative Christianity. 

The Council works through ten separate departments. These departments 
include the areas of Christian Education, Comity and Missions, Council of Church 
‘Women, Church Music and Worship, Evangelism, Inter-racial Cooperation, Radio, 
‘Rural Church, Social Education and Action, and Youth Council. The MID-CENT. 
-URY ADVANCE emphasis is being developed through each department. 


| New interest is being expressed in the area of Weekday Religious Education. 
/During the school session of 1949-50, seventy-four weekday Religious Education 
‘teachers were employed by affiliated county and city councils of churches. As in 
\previous years, Virginia Weekday Church Schools continue to reach above 95 
per cent of the children who are given an opportunity to enroll in the classes. The 
Weekday Church School Movement reaches 95 per cent of the children in many 
communities where the Sunday School fails to reach more than 40 per -cént of: 
ithe available children. 


During the summer of 1949, the Council greatly increased its ministry to 
Agricultural Migrants. Plans are being developed which will further increase the 
(Council’s ministry to these people who help to harvest Virginia’s crops. From 
ithe standpoint of real need, it is doubtful if any group in America are more in need 
of the joint missionary effort of the churches. The Council heartily invites local 
churches and local church organizations to make special contributions for this 
mportant work. 


| The Council has launched a state-wide program of Home Visitation Evangel- 
ism. The general plan is outlined in a pamphlet, ““The Good News of the Gospel.” 
This pamphlet explains procedures for conducting a monthly visitation of homes 
in_the local community. Companion pamphlets, “Topics of Conversation” and 
“Good News for the Family” are valuable aids in this important phase of evangel- 
‘sm. This plan of Home Visitation Evangelism has been endorsed by leaders in 
the major denominations. A complimentary copy of ‘The Good News of the 
Sospel” will be sent to any person upon request. 

__ The officers and staff of the Council are deeply appreciative of many types 
of cooperation which have been expressed by the leaders of many denominations

The Protestant Episcopal Theological Seminary in Virginia: 


In September 1949, 70 new men were received, resulting in the largest en- 
rollment in the life of the Seminary. To meet the increased demands, six persons 
have been added to the administrative and teaching staff. The third of the new 
dormitories was put into partial use in November; the fourth will be ready by 
September. It is hoped that the new refectory and reception room will also be 
in use by September. At the beginning of 1949, the balance on hand was $8,203.07; 
the receipts during the year were $234,058. 00, the expenditures were $204, 704. 51, 
and the balance at the close of the year was $29, 354.42. The morale of the Seminary 
was excellent and the high academic standard was maintained. We regret the

St. PauL’s PoLtyTecunic INSTITUTE 


I have the honor to present to you my first report as the third President of 


the Saint Paul’s Polytechnic Institute. I assemed my duties as the President 
March 30, 1950. 


There are 1,439 students enrolled at the institution. This number includes | 
students 1n our college, high school and elementary school. There are 547 students | 


in our college, 585 in our high schoo! and 307 in our elementary school. These 
students come from twelve different states and the District of Columbia. 


There are 97 individuals who have faculty of staff status connected with our | 
program. The average training of our college teachers is 5 years and 3 months | 


beyond high school graduation. 


In our college 302 students are preparing to teach, 228 are taking trade | 


courses, and there are 17 special students. 
We have a full time Chaplain and we are making an effort to secure a woman 


worker. We plan next year to have all the religious organizations you would expect _ 
to find at a church related institution operating under the Protestant Episcopal | 
Church. For the 1950-1951 school term we shall initiate a series of compulsory _ 
chapel services to be held in our chapel. We require each student before he or she — 


graduates from our Institute to take at least six semester hours in religious educa- 
tion. 


| 


During the present year there have been four people baptized and ten pre- 


sented for confirmation. 


Our total operating budget for the 1949-1950 fiscal year is $380,350.00. We © 


are receiving from this Diocese $1,000.00; from the Diocese of Virginia $1,000.00; 


from the Diocese of Southwestern Virginia $250.00 and from the American 


Church Institute for Negroes $35,000.00. 


We have presently under construction a heating system, a trades building 
and a dining hall. These three projects cost approximately $433,000.00. In order | 


to complete these three projects we must secure from some source $170,000.00. 


We certainly wish to express to this Diocese our sincere appreciation for its 
support. It is our feeling that every dollar invested in the Saint Paul’s Polytechnic 


Institute will bring dividends in terms of trained young people going out into the | 
world to dedicate themselves to a life of Christian service in the several com- | 


munities throughout our nation.

The Episcopal High School began its 112th year on September 12, 1949, 
with 211 boarding pupils and 29 day students. Since that time, four boys have 
been withdrawn and six new students received. 


Twenty masters are now employed, of whom eight are bachelors in charge of 
the dormitories. 


Fifty-five boys are candidates for graduation. Ten others expect to go on to 
college without diplomas. 


There are 168 Episcopalians in the school. The rest are Protestant with the 
exception of two Roman Catholics and two members of the Greek-Orthodox 
hurch. 


During the summer of 1949 the main dormitory buildings were remodeled 
and modernized at a cost of approximately $200,000. During the next few months 
a new Chapel-auditorium and a new residence for the Headmaster are to be built. 
These expenditures are made from the sums collected in the recent Building Fund 
Drive, and do not come from current income. 


The balance on hand in June, 1948, was $6,475.48 and in June, 1949, was 
| $9,412.19. No balance is expected at the end of the current session. Operating 
costs for the session of 1948-49 were $254,034.88. 


Classical Greek continues to be offered, as well as advanced courses in English, 
_ Latin and Mathematics. 


Sons of the clergy are taken for one-half the usual charges.

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RULES OF ORDER FOR THE COUNCIL 


|.—Organization. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members 
shall take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, stand- 
ing only when addressing the chair. 


Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the 
first day of the Council, the roll of the Clergy shall be called, and also 
the roll of the Lay Delegates, whose certificates have been received 
by the Secretary, and if it be found that a constitutional quorum of 
fifteen of each order be present, the President shall declare that the 
Council is duly organized, and is ready for business. 


Section 8. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
appoint the following Council Committees: 


(1) A committee of two on Journal of Council with power to act 
during recess and report, of which the Secretary of the Diocese shall 
be chairman. 


(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
of New Parishes. 


(3) A committee of two, one of each order, on Credentials. 


(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
Canons, with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
tween the sessions of the Council. 


(5) A Committee on Dispatch of Business, the number to be determined by 


the President of Council. 


(6) A Committee of nine, consisting of four clergymen and five laymen, on 
the Budget for The Church’s Program of the Diocese. 


(7) A Committee, of five members, on Abandoned Property. 


(8) A Committee, of four members, of which the Secretary of the Diocese 
shall be ex officio a member, on Parochial Reports. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of Coun- 
cil and the appointment of the Council Committees, and shall have 


precedence over all other business. 


11._—Order of Business. 


Section 1. When no order of business has been adopted, the order 
shall be as follows: 


(1) Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, but this may 


| be omitted by a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without 


debate. 
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(2) Petitions. 

(3) Election of officers. 

(4) Report of officers. 

(5) The report of Council committees. 
(6) The report of special committees. 
(7) Unfinished business. 

(8} Motions and resolutions. 


(This Order of Business subject to the adopted report of Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business.) 


l1!!1.—Order of Debate and Legislation. 


Section 1. All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the table, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under consid- 
eration. 


Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to amend it or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 


precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amend- © 


ment on the table be adopted, the matter before the Council shall 
be considered as if no such amendment had been offered. 


Section 7. Motions to lay on the table and adjourn shall be de- 
cided without debate; and such motions shall always be in order, 
except while a member has the floor, or a vote on any question is 
being taken. 


Section 8. The previous question shall only be put when de- 
manded by a majority of those present. It shall be in this form: 
“Shall the main question now be put?” and, until decided, all debate, 
amendments, and other motions shall be out of order. 


Section 9. When a question has been decided by the Council or 


postponed indefinitely, a motion to reconsider can only be made by | 


one member and seconded by another who voted with the majority. 
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A motion to reconsider must be made the same day the vote is 
taken, or on the succeeding day. 


Section 10. When a member desires to speak or present any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to the President, and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, avoiding all personalities. 


Section 11. If any member trespasses the rule of the Council, 
the President shall, or any members may, call him to order, in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately take his seat, 
unless permitted to explain, until the question of the order is decided 
by the President, when he may proceed in order as ruled by the 
President. 


Section 12. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision, and 
on such appeal no member shall speak more than once without the 
permission of the Council. 


Section 13. The names of the movers of all resolutions shall ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of the Council. 


Section 14. When two or more members rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall say who is entitled to the floor, and from his decision 
there shall be no appeal. 


Section 15. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes whenever seven members require it, or by orders whenever such 
vote is demanded by five members, as required by the Constitution. 


Section 16. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him. 


Section 17. No member shall vote upon a question in the decision 
of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


Section 18. Upon a division and count no member shall be counted 
‘ who is not within the limits assigned as seats of members. 


Section 19. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and 
all reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of 
opinion by the Council, shall be accompanied by the proper resolu- 
_ tions expressing the same for the consideration of the Council. 


1V.—General Regulations. 


Section 1. No member shall absent himself from the meetings of 
|the Council without leave, unless he be sick or unable to attend. 


| Section 2. The President shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
‘seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of members, 
'which shall be appropriated to the accommodation of visiting clergy- 
‘Men and candidates for orders who may be invited by the Rector or 
‘Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held, under the direc- 
_ticn of the President and Council. 


Section 3. No spectator *shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted within the pews allotted to the Council; and the 
Rector and Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held are 
/fequested to see that this rule is enforced. 
f Section 4. No rule of order shall be repealed, amended or sus- 
\pended, except by a two-thirds vote.

"0 the Clergy and Laity of the Fifty-ninth Council of the Diocese of Southern 
| Virginia: 


“Grace be unto you, and peace from God our Father, and from the Lord 
esus Christ.” 


_ The first thought I have in beginning this Address and Report to the 
‘ifty-ninth Council is the real fortitude and prowess of the clerical and lay 
aembers of the diocese with which they have sustained the first full year of 
jy being the Diocesan. Many and gracious have been the evidences of 
operation and support, by which I have been heartened and encouraged. 


__ It has not been an easy year for the diocese, nor for the world. We 
‘ave seen the coming of what some people have called world war two-an-a- 
alf. We have seen again the shedding of blood, and all about us are evident 
ie signs of war. Some of our sons have already been called to the service 
f their country, and soon others of us will bid our sons God-speed when 
aey take leave of home or school, and we will follow them with our prayers. 


National and inter-national crisis upon crisis has been the order of the 

ay, and we have heard much of charges and counter-charges of corruption 
1 high places. We wonder if the future may hope to take courage from 
le past, for our most recent past has been far from calm, determined, or 
‘cure. 
_ And yet, in such a time as this, we remember that the Christian Church 
48 a great opportunity. Where else can there be found sure and solid 
round upon which to erect the structure of hope and confidence, other than 
pon the foundation laid in Christ Jesus our Lord? Yes, the Christian 
‘hurch has its great opportunity. Shall we, the Christian people of our 
‘veral communities in these thirty counties comprising the Diocese of 
outhern Virginia, enable the Church and its work to go forward and not 
aly meet the situation head on, but contribute to the betterment of the 
tuation in which we find ourselves? God grant that we will. 

Now it is easy enough to say to ourselves that we are resolved to set 
itrward God’s Kingdom in trying and uncertain days, but the acid test 
mes when we are asked to make provision for the work of His Kingdom 
be done. 

You will hear much in the sessions of this council of quotas, budgets, 
id totals.

It is your responsibility and mine to se 
that setting forward the Master’s Mission to earth comes first in the mind 
and hearts of those with whom we talk on our return to our homes when thi 
council adjourns. We are the ones given the opportunity and privilege o 
being met here to decide what our diocese will attempt for God, and wit 
every opportunity and privilege there always goes responsibility, to be sure 
We have a definite and clear cut responsibility, and the eyes of the Maste 
are upon each one of us assembled here to see how we take heart to mee 
or fail to meet, our God-given responsibility. 

Oh my bretheren, let the mind and heart, and yes, the courage too, b 
in us which was in Christ Jesus our Lord. His was a real thirst for th 
Kingdom of His Father to come upon earth. Dare we fail to catch somethin; 
of His Vision, something of His Hope, and much inspiration and zeal fror 
His Living Presence among us?

First, attention is called again to the necessity for lay readers to hav 
their licenses renewed each year. 


Secondly, rectors, ministers-in-charge, and registers of vestries are r 
minded of the importance of keeping church records accurately, and up | 
date. Much depends upon church records, and carelessness in keeping thei 
in inexcusable. 

Thirdly, at no place in either the General or Diocesan Canons 
permission given to enroll on the church register, as members of the col 
gregation, whatever that may mean, the names of persons baptized in othi 
denominations, but not confirmed in our Church. It may be that a fal: 
sense of loyalty to Church Unity has prompted this action in certain case 
Now I believe in Church Unity, yet I do not believe that we can help, y¢« 
I believe we hinder, the cause of Unity by breaking our own Church Lay 
and saying in effect that they are unimportant. What may we hope to ga 
by saying in effect that the very things our Christian brothers wish to hav 
namely among them the imparting of the Holy Ghost in the Apostolic trad 
tion by the laying on of hands by a Bishop in Apostolic Succession, | 
unimportant. Also, great confusion arises when a person is enrolled as’ 
member of the congregation, without confirmation, and that person is lat! 
transferred to another Episcopal church as a communicant in good standin 
This is not merely an academic situation. I know of it as an actual case | 
Southern Virginia. This means also that no Letter of Transfer is receivat

by our Church from any Church not in union with our Church. 

Fourthly, the Canons require that any minister of another denominati! 
must first receive the permission of the Bishop of the diocese, not the rect¢ 
minister-in-charge, or senior warden, before that minister of anoth 
denomination is entitled to preach in any of the churches of the dioce’

Fifthly, several vestries have recently either over looked, or have be)

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gnorant of the canon requiring a vestry to give notice to the Bishop before 
1 call is extended to a new rector. The Bishop must be given notice of 
juch action before it is taken, and given thirty days in which to reply 


Sixthly, the Bishop appoints the minister-in-charge of an Unorganized, 
wx Organized Mission, and neither the committee of an Unorganized Mis- 
ion, nor the vestry of an Organized Mission, may call a rector. I wish 
o state that this Bishop will most gladly cooperate and work with any 
Aission in the matter of securing a minister-in-charge, but the Canons must 
e followed. 

And finally, on the subject of Canons, please remember that the Chan- 

ellor of the Diocese is, by Canon Law, the legal adviser of the Bishop, and 
f the Standing Committee. Several times of late the Chancellor has been 
sked by various persons to act in a legal capacity on matters entirely out 
f his sphere of duties. Only the Bishop, and the Standing Committee, may 
roperly refer matters to him for his advice on matters affecting the interest 
nd welfare of the diocese. 
As often as both Bishop Brown and I have mentioned the subject in 
ouncil addresses, there is yet a question in the minds of some persons on 
‘e subject of—Bingo. Only recently was I asked my views on the subject 
y two persons at different times. At the meeting of the House of Bishops,

Report OF THE EXEcUTIVE Boarp 


To the Fifty-ninth Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


The Executive Board of the Diocese of Southern Virginia met May 10, 
June 1st, September 7, and December 1, in 1950, and January 24 and April 
10 in 1951. Bishop Gunn was present and presided at all meetings. Bishop 
Brown was also present by request. All meetings were opened and closed 
with prayer. Noon-day prayers were said at each meeting. At every meeting 
the Bishop commented on conditions within the Diocese. 


May 10, 1950 


This was a called meeting held immediately after the close of the 58th 
Annual Council for the purpose of organization. The following Depart- 
mental Chairman were elected: 


The Rey. J. F. W. Feild for Christian Education 
The Rey. Beverley T. White for Promotion 
The Rev. E. P. Bush, Jr. for Missions 


JUNE 1, 1951 
11 members present 


The Rev. J. A. Vache’ was elected Chairman of the Department of 
Christian Social Relations. Steps were taken towards the collection of ar- 
rears in the payments of 1949 assessments for Diocesan Expenses. Recom- 
mended to the next Annual Council the following rates on the churches for 
the 1950 assessments for diocesan expenses: 40¢ per communicant, plus six 
percent on current expenses. Requested the Department of Missions to ascer- 
tain from the Mission Clergy of the Diocese, the cost of operating their auto- 
mobiles and what travel allowance, if any, they receive from their vestries. 
The treasurer of The Church’s Program was directed to add contributions 
received under the “One World in Christ” campaign, to the amounts al- 
ready subscribed by the churches to The Church’s Program for 1950. The 
following Resolution was adopted: “That the Secretary write to all vestries 
in the Diocese, calling their attention to the action of Council with respect 
to the bonding of treasurers, that the said vestries be informed as to the 
proposed plan of ‘position bonding,’ that the vestries be given an opportunity 
to make use of this plan, and that vestries whose treasurers are already 
bonded be requested to so advise this Board.” The Board received from the 
Chancellor a report as to the Status of the Ridley Estate. The Chairman of 
the Department of Missions was requested to bring in a plan of organiza- 
tion of his Department so as to include both White and Negro representa- 
tion. Appointed a Committee, with the Rev. Dr. Guerry as Chairman, to 
study into the advisability of creating a Department of this Board, to be 
known as The Department of College Work. Recommended that the Diocese 
assume responsibility for the Church Yard and Cemetery of the former St. 
Ann’s Church in Prince Edward County. Appropriated $100.00 from the 
contingent account of the Diocese to be given as a donation to “The Episco- 
pal Hour” radio program. 


SEPTEMBER 7, 1950 
13 members present 


A series of Resolutions referring to the Ridley Estate was adopted, and 
are briefly summarized as follows: 
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1—That the claim of St. Luke’s, Courtland, and Emmanuel, Franklin, to 
the $5,000.00 bequest to St. Thomas’, Boykins, in Nottoway Parish should 
not be contested by the Diocese, unless it is advised by the Chancellor that 
it is legally obligated to do so. 

2—That the Diocese shall not contest the claim of W. H. S. Burgwyn 
to the sixty shares of stock of the Meherrin Valley Bank. 


3—That the Diocese shall not contest the claim of Mrs. W. H. S. Bur- 
gwyn for $2,500.00 for services rendered to the late Roberta M. Ridley, nor 
the claim of W. H. S. Burgwyn, Jr. for $1,000.00 for attorney’s fees. 


4—That for acting as agent of the Diocese with reference to real estate 
and rent collections, Judge W. H. S. Burgwyn is entitled to compensation 
at the rate of five percent of the gross rents collected and That the Execu- 
tors are entitled to commissions only on the personal property owned by the 
decedent and not on the value of the real estate. 


5$—Urged prompt distribution of the Estate. 
6—Appointed the following Committees: 
a—On cutting and the sale of timber—Mr. S. J. Flournoy, Chair- 
man. 


b—On real estate and buildings, including the improvement of 
the farm land—Mr. H. McR. Pinner, Chairman. 


c—On the use of the property for Charitable purposes—Mr. 
George R. Humrickhouse, Chairman. 


To each of the foregoing Committees, an allowance was made for 
carrying on its work. 


Mr. James Mann, Jr., and Mr. Fred E. Martin were designated as a 
Committee to examine such deeds to parish church properties as were re- 
ceived and filed in the diocesan office. The Board appointed the personnel 
of the various Departments as recommended by the Departmental Chairmen. 
Appropriated $600.00 from any available funds, including the income bal- 
ance of the Abandoned Property Fund, for repairs and improvements to 
Ascension, Palmer Springs. Made provision for the payments of Church 
Pension Fund premiums on the salary of the Rev. Donald H. Allen from 
July 1st to December 31st, 1950; also for an appropriation of $300.00 to- 
wards the cost of Mr. Allen’s new car. Approved in principle a plan for 
a general diocesan survey, giving consideration to the location of the 
Churches in the Diocese, their resources and the possibilities of their future 
development. A committee, composed of Dr. Dabney S. Lancaster, Bishop 
Brown and the Rev. Dr. E. R. Carter, was appointed to study this proposal. 
A committee, with the Rev. S. C. Walke, as Chairman, was appointed to 
study the general set-up of The Executive Board. 


DECEMBER 1, 1950 
14 members present 


Appointed a committee, with power to act, to advise with the vestry, 
or a committee of the vestry of Christ and St. Luke’s, Norfolk, looking to- 
wards the use of the second and third floors of the Guild House, for dio- 
cesan headquarters. The treasurer of the 1950 Church’s Program reported 
that funds were not in sight to complete the payment of the appropriations 
made by the Board; whereupon the Board directed the Treasurer, if neces- 
sary, 1—to curtail payments to White and Colored Mission Departments 
and to the Department of Promotion, and 2—to sell whatever part of the 
U. S. Treasury bonds held in the name of The Church’s Program as may 
be necessary. 

A committee was appointed, with Mr. Robert B. Tunstall as Chairman, 
to study the whole matter of assigning Church’s program quotas to the 


| 
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churches of the Diocese. The following Resolutions affecting the Ridley 
Estate were adopted: 


1—That the committee on farm and buildings be authorized to take 
over the management of the farm, beginning with the next crop season, and 
to take such steps as may be necessary to change the method of operation. 

2—That the tenant system of farming be discontinued after 1951 and 
that the present tenants be notified sufhciently in advance, so as not to 
injure their interests. 

3—That the recommendations of the timber committee as to a long 
term policy of harvesting the timber be adopted as a Policy of this Board, 


_and that the committee be given the authority to receive bids and to sell 


the timber in accordance with this policy. 


4—That the committee on the use of the Ridley Estate be instructed to 
return a report on the ultimate use of the said Estate with especial reference 
to the interpretation by the committee of the word “Charity”. 


The Board adopted the plan of Social Security for Lay Employees of 
the Church and directed that Social Security information be sent to the 
Churches and organizations of the Diocese. Approved, and returned for 
more detailed study, certain suggestions of the committee appointed to study 
the set-up of the Jamestown Churchman. Ordered the free distribution of 
the Jamestown Churchman to vestrymen in 1951, with the request that all 
vestrymen be urged to subscribe. Referred to the Chancellor the recommen- 
dations of the committee appointed to study the whole set-up of the Execu- 
tive Board. Directed that the sum of $500.00 be included in the budget of 
the Diocese for 1951, for the use of the Committee on The Survey of the 
Diocese. 


JANUARY 24, 1951 
13 members present 


The treasurer of the Diocese was directed to write to those churches 
which had not paid their 1949 and 1950 assessments in full, requesting each 
to inform the Board as to why its payment is in arrears, The treasurer was 
also directed to sell $3,000.00 U. S. Treas. bonds 52/54 and to use the pro- 
ceeds from such sale to curtail the $6,500.00 note held by the bank against 
the Episcopal Residence, with the understanding that new bonds may be 
purchased at some later date. The Chairman of the Department of Promo- 
tion reported an expectancy of $84,657.00 from the churches towards the 
Church’s Program for 1951, whereupon the Board adopted the following 
budget:

In forming the budget the item of $2,400.00 for administration was 
transferred to the Diocesan Expense Account, and $1,200.00 was deducted 
from Diocesan Missions and added to Christian Education. 
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The Board approved a proposed 1951 budget of the Department of 
Missions in the total amount of $40,050.00. 

Plans were adopted looking towards securing additional subscriptions 
in order to regain the $12,000.00 undersubscribed to the 1951 Church’s Pro- 
gram. These plans included a Pastoral Letter to be addressed to the churches 
by the Bishop. 

The committees on the Ridley Estate all reported progress. The sum of 
$200.00 was added to the 1951 budget of the Diocese as a donation to The 
Episcopal Church of the Air. A committee, with the Rev. Beverley T. White 
as Chairman was appointed to formulate a Church’s Program Asking Bud- 
get for 1952. 


APRIL 10, 1951 
12 members present 


Recommended that the antique furniture received under the Will of the 
late Rev. E. P. Miner be given to St. Paul’s Polytechnic Institute. Appointed 
a committee to represent the Board in the matter of the sale of the residence 
formerly occupied by Deaconess Dudley at Grub Hill. The Board recom- 
mended to this Annual Council That beginning with 1952, all parishes be 
notified that the Easter Mite Box Offerings should not be included as a part 
of the payments of subscriptions to The Church’s Program, but as special 
offerings for the work of The National Council; and that this Diocese will 
not include the said Mite Box Offerings as a part of the Expectation from 
Southern Virginia to the General Church Program. Recommended to Coun- 
cil the adoption of a proposed new canon VII. On The Executive Board, and 
referred the proposed new canon to the Committee On Constitution and 
Canons, with a copy to each congregation in union with Council. Approved 
and referred to Council for adoption, a budget of diocesan expenses for 
the fiscal year 1951. By a unanimous rising vote, the Board expressed to 
Miss Nellie E. Drawbaugh its regret over her decision to resign as Secre- 
tary in the diocesan office, and expressed its appreciation for her services 
during a period of nearly eighteen years. An Asking Budget for The 
Church’s Program for 1952, in the total amount of $101,512.00 was approved 
and referred to the Council Committee on Program and Budget. Appointed 
4 committee under the Department of Christian Education to supervise a 
24 day campaign throughout the Diocese to give information concerning 
the new educational program and curriculum; this campaign to be con- 
ducted under the General Church Department of Christian Education. Mr. 
H. McR. Pinner, chairman of farm and buildings committee, reported fire 
insurance coverage of the buildings on the Ridley Estate, and turned the 
policies over to the diocesan ofhce. Received from the Chancellor and ap- 
proved a proposed final accounting by the Executors of the Ridley Estate. 
Approved the recommendations of a committee on diocesan headquarters 
looking towards the occupancy of the second and third floors of the Guild 
House of Christ and St. Luke’s Church, 618 Stockley Gardens, Norfolk. 

A special meeting of the Board was scheduled to be held on May 2nd, 
1951, to consider a report from the committee appointed to study the ques- 
tion of quotas assigned to the churches for The Church’s Program. As this 
date is so close to the date of the meeting of the Annual Council, the pro- 
ceedings of this special meeting can not be included in this report.

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Report OF THE DEPARTMENT OF Missions 


Bishop Gunn, and Members of the 59th Annual Council of the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia: 


The way in which Missions in Southern Virginia is often brought up in 
Council divests it of its spirit and meaning. Too often we begin by thinking 
in terms of budget and finance. And, while I cannot deny that we need to 
think in these terms, nevertheless it has a way of putting the cart before 
the horse. 


The matter of Missions is first of all a deeply Christian impulse. Mis- 
sions is our faith at work. The Spirit of Missions is the one great way of 
knowing that Christianity is alive. For when we are thinking in terms of 
spreading our Faith to others we are most alive as Christians ourselves. 


The Department of Missions in this Diocese is set up to carry out the 
Missionary spirit of the Church in Southern Virginia. We act as your agents 
to constantly expand and intensify our Church’s work right here. 


Let’s look around us for a minute at our Diocese and see what the picture 
presents. We are primarily a Rural Diocese. Of the one hundred and forty 
Churches in the Diocese, eighty of them are in strictly Rural areas. And 
these are sparsely scattered throughout the two hundred and fifty odd miles 
from the Eastern Shore to Pittsylvania County. In towns our Churches are 
doing a grand job. But in the Rural areas we are only beginning to touch 
the surface. 


So if Missions is to really mean something to us here, we have got to be 
willing to concentrate on the Rural Church. If we want to grow as a Diocese, 
we must grow here. 


Here is where your Department of Missions comes into the picture. Briefly, 
it is set up as the agency through which the Spirit of Missions is expressed in 
the Rural areas of our Diocese. More concretely, our task is to staff Mission 
Churches with Clergy, to maintain a salary level for them, to encourage 
Missions to work toward independent status, and—this is most important— 
to expand our Missions field in the Diocese. 


Here is what we have been doing in the past year: We have had twelve 
men in the field (ten ministers in Parishs and two Archdeacons). They have 
been serving thirty-seven Churches. Also, we have had a supply minister who 
has served at least a half dozen Churches during the past year. One new 
Congregation has been organized at Appomattox, and another is in the 
process of being formed. 


To co-ordinate our Missionary efforts, we have combined into one 
Department the work among both colored and white missions. So now our one 
Department and one budget covers the entire Missions work in this Diocese. 


Our object has been, and will continue to be, to help Mission Churches to 
achieve independent status. This means, first of all, supply them with Clergy. 
But it also means keeping them, once they are placed in a Parish. We know 
how much living costs have gone up. And while costs have mounted Mission 
Clergy salaries have not changed. While our budget would not allow us to 
grant salary increases, nevertheless we fought for, and obtained, a travel 
allowance for each of our Mission Clergy. This amounts to two-hundred 
dollars a year for each man. We also raised our automobile allowance, so 
that a Mission Clergyman is now allowed $500.00 on the purchase of a 
new car—provided that he stay in the Diocese for three years. 
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We wrote to each Mission Church and asked them to assume a larger 
portion of their Minister’s salary. With only few exceptions they all com- 
plied with our request. This means, then, that most of our Missions are 
working more closely toward independent status. And, incidently, it also 
means that our budget will not have to be so large from now on. 


In order to do all these things I have mentioned, our Department will 
spend $34,000.00 this year. We think the money is well spent, and that our 
Diocese is at least making an effort to fulfill our Lord’s command that we 
go into all the world. We are, I think, at least beginning at home. 


Now let us look ahead, to the summer months when a number of seminar- 
ians will go into our Diocese’s Mission field, and to 1952, as we all must be 
thinking of next year’s budget. 


This summer we expect four new men to take charge of Mission Churches, 
raising the number of Churches now regularly served to fifty-one. Also 
keeping in mind the seminary graduates in 1952, we earnestly hope to break 
up some of the overloaded Cures now served by one man; and we hope that 
new work can be opened up in various key spots throughout the Diocese. We 
are trying to sight ahead, to a stronger, growing Diocese. Our proposed 
budget for the coming year is geared to these hopes. We do not apologize 
for its size; for we think you, too, want the Church in Southern Virginia 
to grow, not stand still or go down hill. So we earnestly ask you to sup- 
port our asking for 1952 of $46,050.00 for Missions in Southern Virginia. 


If in quoting facts and figures to you, I may have caused you to lose 
sight of the spirit of our Missionary task, then I have miserably failed in my 
job. I hope, rather, than you see all this as an attempt to fulfill the words 
of Jesus Christ: “ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” We 
must have a faith ample enough to see our mission to all the world, and 
concrete enough to grow in Southern Virginia.

DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN Epucation—1950-51 


The department is glad to be able to report that significant steps forward 
have been made in Christian Education during the past counciliar year. 


I. INSTITUTES 


Our most extensive and intensive program has been in the field of 
teacher training. Feeling that “teaching is done by vital persons and not by 
books,” the department has put most of its emphasis here. Institutes for 
teacher training have been established in the Norfolk and Peninsula areas 
and we are confident that two additional institutes may be established in 
the next year. The diocesan consultant has been holding teacher training 
institutes once a month in Trinity Church, Portsmouth, St. John’s, Farmville 
for contiguous territory and on the Eastern Shore. Like institutes are planned 
in five strategic places in the diocese next year. We emphasize the high 
value of monthly teacher training classes in every parish and mission as 
one of the most effective ways of developing teachers. We can think of 
nothing that would be of more educational value than this. We are glad 
to report that there are four new full time directors of Christian Education in 
the parishes of the diocese making a total of five now in the diocese. All 
in all there seems to be good grounds for continued development in this 
phase of Christian Education. 


II. CONFERENCES 


The conference idea is rapidly coming into its own in the diocese. Five 
summer conferences were held last year: Teacher training conference, Young 
Adult Conference, Woman’s Auxiliary Conference at Chatham; Young Peo- 
ple’s Conference at Blackstone College and a Negro Youth Conference at 
St. Paul’s Polytechnic Institute at Lawrenceville. All of these conferences 
will be held again this summer. An exceptionally high caliber of leadership 
has been secured for the Chatham Conferences. It has been many a year, 
perhaps if ever, when so distinguished and well fitted group have been 
brought together in the diocese for an educational conference. We would urge 
the laymen and the laywomen of our diocese to take advantage of this unusual 
opportunity. 


The Youth Conference will be held this year at Averett College, Danville, 
June 17-23rd. The department is undertaking a new approach for this con- 
ference seeking to develop a Christian community for the week the young 
people are together. Upon the young people the rectors endorse to send 
to this conference will depend the success of this effort. 


There will be held at Roslyn Conference Center, Richmond, next month 
a conference for lay men and leaders of the Woman’s Auxiliary at which 
time the National Department will present the new educational program. 
The theme will be ‘Toward redemptive life within the church through 
better Christian Education.” 


III. YoutH Work 


The report of the Youth Work in the diocese indicates a real step forward. 
Careful planning is evidenced in week-end conferences for youth and their 
counselors. At the annual convention more parishes were represented this 
year than ever before. The young people publish a Diocesan News Sheet 
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quarterly. The great need is an extension of this work in the parishes and 
missions no matter how small the number of young people may be. The 
Fellowship of Young Churchmen serves all the youth in the diocese and 
not just those organized into fellowships. If there are only one or two 
young people +in a parish or mission, it is all the more important that they 
be gotten in touch with the Youth Conference and Convention. 


IV. GENERAL 


A great step forward in Christian Education is that better materials 
are being used in the Church School more and more. The Department has 
prepared, after most careful study, a list of the best available teaching 
materials for every grade in the church schools. We commend to rectors and 
superintendents a careful study of this list. A rewarding advancement in 
the efficiency of our Church Schools will certainly result. 

We are glad to report that three new Church Schools have been organ- 
ized in the past year. 

There has been a wide spread use of the church’s teaching series for 
adults which means a better and more efficient and interested laity. These 
materials are now coming out regularly from the National Department. 

The department and Woman’s Auxiliary presented the new program of 
Christian Education at the fall district meetings. 

The department is appropriating five hundred dollars a year to the 
rector at Farmville and five hundred dollars to the rector at Williamsburg 
for their work among the college students, also one hundred dollars to the 
Virginia State College at Petersburg and one hundred dollars to the Hampton 
Institute for work among students. 


V. THE CONSULTANT 


It is not too much to say that the work of the consultant for the depart- 
ment, The Rev. Donald H. Allen, is largely responsible for the forward 
movement in Christian Education in the diocese. He has been indefatigable 
in his work, giving of himself unreservedly to set forth the program formu- 
lated by the department. He has traveled in the diocese an average of 
twenty days a month in educational visitations, preaching, making educational 
addresses and holding group meetings. He taught in one interdenominational 
institute. It should be remembered that he can only go into a parish or 
mission as he is invited and we speak for him an invitation in those places 
where he has not already visited. We feel that the educational program of 
this diocese is in consecrated and capable hands and the diocese must keep 
Mr. Allen and give him the proper tools to adequately do the work which 
he is now emminently equipped to carry out.

THE Rev. JEAN A. VACHE’, CHAIRMAN 


Bishop Gunn and Members of the 59th Annual Council: 


In beginning this report of the Department of Christian Social Relations 
it might be well to first define what the work of the department is in the 
work of the church, for, I have found that very few people have the slightest 


idea of its work. To illustrate: I was talking to the president of one of the 


auxiliaries regarding the departments work in her auxiliary. She said, 


“Our chairman of social relations is doing a wonderful job. She serves the 
_ most delightful luncheons and dinners in our parish.”

charge of the institutions and thus assist in every way possible to develop 
these institutions that they may do a better job.

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Your department also helps, thru its contribution, a very worthy work 
carried on by the Interdenominational Religious Work Foundation of which 
the Rev. R. Cary Montague is president. Thru this foundation consecrated 
chaplains and directors of religious education work with the men and 
women in our state institutions. 


For the first time, I believe, your department is presenting the work 
of our three institutions as a part of its report (with their askings for 
1952, and also, their budgets and anticipated incomes.) 


We are very fortunate in having as a member of our department one 
of the most active lay men in the Diocese. A man who is giving himself 
without reserve to the work of the church and he will tell you in his own 
way the story of Jackson-Field Home, Boy’s Home, and Dabney House 
and Hospital, not from hearsay but from his own personal visitations to 
these institutions. After Col. Parry W. Lewis has spoken any questions 
regarding these institutions, their work, and plans will be answered by 
representatives of those institutions. Col. Lewis. 


Col. Lewis has presented, I feel, a very clear picture of our Diocesan 
institutions and with this picture in mind your chairman would like to ask 
representatives of each institution present their budgets so that when these 
figures are presented by the Program and Budget Committee for your 
consideration you can vote intelligently.

ReporT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION TO THE 
Firty-NintH ANNuaL CounciL oF THE DIOCESE 


| OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


__ At the 58th Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, held in Trinity 
Church, Portsmouth on May 9 and 10th in 1950, a Budget for the Church’s 
Program of $96,680.00 was adopted as an Asking Budget. Quotas were 
yixed for each parish based upon the Diocesan Assessment multiplied by 
3.28. The Department of Promotion was faced with the task of trying to 
aise this amount of money. After having attended a meeting of the Chairmen 
of the Departments of Promotion in the Diocese of the Third Province, we 
mmediately made plans for carrying out our campaign. 


Mailing pieces were ordered for all the parishes with no charge to the 
varishes as were pledge cards. At a meeting of the Laymen of Southern 
Virginia which was held in Williamsburg, your Chairman of Promotion 
poke and the men were advised of a Layman’s Training Program to be 
teld at “Roslyn” in Richmond in the Diocese of Virginia at which time 
vaymen would be trained to visit the various parishes in order to present 
he Church’s Program. This Training Program, for reasons beyond our 
control, had to be cancelled. 


Due to this, new plans had to be made as to how we were ‘going to 
resent the Program to the Diocese. So, the Chairman of the Department of 
?romotion requested Bishop Gunn, Bishop Brown, and Archdeacon Taylor to 
neet with him to discuss the matter, which was done. At that time, a 
chedule of meetings to cover the Diocese was made. Bishop Brown, Bishop 
gunn, Archdeacon Taylor, the Reverend Richard B. Martin, Mr. Seaborn 
ilournoy, and the Reverend Beverley T. White, Chairman of the Depart- 
lent were to hold various meetings in different places. Also, the Chairman 
_f the Department was requested to write to parishes not covered asking 
aem if he could be of any assistance to them in any way. 


Some of these parishes requested him to attend parish meetings which 
© was delighted to do. The results of this campaign, while not 100 per 
emt successful, at least showed progress over and above what we had been 
ble to do in the Diocese before. At a meeting of the Executive Board held 
-anuary 24, 1951, the Chairman of the Department was able to report that, 
8 of that date, the parishes of the Diocese had subscribed $84,657.15 which 
ft a deficit of $12,022.84. Since then, we have received further subscrip- 
ons which have raised the total to $85,734.04. 


_ It is the sincere belief of the members of the Department of Promotion 
iat the Diocese could do better for the work of the Lord. There are a 
teat many Rectors and Vestries who do not even let their congregations 
fow the full amount of the quotas which their Diocese has asked of them. 
Say this from the experience which I had at one parish meeting where it 
‘as discovered that the amount printed under “Church’s Program” in the 
idget of that parish was one-half of what the Diocese had asked. As 
von as the congregation was aware of this fact, they voted unanimously 
| Taise the full amount. It is only as Clergymen and Laymen together dedi- 
ite themselves to be “stewards” that we will ever be able to carry on the 
ork in this Diocese and in the world. 


| 
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I wish to express my appreciation for all that Bishop Gunn, Bishoy 
Brown, Archdeacon Taylor and Miss Constance E. Reed have done to hel; 
the Department of Promotion. The Treasurer’s Bolsa! is attached herewitl 
for publication in the “Journal.”

The total amount received annually by beneficiaries in our Diocese is 
(39,349.20. A list of the beneficiaries is appended to this report. 


The 1949 General convention ordered the minimum clergy pensions be 
Acreased from $600 per year to $1,500 and the minimum widows pension 
rom $300 per year to $750. 

_ Before this realistic step was taken by your church, the annual pension 


oll was $1,478,000. It is now $2,532,891. This pension roll will steadily 
crease over a long period of time. 


_ The parish pension assessments are the life blood of the pension system. 
“he parishes are loyally supporting these grants through the 15% assess- 
vents adopted by the Church. Prompt payment of these assessments 


sures the pension grants and avoids the interest charge that accrues on 
verdue balance. 


The trustees of the fund urge wider use of the fund’s affiliated 
tvice organizations—Church Life Insurance Corporation, Church Fire

Report OF THE Woman’s AUXILIARY To CounciL, May 195] 
d 


Again I have the honor and privilege of reporting to Council the work 
and progress of the Woman’s Auxiliary in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 
We are proud of our 1950 record. We, the women of the church, realize 
that our task is to transmit the basic content of our faith, to produce disciples, 
to win back the nations of Christendom to the knowledge of God as revealed 
in Jesus Christ, and to take this knowledge to those who still sit in the 
shadows. 


The Spring District meetings were held at Old Hungers, Bridgetown; 
Good Shepherd, Norfolk; Christ Church, Petersburg and St. John’s, Chase. 
City. These meetings, carefully planned and executed by the Vice Presidents, 
were well attended—over 800 being present. It is the aim of these spring 
meetings to reach every woman in the Diocese and thus inspire them to 
go forward in the work of the Master. At the Petersburg meeting a round 
table discussion was held after lunch. The meeting was broken up into 
small groups and every woman had an opportunity to offer suggestions as 
to how our work could be improved. 


We have created District Boards patterned after the Diocesan Board. 
By this means the Board feels not only will it be closer to the parish circles 
but also valuable leadership will be developed. 


The Annual Meeting was held in St. Andrew’s, Norfolk, with over 400 
women attending. Two Bishops and fourteen of the clergy were present. 
Bishop Gunn spoke on the needs and opportunities facing us today and 
calling for deeper and more consecrated service. The Rev. Kenneth Watkins 
of St. John’s Church, Ketchikan, Alaska, gave an inspirational address — 
followed by slides of his work in that distant land, while Mrs. John Hill, — 
former member of the National Council, said our work as women of the 
Auxiliary is to meet the challenge of Communism. Christianity is the force 
with which to meet it and we must live it, pray it and teach it. 


This year six women from the Woman’s Auxiliary have been appointed 
by Bishop Gunn to attend at Roslyn a conference designed to interpret 
the thinking behind the new educational program of the National Council. 
These six women will be asked, we hope, to speak to parish groups through 
the fall and winter. 


Mission study classes have been held during the Lenten season in all 
parishes. Educational Institutes in each District were arranged by the | 
District Educational Chairmen. Mrs. W. H. Gregory, Diocesan Educational | 
Secretary, planned a conference for Auxiliary women at Chatham. This was 
held last June and was most successful. Mrs. Gregory also directs all 
educational work in the Diocese. Bulletins issued by the Diocesan Depart- 
ment of Religious Education in February, June and December have been 
sent to all parish educational secretaries. 


We know that one of the most important parts of a Woman’s Auxiliary | 
program is Prayer and Devotion. Miss Emily Hall, our inspiring Devotional 
Secretary, has endeavored and with excellent results to have the meetings — 
of the Branches open with prayers that have been carefully selected and are > 
an integral part of the program. Miss Hall is also Devotional Secretary 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Province of Washington and taught last 
summer at the Chatham Conference, the Peterkin Conference, West Virginia — 
and at the Shrine Mont Provincial Conference. | 
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When I was at the General Convention in San Francisco I learned that 
any Diocese might request the golden alms basin for use at an annual meet- 
ing. I made up my mind then that the women of the Auxiliary of Southern 
Virginia should have the great privilege of making their United Thank 
Offering in that basin. So I conferred with our U. T. C. Treasurer, Miss 
Anne Brooke, and I am glad to announce that the Golden Alms Basin will 
be used for the U. T. O. offering at our annual meeting, Christ Church, 
Petersburg. $10,973.00 has been contributed as of December 31, 1950. This 
is an offering from grateful hearts for some special blessing received. 


Mrs. Charles Bland, Supply Secretary, has sent out supply allotments 
assigned by the New York office: $310.00 were expended in the Diocese 
while outside the Diocese, to Good Shepherd Mission, Arizona; St. Luke’s 
Episcopal Hospital, Ponce, Puerto Rico; Bishop Rowe General Hospital, 
Wrangell, Alaska, etc., $1,590.00 worth of supplies were given. 


Mrs. Emmett Kyle, Chairman of the Diocesan Pantry Committee, has 
collected nearly $800.00 for this fund. This was equally divided among 
Jackson-Feild Home, Dabney House and Hospital, and Boys’ Home. 


We consider the Church Periodical Club an important part of our 
work. Thousands of periodicals are collected and sent to various homes, 
hospitals and jails. New subscriptions are sent to missionaries and clergy- 
men in distant fields, thus supplying contact with the outside world. With 
their meager salaries there is little left for them to buy books and magazines 
and a real need is fulfilled. 


The Diocesan Altar Guild, under Mrs. John N. Roper, has sent vest- 
ments and hangings to Canal Zone, to Liberia as well as to small and 
needy churches in our own Diocese. Mrs. Roper conducted a course on Altar 
Guild work at the Chatham Conference and also at Warrenton, North 
Carolina. 


Mrs. Eugene Denby, a Christian Social Relations Secretary, has urged 
all parish chairmen to develop a balanced plan for study and action. The 
Christian Social Relations Department is one of the most important in our 
Church and we are asked to cooperate in social education, worship and 
action including social legislation and social work. 


Our Personnel Department is concerned with finding young women 
who are interested in making the work of the Church a career. 


We are vitally interested in the progress that the women of the Colored 
Convocation have made under the able leadership of Mrs. E. T. Wilhoite. 
I attended the annual meeting at Grace Church, Norfolk. It was well 
attended, well planned with interesting speakers, one of whom was Miss 
Iris King. Miss King was of special interest to me as the Woman’s Auxiliary 
had helped to finance the course she took at Wyndham House. The Auxiliary 
paid the expenses of a delegate from the Colored Convocation to the Con- 
ference at Hood College, Frederick, Maryland. 


We take great pride in the knowledge that my predecessor, Mrs. Joseph 
Deal, was selected to head the United Council of Church Women in Vir- 
ginia. This interdenominational organization sponsors World Day of Prayer, 
May Fellowship Day and World Community Day. All Auxiliary women 
are urged to attend these three meetings which are held throughout the 
world. 


Our own Mrs. Henry Pinner is President of the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the Province of Washington. We contributed $175.00 to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Province of Washington, $100.00 of which went towards 
the salary of Miss Hazel King, College Worker for the Province. 


Realizing that we have a great responsibility to youth for they are the 
future leaders of the Church we gave $100.00 for student work at William 
and Mary, $100.00 for student work at Farmville, $197.00 to the Summer 
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School of Religious Education and $77.00 to St. Paul’s Lawrenceville Sum- 
mer Conference. 


I do not intend to give a detailed report of our budget but fearing 
some of you may overlook the financial statement of the Women’s Auxiliary 
in the Journal of the Council I shall give a very brief summary. Jackson- 
Feild Home, $4,296.00; Dabney House and Hospital, $1,859.00; Boys’ Home, 
Covington, $2,775.00. In addition to this the Woman’s Auxiliary has been 
requested to give at least $1.00 per member to Boys’ Home. This is a 
special project, the money raised will be over and above our regular project. 
In the Diocese we have distributed $10,526.00, in the Nation, $5,113.00; 
in the World, $3,670.00. A total of $19,311.00. 


And now I have made my last report to Council as I retire from office 
December 31, 1951. I want to thank Bishop Brown for appointing me 
President of the Woman’s Auxiliary, an office that has brought to me 
a new and deeper spiritual understanding. I want to thank Bishop Gunn 
for his unfailing kindness, consideration and help the many times I have 
called on him for advice and guidance. He has never failed me. 


We of the Woman’s Auxiliary, a great missionary organization, know 
that in the midst of the chaos and confusion of today’s world we must 
acknowledge our dependence upon God, our faith in his love and power, 
for Christianity alone can lead this and future generations to that Peace 
which is essential to its preservation. The needs of the world must be 
firmly rooted in an unshakable spiritual security. We are the channels 
for the releasing of God’s redemptive power in the lives of all our fellowmen. 
We are the channels through which the Holy Spirit moves out into the life 
of the world, and we pray that through us may shine something of the 
Glory of God.

This suggested canon to take the place of present Canon VII, 
OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


SECTION 1: There shall be an Executive Board constituted as follows: 
the Bishop; the Bishop Coadjutor if there be one; the Bishops Suffragan if 
there be any; the Treasurer of the Diocese; the President of the Diocesan 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary; and nine clergymen and nine laymen 
to be elected by ballot at each annual Council as hereinafter provided. A 
majority of the elected members shall constitute a quorum. The Board shall 
have power to fill vacancies occurring between Council meetings. 


SECTION 2: The elected members shall be chosen as follows: five clergy- 
men and five laymen shall be elected by each annual Council from a con- 
vocation to be known as the Tidewater Convocation, which shall consist 
of the Churches and Missions of the following counties with the independent 
cities in these counties: Accomac, Northampton, Princess Anne, Norfolk, 
Nansemond, Elizabeth City, Warwick, York, James City, Southampton, and 
Isle of Wight; three clergymen and three laymen from a convocation to be 
known as the Southside Convocation, which shall consist of the Churches 
and Missions in the following counties with the independent cities in these 
counties and that part of the city of Richmond south of the James River; 
Greeneville, Brunswick, Mecklenburg, Halifax, Pittsylvania, Surry, Sussex, 
Dinwiddie, Prince George, Chesterfield, Powhatan, Amelia, Nottoway, Cum- 
berland, Buckingham, Appomatox, Prince Edward, Charlotte, and Lunen- 
burg; and one clergyman and one layman from a convocation to be known 
as the Colored Convocation which shall consist of all churches and missions 
limited by law to the Negro members of this Diocese. 


SecTION 3: The Executive Board shall foster and coordinate the pro- 
gram of the Diocese, and perform such work as shall be committed to it by 
Council or in these Canons. It shall initiate and develop such new work as 
it may deem necessary, but shall in all matters be subject to the direction 
of Council. The Board shall hold not less than three meetings between An- 
nual Councils, and shall make a report to the Annual Council. 


SECTION 4: A Board member elected to such office at three consecutive 
meetings of the Council shall not be eligible for re-election at the next An- 
nual Council. 

SECTION 5: The Executive Board shall be authorized to appoint and 
to define the scope of the work of such Departments as it shall determine. 
The Chairmen of such Departments shall be elected from the membership 
of the Board and shall hold office for one year. The Bishop shall be ex- 
officio a member of each Department. Each Department shall make to the 
Executive Board on or before the first of April each year a report in writ- 
ing of the work done under its direction. This report shall include an 
itemized Departmental budget for the succeeding year. 

SECTION 6: The Executive Board shall be authorized to elect, direct, 
and determine the salary of Executive and field secretaries for work in the 
Diocese. Such items shall be included in the detailed budget submitted to the 
annual Council. 

SECTION 7: The proportionate membership of the Executive Board by 
Convocations provided for herein shall be reconsidered by Council every 
ten years after the date of the adoption of this canon.

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Report oF THE BisHop’s CoMMITTEE 
oF EpiscopaL LayMEN 
(1950-1951) 


The Rt. Rev. George P. Gunn, D.D., Bishop, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Second Annual Conference of the Bishop’s Committee of Episcopal 
Laymen was held at the College of William and Mary, Williamsburg, 
Virginia, September 9-10, 1950. There were approximately 150 laymen 
present, representing all sections of the Diocese. An inspiring two-day pro- 
gram was enjoyed by all of those present. Among the plans made for the 
coming year were those for a Men’s Corporate Communion to be held in 
each parish the first Sunday in Advent and also the general participation 
of the men in the Training Program prepared under the auspices of The 
National Council. 


A Men’s Corporate Communion was celebrated in many of the churches 
of the Diocese. A vital part of this service was to be the Men’s Corporate 
Gift, to be used largely in furthering the work of the Bishop’s Committee 
of Episcopal Laymen. The response of this latter part of the program was 
very meagre. 


The Training Program as sponsored by The National Council is an 
effort to inform every member of every parish the great overall program 
of our Church. It planned to tell all concerned what the Church is doing 
throughout the world; it planned to tell what our Church is doing in our 
own country; it planned to tell just where your money goes in the great 
work of the Church. A training session was held for several days at Seabury 
House in Connecticut to train specially selected speakers to train, in turn, 
selected speakers in all Dioceses. Prepared talks were distributed which 
were short, concise and simple. The entire success of this vital educational 
program for the benefit of every member of every parish, depended upon 
volunteers in each Diocese, to undergo a two day week-end training period 
so that they might be prepared to carry the word into each parish. This vital, 
interesting and simple presentation in the Diocese of Southern Virginia had 
to be cancelled for lack of volunteers. 


The Diocese is now divided into nine Areas, each Area is under the 
Supervision of an Area Chairman. Each parish is represented by a Bishop’s 
Man whose responsibility is to assist and advise both the rector and the 
men of the Church in the programs of men’s organizations in the parish. 
There are now nine Area Chairmen and 79 appointed Bishop’s Men. There 
are 22 churches without appointed Bishop’s Men. All Area Chairmen and 
Bishop’s Men have been furnished the “Handbook on Laymen’s Work”’ 
and subscriptions have been made for “Churchways,” both publications of 
The National Council. 


The many activities of the individual parish organizations are many 
and varied. The encouraging symptom of a growing interest by men in 
the work of the Church is most encouraging. The variations of activities 
are too numerous to include all in this report. A few examples will suffice. 
‘In one Area, for example, there has been a sries of studies relating to the 
Prayer Book. These study periods ar held in various parish houses through- 
out the Area each Sunday night during the winter period. After the study 
period, a fellowship hour follows. This weekly get-to-gether of laymen

over a wide area has not only enriched the personal acquaintanceship 
but has led to a demand that these meetings continue during the spring 
months. These further meetings are now being planned. One group of 
laymen have organized visiting committees which have had a regular 
schedule of visits to other churches. This has resulted in much beneficial 
fellowship and an increase of mutual acquaintanceship among those con- 
cerned. For those churches located near the many military establishments 
in our Diocese, the “coffee hour” after the Sunday morning service is an 
excellent means of spreading the Christian spirit and to make the temporary 
residents of those localities feel at home. In one parish, this coffee hour was 
started two years ago and has gained the enthusiastic response of the mem- 
bers of the parish. Another church has enlisted the aid of the men of the 
church in donating their Saturdays in making cement blocks for the proposed 
additions to the parish house. All of these activities carry out the principles 
of the Bishop’s Committee—that is, to give the individual members some- 
thing personally to do. 

The Area Chairmen met with Bishop Gunn on March 30th at Christ 
Church in Petersburg. The men of the Church are interested in the secular 
and business affairs of the Church. They will be more interestd when 
they know and understand the financial arrangements necessary to conduct 
the affairs of the Church. This meeting was to explain the financial needs 
of the Diocese to carry on the spiritual work in behalf of all members of 
every parish. This knowledge and understanding is now being passed 
on to the Bishop’s Men so that the vestries and members of the parishes 
may understand more fully the financial necessities. 

Every good business organization encourages the investment by the 
workers in that organization to increase the interest and responsibility for 
the good of the whole. The investment of one’s self is the ideal way to 
increase our own development in the Christian way of life. The interest, by 
the men of the Church in the affairs of the Church, is growing. Our Church 
is a democratic Church. The workings of any democracy are based upon the 
active and personal interest of the individual members of that democracy in 
all elements of its affairs. With God’s help, that interest will continue to 
increase among the laymen of the Diocese of Southern Virginia.

REporT OF THE HisTORIOGRAPHER—59TH ANNUAL CounciLt—1951 


Since the last meeting of Council, the Historiographer has continued 
his serial publication of the second volume of his Colonial Churches of 
Tidewater Virginia in the Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, 
with the story of the colonial churches of Spotsylvania and Caroline Coun- 
ties. He has begun the transcription and editing of the hitherto unpublished 
colonial parish register of Kingston Parish, Mathews County, as his next 
parish record to be published. He contributed design plans and sketches 
for the Pembroke Churchyard wall project at Hampton, and did much of 
the research for a memorial plaque given by Mr. Charles A. Penick to St. 
John’s Church, Halifax. He has been given charge of the restoration plans 
for old St. Peter’s Church, New Kent County, and evidence is steadily 
accumulating that this church was originally of the most unique and interest- 
ing design, which we hope eventually to restore. The historiographer has 
completely retaken his slides of the Virginia Colonial churches in Koda- 
chrome color, and has lectured with them at Washington and at many 


churches in the state. He has collaborated with the State Historical Depart- 


ment by composing or revising the the text of many historical markers at 


colonial sites. He also answers an ever-increasing number of historical 


inquiries, most of which require research for a reply, and is editing for 
the Virginia Historical Society a two-volume history of the Eastern Shore 
of Virginia, which contains a full account of its colonial churches and 
clergy.

REPORTS OF THE ARCHDEACONS 


To the Bishop and the 59th Annual Council Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


This report covers the period from May 9, 1950 to May 8, 1951. 


Once in each month, until July 1st, 1950, I visited each of the Churches 
in Brunswick County, the Rev. S. Grayson Clary being Minister-in-Charge. 
On each visit the Holy Communion was celebrated at St. Andrew’s 
Lawrenceville, and at Trinity-St. Mark’s, Alberta. Mr. Clary and I dis- 
cussed various parish problems, and it was interesting to watch the 
building of the new House of Worship in the Town of Alberta. After July 
Ist my visits to Brunswick were discontinued, Mr. Clary having been 
advanced to the priesthood. Under his supervision, the Church in Brunswick 
County has been strengthened, and it is with regret that we note his leaving 
for work in another Diocese. 


The Rev. Robert H. Walters, Deacon, was Minister-in-Charge of the 
East Mecklenburg Churches until September 1950, after which he was 
transferred to the Diocese of Albany. These Churches are: All Saints’ 
South Hill; St. Andrw’s, Baskerville; and Grace, Palmer Springs. Other 
than the Archdeacon, there has been no Minister-in-Charge since Mr. Wal- 
ters left. I have visited this field monthly. On each of these visits the 
Holy Communion is celebrated at South Hill at 9:30 A. M. and at one of 
the three Churches at 11:00 A. M., the Congregations being requested to unite 
at the 11:00 A. M. Service. This has worked fairly well; but not with full 
cooperation. All Saints’, South Hill, has completed much needed repair and 
beautified the Church Building at a cost of over $2,000.00. This group of 
Churches, having been without a resident Clergyman for long periods of 
time, and having no great resources, will be difficult to staff, and I commend 
it.to the Bishop and to the Board of Missions for their serious study. 


The West Mecklenburg group, consisting of St. James’, Boydton; Christ 
Chapel, near Boydton; St. John’s, Chase City; and St. Timothy’s, Clarks- 
ville, is much stronger in resources and with a little determination could 
move towards self support. The Holy Communion has been celebrated in 
this cure once in each month, either by myself or by some other Clergyman, 
when I could not be present. The Minister-in-Charge is the Rev. Spencer 
B. Williams who will soon be ordained Priest, after which time my services 
to West Mecklenburg will be discontinued. 


One of my interesting duties this year has been an attempt to rehabili- 
tate the Congregation of Ritchie Memorial Church in Claremont. A year 
ago this Congregation was disorganized, and Services were held only occas- 
ionally. We now have a Vestry, a budget, a Woman’s Auxiliary, and 
one Celebration of the Holy Communion and one Morning Prayer Service 
in each month. In that section of Surry County, Church attendance is at a 
very low ebb. This is true of all denominations. Many families have no 
Church life at all, among them several with the background of our own 
Church. Here is a grand opportunity for real intensive missionary endeavor. 


The new Mission of St. Ann’s in Appomattox has grown steadily during 
the past year. Starting with five communicants we now have 26. The 
Administrative Committee is doing well. There is a parish budget, a 
Sunday School, and a branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. Once in each 
month I celebrate the Holy Communion and give such assistance to the 
work of the Congregation as is possible. During the summer of 1950, The 
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Rev. John M. Gessell was placed by the Bishop in Residence at Appomattox, 
and did excellent work while there. St. Ann’s is important to us as a Diocese 
because it has already added, and will continue to add, considerable 
strength to our rather weak missionary outposts in Appomattox, Bucking- 
ham, and Cumberland. Mr. Herber Nash Tucker, who has been assisting 
in this field, will soon be ordained Deacon, and assigned by the Bishop as 
Minister-in-Charge of this Cure. 

In the Jamestown Churchman, IJ have reported in detail the beginnings 
of our new St. Michael’s Mission in Bon Air. Although only a few months 
old, St. Michael’s has an Administrative Committee, a parish budget, a 
Sunday School, Woman’s Auxiliary, Altar Guild and Vested Choir. The 
Congregation is growing every month by the addition of Communicants 
transferring from other Churches. A Confirmation Class is in the making. 
With the help of Mr. George R. Humrickhouse, Mr. Walkley Johnson and 
others, Services are held in the Community House every Sunday morning. 
The big problem now is how to finance a place for Worship. The Con- 
gregation is most enthusiastic and is already talking in terms of self 
support. 

These are the groups which I have served since last Council. For their 
kindly assistance, I am very grateful to Bishop Brown, the Rev. Wm. 
Brayshaw, the Rev. Jes. Vache’, the Rey, Chas.. H: Holmead, Mr. Geo. R. 
Humrickhouse, and Mr. S. Warner Wilbur. I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion of the support and encouragement given by Bishop Gunn all the way 
through. This work, I believe, is really worth while.

To the Fifty-ninth Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia— 
Gentlemen: 


The following is a brief report of my activities as Archdeacon for the 
year 1950: 

I was able to secure the service of a representative of the Church Fire 
_Insurance Corporation in New York to visit all of the Colored churches 
in the diocese to come down and make an up-to-date valuation of all the 
church buildings and equipment. In practically every case, the valuation was 
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higher than previously considered. The work was completed during the 
month of November. Many of the vestries and committees have agreed to 
increase the insurance to present valuation; many of them have done so; and 
I believe that during the year the rest will do the same. 


Deeds—From the various Clerks of Courts, I got copies of deeds of 
the following churches and sent them to the Diocesan Office: 

St. James, Warfield; Christ Church, Red Lawn; All Saints’, McKenney; 
Trinity, Boydton; Acension, Palmer Springs. 

Requests for copies of the deeds of the other churches served by the 
Archdeacon have been made to the Various Clerks of Courts; and as soon 
as they are received, they will be sent to the Diocesan Office. 

Repairs and Improvement—The church building of Ascension, Palmer 
Springs, has been repaired and painted. Also, the grounds have been cleaned 
up and beautified. 

Youth Conference—During the month of June, we held our first Diocesan 
Youth Conference on the campus of St. Paul’s Polytechnic Institute. This 
conference was a great success and was well-attended. I had the pleasure of 
serving on the faculty of this conference. 

Mr. Charles C. Graves assists in services as Lay Reader—During the 
year, I have been responsible for eleven out of the total of 24 Colored 
churches in the diocese. Mr. Charles C. Graves of Suffolk has assisted me 
in serving these churches. He has given a total of sixty-six lay services. 
He has served acceptably. 

Summary of Activities of the Archdeacon—In addition to the responsi- 
bility of eleven churches, I visited St. Cyprian’s, Hampton, St. Augustine’s, 
Newport News, Grace Church, Norfolk, St. James, Portsmouth, St. Stephen’s, 
Petersburg, St. Paul’s Lawrenceville, St. Paul’s, Union Level, and St. James, 
Emporia. 

I held eighty-four services, more than half being Communion services; 
made forty-seven sick and emergency calls; administered Private Communion 
twice; held forty-three vestry and committee meetings; attended fourteen 
conferences; held eleven funerals; performed one marriage ceremony; 
made seventy-five regular parochial visits; baptized seven persons; and 
presented fifteen for confirmation. There were others to be confirmed, but 
the bishop could not come because of his heavy schedule. 

There is also a large amount of writing to be done. This I do myself, 
because there is no secretarial help. No finances provided for such.

THE THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY OF VIRGINIA 


At the opening of the present session sixty-five men were received into 
the Junior class, together with five special students and two Japanese 
graduate students. The present enrollment of the Seminary is 177, the largest 
number in its history. 

The temper of the Seminary’s life throughout the year has been ex- 
cellent. 

The growth of the number of students, the increase of the size of the 
faculty, and the maintenance of the new buildings, together with constant 
repair of the old ones, has severely strained our financial resources, but 
owing to the great help the Seminary has received from the parishes 
through the Theological Education Sunday offering and the Friends of the 
Seminary we have been able to meet our obligations.

CHATHAM HALL 


Chatham Hall this year has an enrollment of 162 Boarding students and 
6 day students. 32 States of the Union and 2 foreign countries are repre- 
sented. The majority of our girls are preparing for the eastern women’s 
colleges, where our graduates have made a fine reputation for scholastic 
ability and for character. 

Among improvements made to the school in the last calendar year is 
the installation of a sprinkler system in Pruden and Dabney Halls. 

Last year we announced the introduction of competitive scholarships 
for Virginia girls. Although there have been very few candidates for these 
for the coming year, we hope that interest in them will increase in the 
future and that the advantages of Chatham Hall may be made available for 
the constituency for which the school was originally founded. 

New trustees of Chatham Hall are Mrs. Anne Gary Pannell, president 
of Sweet Briar College, and Mr. Walter A. Williams, Jr., of Richmond.

ST. PAUL’Ss POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE 


There are 228 young men and 259 young women enrolled in our College 
Department during this present academic year, and there are 409 boys and 
girls in our Training School. 126 are candidates for our degrees to be 
conferred May 28th. 

We have been granted full approval by the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. We are now existing as a fully approved 
degree granting institution. 

The most serious problem facing our institution concerns itself with 
adequate financial support. We are presently operating on a budget of 
$356,684.40. It is going to be very difficult to meet our financial obligations 
unless we are able to secure additional income. We receive from this Diocese 
$1,000.00 per year, $500.00 from the Diocese of Virginia, and $250.00 from 
the Diocese of Southwestern Virginia. Our annual appropriation from our 
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National Council and the American Church Institute for Negroes is ap- 
proximately $40,000.00. We sincerely hope this Diocese will consider in- 
creasing its appropriation. 

There is a great need for St. Paul’s. Its program must be distinctive 
and unique. Distinctive from the standpoint that there is freedom from 
confusion in its program, and that quality and the Christian influence are 
expressed in the nature of its existence. Unique, in that our graduates will 
manifest an excellency in Christian character, scholarship and social com- 
petency that would not be possessed by the ordinary individual.

STUART HALL 


Except for a decreased enrollment, 1950-51 has been a satisfactory year, 
characterized by fine academic work and an equally fine spirit on the part 
of both students and faculty. 

The reports from our students in the various colleges have been most 
gratifying. One is graduating cum laude from Bryn Mawr, and a number 
of others are graduating with highest honors from the colleges to which 
we have sent them. Of the 149 girls recommended to outstanding colleges 
in the past five years, we have not had a single failure. 

We should like to have more students from Southern Virginia, and 
more interest on the part of Episcopalians in this Diocese. The school is 
‘owned by the three Dioceses in Virginia. Whereas the Diocese of Virginia 
has seven schools located within its area, over and above its share in Stuart 
Hall, there is no diocesan school in Southern Virginia. How wonderful it 
‘would be if, as a Diocese, you could interest yourselves in this school, 
sending me the names of parents in your parishes with daughters of prepara- 
tory school age, or doing as the clergy in Southwestern Virginia, sending the 
‘names of such parents to the Bishop, who in turn would send them to us. 
If you prefer the names could be sent to the Rev. Carter H. Harrison of 
Hampton, chairman of the Promotional Committee for Stuart Hall.

THE EpiscopAL HIGH SCHOOL 


| The Episcopal High School, founded in 1839 as the diocesan school 
of Virginia and now generally considered to be the diocesan school of the 
‘four dioceses that have emerged from the old Diocese of Virginia, is 
happy to be represented here, to submit its brief report, and to answer 
any questions. 

| Fourteen of our present student body of 250 boys live in this Diocese. 
180 of the 250 are Episcopalians, 40 are Presbyterians, 20 are Methodists, 
the others from scattered dominations. 

Discounts in the sum of $4,500.00 have been made in favor of the sons 
lof the clergy, and in the sum of $2,500.00 in favor of other boys. Endowed 
scholarship grants in the sum of $3,800.00 have all been made. Twenty- 
‘six boys, or more than ten per cent of the student body, have been assisted 
financially. 

In recent years, the margin of safety has been steadily diminishing, and 
‘it is not certain whether a final balance for this session will be recorded 
in red or black ink. As a consequence the Board of Trustees has felt com- 
‘pelled to raise the charges for next session to $1,440.00 for boarding pupils 
and to $640.00 for day pupils. 

: A new chapel-auditorium, to be known as Pendleton Hall in memory 
of William Nelson Pendleton, first principal of the school is nearing com- 
pletion.
